Not long after, 
candidate Tom Menino spoke to the 
monthly dinner meeting of the euphemisti- 
cally titled and almost entirely male Boston 
Professional Alliance. And candidate Bob 
Rufo has met with a select group of gay 
operatives at the offices of prominent at- 
torney Vin McCarthy.

Dooley is employed by First Albany, the 
investment bank that’s the lead underwrit- 
er for the city of Boston and a member of 
the underwriting team for a proposed refi- 
nancing of the bond that’s paying for 
BCH’s rebuilding.

“We 
should probably be called gay-and-lesbian 
communities. We vary in terms of race and 
class. And gay men and lesbians often have 
somewhat different priorities.” 

“I’m waiting to see if any of them are 
going to make the move to approach us,” 
says Craig Bailey, chair of the Boston 
Coalition of Black Lesbians and Gays. To 
see for yourself, attend the Greater Boston 
Lesbian and Gay Political Alliance’s Can- 
didates Night on June 21, at 7 p.m., at 95 
Berkeley Street in the first floor confer- 
ence room. (The building is wheelchair-

BEACON HILL 
SHOP TALK 


Beacon Hill junkies will soon have 
something new to digest with the expected 
June debut of Second Reading, described 
by its managing editor, Stephen Lakis, as 
“a kind of insider’s newsletter to take a 
look at some of the issues percolating at 
the State House.” 

This has been a big week for Lakis, who 
is president of the State Legislative Lead- 
ers Foundation, which sponsored the 
Hawaiian health-care junket featured 
prominently in Boston Globe Spotlight se- 
ries on lobbyists. Along with foundation 
chairman Billy Bulger, Lakis was caught 
sunning himself on a Honolulu beach by 
the Globe’s hidden camera. So it seems 
that Second Reading won't have a serious 
problem gaining access to politicians. 

Lakis, who also publishes the annual 
Massachusetts Political Almanac, plans to 
charge subscribers $225 a year for a publi- 
cation that he says will include analysis of 
major legislative issues, interviews with 
key lawmakers, and various committee 
and floor votes. Second Reading will be 
published 12 to 18 times a year. 

The prospect of another competitor 
doesn’t bother Helen Woodman, the soft- 
spoken editor of the State House News 
Service, which feeds subscribers a daily 
running account of life in the legislature 
for $35 a week. “I don’t see how it would 
compete with us,” says Woodman. “In 
fact, it could probably be a resource.”

COMMENCEMENT 
WOES AT NU 


It’s damage-control time at Northeast- 
ern University, where commencement ac- 
tivities appear to be raising more hackles 
than spirits. 

NU’s giddiness over landing Bill Clinton 
as its speaker is giving way to anger and 
frustration on the part of graduating se- 
niors. 

When Clinton first accepted the school’s 
invitation to address the Class of ’93 at 
Boston Garden on June 19, seniors were 
assured they could provide their families 
and friends with the traditional seven tick- 
ets. But this past week, administrators, cit- 
ing “Secret Service requirements,” an- 
nounced the allotment would be cut to five 
tickets, leaving graduates with some un- 
happy relatives. 

Adding salt to the wound, the com- 
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mencement committee attempted to quiet 
the inevitable outcry by assuring graduat- 
ing seniors that in any case, everyone 
would at least be able to see the president: 

“We are already moving to ensure that 
we have quality, large-screen closed-cir- 
cuit television capabilities in Matthews 
Arena and Blackman Auditorium to ac- 
commodate Northeastern students, fami- 
lies, faculty and staff. As you know, both 
facilities are handicapped accessible, and 
will provide a comfortable venue to view 
the ceremony.” 

Meanwhile, some NU Law School grad- 
uates are protesting the school’s awarding 
of an honorary degree to controversial le- 
gal scholar Catharine MacKinnon at its 
May 26 commencement exercises. 

MacKinnon, a founder of the feminist 
anti-pornography movement, is co-author, 
with Andrea Dworkin,-of legislation and 
legal briefs that would ban pornography 
and other sexually explicit material pro- 
tected by the First Amendment. 

More than 20 Northeastern Law School 
grads, including progressive activist 
lawyers such as Kevin Cathcart, head of 
the New York-based Lambda Legal De- 
fense Fund; Denise McWilliams, of Bos- 
ton’s Justice Resource Institute; and New 
York artist and anti-censorship activist 
Barbara Pollock, signed a letter to North- 
eastern president John Curry and law- 
school dean Daniel Givelber opposing the 
selection of MacKinnon, calling her “a 
deeply reactionary figure.” 

“It is disturbing to see an award go to a 
member of the legal profession whose the- 
ories and practices are advancing the force 
of censorship in our society,” the letter 
states. “Many of us have seen firsthand the 
real-life consequences of censorship for 
artists, feminists, gay and lesbian activists, 
and others working for social change.” 

Curry had not received the letter at 
press time.

CONGRESS 
FOR SALE 


Ralph Nader is urging cyberdemocrats 
to pressure Congress to put the full text of 
bills, the Congressional Record, pending 
treaties and nominations, and other public 
information on-line for viewing by anyone 
with a computer and a modem. 

According to Nader’s Taxpayer Assets 
Project (TAP), the on-line system already 
exists, but is restricted to members of 
Congress and their staffs, except for limit- 
ed public access in a Capitol Hill reading 
room. 

The barrier, TAP reports, is commercial 
rather than technical — Congress sells 
data from its information systems, House 
LEGIS and Senate LEGIS, to on-line ven- 
dors, including Mead Data Central and 
the Washington Post. What was it Ben 
Bradlee used to say about the public’s 
right to know? 

As part of its Crown Jewels campaign — 
an effort to provide public access to some 
of the federal government’s most important 
information systems — TAP is asking citi- 
zens to write to their own members of 
Congress and to the chairmen of the com- 
mittees that control access to the LEGIS 
systems: Senator Wendell Ford (D-Ken- 
tucky), of the Senate Committee on Rules 
and Administration, and Representative 
Charles Rose (D-North Carolina), of the 
House Administration Committee. 

Meanwhile, although it’s not generally 
known, Congress has already made a con- 
siderable amount of information available 
on-line. The Library of Congress has a 
free system that provides information on 
congressional bills that can be searched by 
key words (i.e., “day care”), the names of 
sponsors, and bill numbers. It’s current to 
within 48 hours, and coritains information 
dating back to 1973. Anyone with access 
to the Internet can check it out by issuing 
the command “telnet locis.loc.gov.”

Are there bigots out there? Of 
course. But why does the entire South 
Boston community get painted as big- 
oted, intolerant, and mean-spirited for 
the actions of some within the com- 
munity? And aren’t there just as many 
racists living out there in, say, places 
like Roxbury, or maybe Wellesley too? 

There are some who say May 6 in 
South Boston showed the-legacy of 20 
years of forced busing and the failure 
of folks like Ted Kennedy or Judge 
Garrity to force people together. All 
that busing ever did was pit struggling 
working-class whites against strug- 
gling working-class blacks for a tiny 
piece of the economic pie. Families in 
Southie struggle to raise their kids.

This writer doesn’t condone racism 
from any quarter. All of us are mem- 
bers of the same human race. And 
when statements of a racial nature are 
spoken, these need to be countered 
from responsible leaders in all com- 
munities. Racism is ugly from any- 
one’s mouth. 

It is time to judge people as indi- 
viduals. As Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. once said, the character of a per- 
son’s heart is far more important than 
skin color or ethnic heritage. 

The history of our civilization is 
rampant with anger. We’ve been angry | 
so long, we’ve apparently forgotten the 
alternative. Look at the words spoken 
in the heat of passion. Think about the 
next generation and the children of to- | 
morrow.

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Tabloid ethics in Rhode Island; 
plus, mass exodus at the BBJ

ere’s one for Journalistic 
Ethics 101. On May 17, a 
distraught and heavily 
armed man, Bruce Clift 
— reportedly high on 
anti-depressants and tequila — is barri- 





| caded alone in his Rhode Island home 


shooting off rounds and engaged in a dan- 
gerous standoff with police. A centerpiece 
of the law-enforcement strategy is not to 
accede to Clift’s requests to speak to his 
wife for fear that he’ll use the occasion to 
say good-bye and then kill himself. 

At around 5 p.m., as the standoff drags 
on, Clift is phoned by reporter Susan 
Hogan, from Channel 12 (WPRI), in 
Providence. According to a transcript pub- 
lished in the Providence Journal-Bulletin, 
she asks him: “If your wife is watching 
right now, what would you say to your 
wife so she would understand?” 

“I apologize because I know it’s my 
fault,” he responds. “Hey, you know the 
whole nine yards, right? This is suicide.” 

For the record, Channel 12, engaged in 
a ratings war with Channel 10 (WJAR), 
has developed a reputation as the tabloid 
king of Rhode Island TV news. During a 


point in a recent high-profile murder in- 
vestigation when there was speculation 
that the killer might have used acid on the 
bodies, the station provided a grisly on-air 
demonstration by dipping turkey flesh into 
that same acid. (Memo to new Channel 7 
owner Ed Ansin, who is expected to im- 
port into Boston some of the tabloid-news 
techniques he used to revive his Miami 
station: please, no dissolving turkey legs.) 

On the evening of the standoff, Channel 
12 hyped the Clift interview in its 6 p.m. 
newscast by noting that “what you’re 
about to hear is a man who is angry at the 
world and could be on the verge of sui- 
cide. It’s an interview you'll see only on 
Channel 12.” 

Shortly thereafter, Clift fatally shot him- 
self. And the police blame Channel 12. 

“They arbitrarily took it upon them- 
selves to put a young reporter on the 
phone and ask all the things you wouldn’t 
say to a person in that state of mind,” says 
a furious State Police Captain Robert Mc- 
Queeney, who spearheaded the police re- 
sponse. “We had a good chance of saving 
him. . . . I don’t know how they can justify 
this as news,” he says, assailing “this Cur- 
rent Affair anything-for-a story attitude.” 

In initially speaking to the Phoenix, Mc- 
Queeney indicated that the TV interview

was the last phone contact anyone had had 
with Clift. But he was later contradicted by 
State Police Corporal Ronald Lepre, who 
said he had spoken briefly to Clift shortly 
afterward and that Clift had complained 
about calls from the news media and 
neighbors. 

“No one has any basis to make those al- 
legations,” says unrepentant Channel 12 
news director Russ Kilgore of Mc- 
Queeney’s charges. Clift “is on tequila, 
Valium, and Prozac, he’s got 50 officers at 
bay, and he’s shooting at the cops... . 
What are we supposed to do?” 

Kilgore notes that “there was no other 
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in which a circulation-minded newspaper- 
man manages to delay the rescue of a man 
trapped by a mine cave-in to create a ma- 
jor news event. So what if he dies in the 


end? It’s a damn good story.

public threat involved. If there was a 
hostage involved, we wouldn’t have made 
the call.” And he blames police for not cut- 
ting off communications to the home by 
either shutting off the electricity or chang- 
ing the Clifts’ phone number. To which 
McQueeney responds, somewhat unsatis- 
factorily: “We’ve never had a situation or 
occurrence where we’ve had to do that.” 

Who knows if things would have 
worked out differently? But Kilgore cer- 
tainly has adopted an interesting “body 
count” standard: his reporters can put 
lives at risk for the sake of ratings as long 
as they’re only the perpetrator’s or the 
cops’. 

This whole mess recalls a riveting Billy 
Wilder 1951 movie called Ace in the Hole, 


fair unscrupulous-busi- 
nessman stereotype.) Or 
the December 1992 Simp- 
sons episode in which a 
bumbling Homer ruins his brother’s car- 
selling enterprise. (Here, liberal Holly- 
wood belittles the patriotic American con- 
cept of the family business.) 

And finally, there’s the September 1992 
Jake and the Fatman episode in which a 
casino owner orders up some murders in a 
convoluted effort to save his failing gam- 
ing house. 

“Was it necessary for the bad guys in 
these episodes to be businessmen?” ask 
the clearly distressed authors of Media- 
Nomics. If this isn’t incontrovertible proof 
of left-wing media bias, I'll eat my Bill 
Clinton saxophone pin.

Colin Powell’s hypocrisy 
highlights a racial divide

n Friday, April 9 — the 
first of Harvard’s annual 
Bisexual, Gay, and Les- 
bian Awareness Days — 
the university made the 
controversial announcement that General 
| Colin Powell, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 


| of Staff and a vocal supporter of the ban 


| on lesbians and gay men in the military, 
| would be the featured speaker at this 
| year’s commencement. 


Since then, on campus and off, there 


| has been a flurry of activism by gays, les- 
| bians, and bisexuals advocating for the 


rights of their peers in uniform. Openly 


| gay professors — including black faculty 


| members Phil Harper, Anthony Appiah, 


and Peter Gomes — and students have 


| rallied in opposition to Powell’s appear- 


ance. Harvard’s 15 lesbian and gay groups 
have held innumerable strategy sessions 
both among themselves and with off-cam- 
pus gay and lesbian organizations to coor- 
dinate protests for commencement day, 
June 10. 

In its defense, Harvard says Powell was 
invited about a year ago, before his views

on the ban became known, and the univer- 
sity is unwilling to rescind the invitation. 
But to help smooth tensions, Harvard 
president Neil Rudenstine, an opponent of 
the military ban, has met several times 
with concerned faculty, staff, students, and 
alumni, offering them opportunities to air 
their grievances on commencement day. 

But there is more to the controversy 
over Powell’s appearance than the four- 
star general’s support of the ban on les- 
bians and gays in the military. Issues of 
race bubble just below the surface of the 
dispute, and the fact that Powell is 
African-American and many, if not most, 
of his opponents in the matter are white 
only serves to highlight them. 

te 

The debate over gays and lesbians serv- 
ing in the military has largely been con- 
structed as a white issue (a white male is- 
sue, even though lesbians of all colors are 
disproportionately targeted for investiga- 
tion and dismissal). The poster children of 
the lift-the-ban movement — Tracey 
Thorne, Keith Meinhold, and the mur- 
dered Allen Schindler — are white as 
Wonderbread, as are their most visible 
supporters. 

Yet, because 20 percent of US military 
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personnel are African-American, it’s likely 
that many of the 708 people the military 
dismissed in ’92 because of homosexuality 
are black. (Neither the Pentagon nor the 
newly formed, pro-gay Campaign for Mili- 
tary Service keeps figures on the race of 
those dismissed.) 

Many factors keep black gays and les- 
bians out of the debate. 

“I feel there has been an unwillingness 
on the part of both the mainstream press 
and the lesbian-and-gay press to speak to 
black lesbians and gays,” says Sabrina So- 
journer, an African-American lesbian who 
works as a lobbyist for the Sheridan 
Group, which represents the Campaign for 
Military Service. “The press has not done 
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its homework. They’ve been unwilling to 
utilize anyone other than the traditional 
people as leaders.” 

Perry Watkins, the African-American 
man who was the first openly gay soldier 
to serve in the Army, says the large na- 
tional gay-and-lesbian organizations 
that have been spearheading the campaign 
have been loath to spotlight people of col- 
or and women. “I think the press, the 
president — they follow the lead of the 
mainstream organizations, and Miriam 
and I haven’t been supported by those 
groups,” he says, referring to Miriam 
Ben-Shalom, a lesbian who won a 17- 
year battle for reinstatement in 1987, 
only to be discharged again in 1990. 

“We suffer from a double 
invisibility,” says former Air 
Force captain Cindy Smith, 
who voluntarily left the ser- 
vice after four years in 
ROTC and four years in ac- 
tive duty because she did 
not want “to live a secret 
life.” 

Smith says black gays and 
lesbians may have more to 
lose than their white peers 
should their homosexuality 
come to the attention of 
military superiors: “People 
see the military as a way to 
gain the educational and 
economic advantages that 
they couldn’t gain in the | 
civilian world. Therefore it’s | 
more difficult for black gays 
and lesbians to speak up.”

“I spoke to Rosa Parks’s | 
assistant,” says Maurice | 
Franklin, regional coordina- 
tor for the Campaign for | 
Military Service, “and she | 
said Ms. Parks opposes dis- | 
crimination of all kinds, but | 
she does not accept the | 
analogy between black op- | 
pression and gay oppres- | 
sion.

Similar, too, is the rhetoric used by sup- 
porters of today’s ban on gays and the past 
supporters of the military’s racial segrega- 
tion, which President Truman ended by 
executive order in 1948. Now, as then, the 
red herrings of increased disease and sex- 
ual promiscuity, as well as the supposed 
detrimental effect on troop morale, are 
tossed out to support the ban. 

“Powell is using, verbatim, the same ar- 
guments that were used against black peo- 
ple in ’48,” says Gary Daffin, co-chair of 
the Massachusetts Gay and Lesbian Politi- 
cal Caucus. “It’s both astonishing and 
deeply, deeply disappointing to those of us 
who are black and gay to see him use it.” 

But the analogy between gay oppression 
and African-American oppression and the 
analogy’s use by a gay-and-lesbian com- 
munity perceived to be white has angered 
some blacks — both at Harvard and in 
the country at large. 

“There were a couple of letters from 


| black students in the Crimson criticizing 
| the protests,” says Phil Harper, who teach- 


| es in the university’s Afro-American Stud- 


| ies and English Departments. “The letters 


| always had sweeping references to the gay 


community as if it were entirely separate 
from the African-American community.” 
Many blacks who shun the plight of 
gays and lesbians subscribe to the belief 
that homosexuals bring oppression upon 


| themselves by choosing a lifestyle full of 


depravity. African-Americans, on the other 
hand, are discriminated against because of 
something beyond their control. 

This was handily expressed by African- 


| American Lieutenant General Calvin

| er’s womb,” Waller was quoted as saying 


in a May 17 New Yorker article written by

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“It’s the same fundamental idea that you 
should be judged on the content of your 
character.” He suggests other reasons 
why African-Americans may object to the 
analogy. 

“Where the problem comes in,” Daffin 
says, “is that some people of color object 
to what they perceive as some people 
who’ve never said two words to them try- 
ing to use them to garner support. 

“The portrayal of the gay community is 
of a white gay society with a lot of dispos- 
able income, and that’s who they see mak- 
ing the analogy.” 

Gates says the perception that gays are 
wealthy fuels the notion that they’re less 
oppressed. “What makes the race analogy 
complicated is that gays . . . [may] ‘have it 
better’ than blacks — and yet in many 
ways contemporary homophobia is more 
virulent than contemporary racism,” he 
writes in his article, “Blacklash?” 

“Trying to establish a pecking order of 
oppression is generally a waste of time,” 
Gates concludes.

“What’s particularly frustrating is how 
reluctant people are to criticize Powell,” 
says Brian Simmons,‘an openly gay 
African-American Harvard alum who’s 
been active in organizing against the gen- 
eral’s appearance. “Many people — black 
and white — are reluctant to criticize him 
because they don’t want to be seen criti- 
cizing a black man. Some whites think it 
will be seen as a racist victimization. 
Blacks who know that his stance is prob- 
lematic are afraid of unintentionally col- 
luding with that. 

“In a way, they’re buying into the idea 
that criticizing him is victimizing him.” 

Further dampening the debate, says 
Harper, is a tendency to squelch public 
dispute within the African-American com- 
munity. “I haven’t seen any mention of the 
controversy in the Bay State Banner [a lo- 
cal black-owned newspaper], and I haven’t 
heard any response from straight people in 
the local African-American community,” 
he says. 

“However much lip service is paid to the 
idea that the African-American community 
is not monolithic,” Harper says, “I don’t 
think it’s regularly impressed upon people. 
I think it’s positive that there’s such an ev- 
ident breaking of ranks. I think it’s a 
healthy occurrence.” Q

‘Striking a blow for freedom 
on the electronic frontier

n the electronic frontier, 
action takes place in 
nanoseconds.

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target of the raids who fought 
back, suing the government for 
damages. 

The fantasy-game- 
book publisher became a 
Sun Devil target because 
one of his employees, Lloyd 
Blankenship, was suspected of 
possessing stolen BellSouth property 
— namely, a document relating to the 
911 emergency phone system. Bell- 
South contended the document con- 
tained proprietary information that 
could, if it fell into the wrong hands, 
lead to sabotage of the 911 system. 

Blankenship ran an electronic 
bulletin board from his home. 
Among the files on his board 
was an electronic magazine 
for hackers called Phrack, 
which had published an 
edited version of the 911 
document. Since Blanken- 
ship worked for Jackson, and 
Jackson also had a bulletin- 
board system (“The Illuminati”), 
the Secret Service’s point man in 
Austin, Tim Foley, assumed that Jackson 
had to be involved in the scheme to dis-

seminate the 911 docs. 

US District Judge Sam Sparks, though, 
was not impressed with Foley’s sleuthing. 
In his decision he wrote: “[T]he Court feels 
Agent Foley failed to make a reasonable in- 
vestigation of Steve Jackson Games, Incor- 
porated, when it was apparent his intention 
was to take substantial properties belonging 
to the corporation, the removal of which 
could have a substantial effect on the con- 
tinuation of business. Agent Foley, it ap- 
pears, in his zeal to obtain evidence for the 
criminal investigation, simply concluded 
Steve Jackson Games, Incorporated, was 
somehow involved in Blankenship’s alleged 
activities because of the wording of the Illu- 
minati bulletin board menu.” 

The day after the raid, Jackson and his 
lawyer went to the local headquarters of the 
Secret Service and demanded that a book 
seized in the raid be returned. Jackson was 
told by a Secret Service agent that the 
book, GURPS Cyberpunk, was a manual 
for computer crime. 

When Jackson explained the book was a 
blueprint for a fantasy game (GURPS is 
short for “Generic Universal Role Playing 
System”), he was told it wasn’t science fic- 
tion — it was real. 

Because the application for the search 
warrant used by the raiders was sealed — a 
practice usually used only when lives are en- 
dangered — it wasn’t until months later that 
the actual reason for the raid was revealed: 
the Secret Service was looking for stolen 
911 documents that it expected to find in 
electronic form on Jackson’s computers. 

No stolen documents were found. Jackson 
was never charged with any crime. Neither 
was Blankenship. And when the government 
prosecuted the publisher of Phrack, Craig 
Neidorf, a/k/a Knight Lightning, its case fell 
apart and the charges against Neidorf were 
dismissed. It turned out that the so-called 
proprietary document was sold by Bellcore, 
the research arm of the Baby Bells, for $20 
to any member of the public who was inter- 
ested — which certainly tended to undercut 
the government’s argument that the docu- 
ment was not only secret, but was also val- 
ued at $79,499. 

= 

The decision in the Jackson case is being 
hailed by silicon cowboys as a milestone in 
their struggle to keep the government from 
fencing in their information prairies. 

“I’m very pleased with the decision,” says 
Eric Corley, a/k/a Emmanuel Goldstein, 
editor of 2600: The Hacker Quarterly. “It 


| represents a genuine strike back at the un- 


fair and bullying tactics of the Secret Ser- 
vice in regards to computer hackers.” 

Stewart Brand, a 1960s radical and 
founder of the Point Foundation, which 
published the Whole Earth Catalog and set 
up the “Well,” the hippest computer bul- 
letin-board system in cyberspace, wrote in 
response to an electronic inquiry: “There 
are sO many court decisions that sink the 
heart (huge damages for trivial situations, 
etc.), it’s a relief to see one like in the Steve 
Jackson case, which lifts the heart. A vile 
behavior was nailed and curtailed, and the 
good guy won.” 

But the decision is significant to more 
than just hackers and computer hipsters. 
By extending to computer-stored data a law 
originally intended to protect news outlets 
from unreasonable searches, the court 
pushed under the umbrella of the law the 
computerized newsroom of today. 

“The decision says that seizures of com- 
puters to do one of two things — to pub- 
lish books or for use in media — are sub- 
ject to the Privacy Protection Act,” says An- 
drew Good, an attorney with Silverglate & 
Good, of Boston, one of the law firms that 
represented Jackson. “The opinion is sig- 
nificant in that it applies the protections of 
that act to computers used in the media.” 

What that means, Good explains, is the 
government can’t march into a publisher’s 
digs, as it did with Jackson, and bop off 
with his computers. “Whatever it is they 
want from the computer, it has value as ev- 
idence in a criminal case,” Good said. “And 
since the computer, like a file room, will 
have all kinds of stuff in it, they’re going to 
have to do a surgical search of the comput- 
er instead of unplugging it and taking it 
away.” Just as search warrants generally re- 
quire investigators to look for specific doc- 
uments in a file cabinet on the target’s 
premises — rather than carting the file 
cabinet off — search warrants in the infor- 
mation age will specify that government 
agents must leave computers in place while 
looking for evidence. 


__ Some doubts, though, .have,been, raised, , 
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about the significance of the decision should 
neither side appeal it to a higher court. (Al- 
though Jackson won, he could appeal be- 
cause Judge Sparks ruled against him on 
several points — including, for example, 
whether the search warrant was illegal.) 

Gail Thackeray was one of the engineers 
of Operation Sun Devil while she was an as- 
sistant attorney general of Arizona. Thacker- 
ay, now a deputy county attorney for Mari- 
copa County, Arizona, says: “I’m disappoint- 
ed that in my discussions with them neither 
side is inclined to appeal. If they don’t ap- 
peal, then the whole point of going through 
that exercise [of having the trial] to get judi- 
cial guidance for everybody is meaningless.” 

Without an appeal, she says, “the next 
judge in the next courtroom over could rule 
the direct opposite. He’s not bound by an- 
other trial judge’s ruling. It’s not binding on 
a Texas state court. It’s not binding on a JP 
in a county of Texas.” 

In addition to violating the federal Priva- 
cy Protection Act, Sparks found the gov- 
ernment broke the Electronic Communica- 
tions Privacy Act by reading private elec- 
tronic mail (e-mail). The law protects ma- 
terials stored on a computer that are not 
accessible to the general public. Wrote 
Sparks: “[T]he preponderance of evidence, 
including common sense, established that 
the Secret Service personnel or its dele- 
gates did read all electronic communica- 
tions seized and did delete certain informa- 
tion and communications. . . . The dele- 
tions by the Secret Service . . . were done 
without consent and cannot be justified.” 

Good explains, “They ignored the fact 
that they were seizing electronic mail along 
with everything else. They seized the com- 
munications of people and topics that had 
nothing to do with the purpose of the 
search.” 

“The government,” adds Jackson, “took 
a lot of people’s mail, read it, and then 
erased it. Then lied about it.” 

How does he know? “We got the design- 
er of the BBS software to look at the disk,” 
he says. “It was obvious to an expert exact- 
ly what happened. They didn’t cover their 
tracks well. They didn’t know they were 
leaving tracks.” 

The “tracks” left by the interlopers were 
portions of e-mail files and electronic 
pointers used to tell the system where files 
were located. “Some of it was trashed, but 
you could tell that the mail was there,” 
Jackson says.

Sparks awarded Jackson damages ex- 
ceeding $50,000 and fined the government 
$3000 for violating the Electronic Privacy 
Act. That award was supplemented by a 
fortuitous turn for Jackson following the 
raid on his company — after initially taking 
a heavy financial hit, Jackson found that, 
long-term, the raid was actually good for 
business. 

“The seizure of the work product and 
delays of publication . . . directly impacted 
on Steve Jackson Games, Incorporated,” 
Sparks wrote. “Eight employees were ter- 
minated because they could not be paid as 
revenues from sales came in much later 
than expected. However, it is also clear 
from a preponderance of the evidence that 
after the calendar year 1990, the publicity 
surrounding this seizure and the nature of 
the products sold by Steve Jackson Games, 
Incorporated, had the effect of increasing, 
not decreasing sales. In fact, Steve Jackson 
Games, Incorporated, developed a specific 
game for sale based upon the March 1, 
1990, seizure.” 

“I wish it would have been bigger,” Jack- 
son says of the award. “We were damaged 
more than that [$50,000], but the award 
was always secondary to winning. I would 
have been satisfied if they gave us one cent 
— not as satisfied. But that would have 
been a win.” 

Sparks did, though, conclude on a 
somewhat ominous note. Despite his 
sweeping condemnation of the govern- 
ment’s conduct, he did demonstrate 
some sympathy for what investigators 
were trying to accomplish, and he virtu- 
ally invited Congress to make legal the 
very prosecutorial conduct he had just 
ruled was illegal. 

“It may well be, as the Government De- 
fendants contend,” Sparks wrote, “these 
statutes relied upon by the Plaintiffs [Jack- 
son and several others] should not apply to 
the facts of this case, as these holdings may 
result in the government having great diffi- 
culties in obtaining information or comput- 
er documents representing illegal activities. 
But this Court cannot amend or rewrite the 
statutes involved. The Secret Service must 
go to the Congress for relief. Until that 
time, this Court recommends better educa- 
tion, investigation, and strict compliance

are white men and Republicans, Koppel devoted the 
bulk of both shows to conducting a chorus of complaints from

Poor HRC. Perhaps she thought her husband’s victo- 
ry would put paid to the nitpicking and bitchiness and 
ponderous rumblings about the First Lady’s “role” that 
swirled around her during the campaign. All summer 
long the lifestyle industry churned out articles with titles 
like “Are We Ready for a First Lady as First Partner?”

Shortly after 
the election he went to Clinton and, in one of the transition’s more 
audacious lunges for power, asked for authority over health care 
and labor. “It was a flat-out power grab,” says a person familiar 
with the transition. “And it was disingenuous. Representations 
were made to a variety of people that there would be collabo- 


ration, and when he made the grab, he did it for himself.” 





But Reich exploited his FOB status more ruthlessly. 
“He went to Clinton,” remembers one campaign insider, 
“and said ‘Look, I’m a friend of Ira’s and it hurts me to 
say this, but he’s just too radical.’ ” Reich’s message 
dovetailed nicely with a number of reports that had been 
leaked to the Wall Street Journal and elsewhere tarring 
Magaziner as a central planner with an affinity for in- 
dustrial policy. After Magaziner met with Clinton in Lit- 
tle Rock, he didn’t hear from his soon-to-be boss for 
several weeks, time enough for Reich to Iago his erst- 
while colleague. 

“Clinton and Reich were meeting a lot then,” says an- 
other person familiar with the transition, “and he told 
the president that Ira’s just a little bit far out for the 
center image that he’s trying to create.” When the dust 
settled, Reich was in the Cabinet as secretary of Labor, 
and Magaziner had what sounds like a decidedly hum- 
bler tag — special assistant to the president. 

For all appearances, Magaziner had been out-ma- 
neuvered in his first big-league dust-up. But he, not 
Reich, is the central figure on the Health Care Task 
Force, which is about to unveil a plan to reform one- 
seventh of the nation’s economy. And since Magaziner 
is not tied to a single portfolio, once health care is safe- 
ly in motion he’ll be free to apply his talents elsewhere. 
Don’t be surprised to see him, the administration’s re-

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form-guru-at-large, in New York a year from 
now, fixing the UN. 

For anyone familiar with his career, Magaziner’s 
unique position is enough to make you — well, con- 
cerned. And the profiles published in the drum roll 
preceding the task force’s plan — with the exception 
of one in Newsweek in April — have tended to 
gloss over or ignore what is worrying. His history 
in the private sector and his previous forays into 
government reflect a passion for bold strategic thinking 
and public policy of New Deal-size grandeur. But what 
is left in the wake of his reformist zeal? 

The 500-strong colloquy he’s now orchestrating may 
be too sprawling to bear Magaziner’s imprimatur dis- 
tinctly, but browse the standout chapters of his life and 
you get the sinking sense that if health-care reform is 
anything like his past projects, it will be hopelessly 
complex, or impossible to sell, or simply ill-advised.

There was the inaugural-hat disaster, 
the dropping of the strategically assumed 
adoring gaze at Bill, the re-adoption of 
Rodham as a middle name.

NOw THAT SHE’S ACTUALLY ENSCONCED 
in the White House, the First Lady has be- 
come a quasi-pornographic obsession, as 
exemplified by Spy, which put her on its 
cover in leather with a whip and a manic 
grin: the First Dominatrix.

Bible-, or urn-) throwing incident 
(Newsweek actually printed that one), the 
blackmailing -Bill-with-girlfriends-yet-un- 
known theory, the no-sex-for-the-past- 
five-years rumor. It was another mom 
from my daughter’s kindergarten who 
filled me in on the absence of action in the 
presidential bed. Talk about six degrees of 
separation. From the White House to the 
Lab School, it’s more like three. 

Now, at this point I must say that I am 
no fan of Hillary Rodham Clinton’s poli- 
tics. I’m a single-payer-health-care-system 
supporter, myself. I don’t like some of the 
compromises she’s made on social issues, 
either: what kind of children’s-rights advo- 
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cate, after all, supports parental notifica- 
tion on abortion? If you pulled out enough 
of my fingernails, I’d probably admit that I 
think a wife who takes her husband’s name 
is a wimp, especially if, like Hillary, she 
does so to make her guy look macho. I’d 
even admit that there’s something sad that 
the most powerful woman to emerge from 
the much-ballyhooed Year of the Woman is 
a wife. This is the “false feminist” issue 
raised by Mickey Kaus, who, like most 
people who raise this objection to Hillary’s 
activism, is no great fan of real feminists. 
Hillary, by this line, is just piggybacking off 
Bill instead of relying on her own efforts. 
There’s no denying that wifehood some- 
times confers unfair advantages. But so 
too does being a husband. Indeed, one of 
Bill Clinton’s likable qualities is that he 
publicly acknowledges the part his wife’s 
brains and energy have played in his own 
career. We do not live in a society com- 
posed of autonomous monads. In fact, we 
live in a society that has in very large mea- 
sure decided to distribute its goods 
through the family system, whether it’s 
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knew nothing about magazines, etc., etc. 
— nobody questioned the validity of 
Peretz’s buying the New Republic with his 
wife’s inherited wealth or mocked his am- 
bitions as inappropriate for an academic. 

As it turns out, both magazines are quite 
successful, but only Lear had to overcome 
a presumption that her position was illegit- 
imate and that she herself was a fool, per- 
haps because at some level we still believe 
that marital money is really the husband’s, 
no matter whose name is on the stocks 
and bonds, and whatever the community- 
property statutes say. 

Hillary’s detractors make a great fuss 
over her unelected status. That is true. But 
no one who serves in a presidential admin- 
istration is elected except the vice-presi- 
dent. At least with the Clinton administra- 
tion the electorate was apprised that 
Hillary would play some sort of political 
role, so if people couldn’t live with that 
they could choose to vote for George and 
Barbara. With the Reagans, on the other 
hand, the First Lady’s considerable power 
was actively concealed from the people.

health insurance, Social Security, money, 
or party invitations. (Well, rumor has it 
that when Isaac Bashevis Singer won the 
Nobel Prize in Literature, he flew first- 
class to Stockholm and made his wife fly 
coach, but you see my point.) 

When a man benefits through his wife, 
however, we tend to close our eyes; when 
a woman benefits through her husband, 
we assume she’s otherwise “unqualified.” 
Marty Peretz and Frances Lear both own 
magazines bought with their spouse’s 
money. But whereas Lear was ridiculed in 
the press when she started Lear’s with her 
divorce-settlement millions — she was an 
egomaniac, a greedy alimony queen who

| Resolution Trust Corporation if she did 

| not support the “paleoliberal” notion that 
the property belonging to failed S&Ls 
should be sold off at modest prices to or- 
dinary people? 

From Marie Antoinette to ex-New York 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Sol 
Wachtler’s ex-girlfriend Joy Silverman 
(whom no less a free spirit than Bill Kun- 
stler called a “Republican whore”), 
misogyny and sexual slurs provide a 
handy shorthand with which to express 
one’s hostility to a woman’s — or her 
husband’s — politics. But it is also true 
that the politics and the image of the Clin- 

| ton administration are closely bound up 

| with issues of gender: the social shift to 
more-egalitarian marriages; the growing 

| political power of women, who voted for 

| Bill Clinton by an eight-point margin, two 
and a half times that of male voters; the 
mainstreaming of a popular you-can-do-it 
feminism; and a wellspring of support, 
disproportionately female, for renewed 

| government activism in the domestic 

| sphere — what conservatives, interesting- 
ly, like to deride as “the nanny state.” At- 
tacking HRC is a way of attacking these 
broad social and political transformations 
without actually making a case against 
them. Because, as we saw from the reac- 
tion to Marilyn Quayle’s speech about 
women’s “essential nature” and Pat 
Buchanan’s call for a cultural war, that 
case has already been lost. 

The fact is, as even Ted Koppel admit- 
ted, HRC is an immensely popular figure: 
the issue of People with her picture on the 
cover sold more copies than any other is- 
sue in 1992. Even Ladies’ Home Journal 
touts her for ushering in the “Age of the 
Smart Woman.” So who has a Hillary 
problem? The media. 

“It makes me sick the way journalists 
go after Hillary,” one male Newsday edi- 
tor told me. “And what’s weird about it is 
they’re Baby Boomers — sophisticated 
guys who’ve lived with feminism for 20 
years.” There’s a Freudian explanation for 
the media’s zeal: the Clintons are the first 
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First Family from the Boomers’ own gen- 
eration, thus freeing fortysomethings to 
express their envy and hostility toward 
those in power: who do the Clintons think 
they are? And there’s a political explana- 
tion: the Reagan/Bush years moved the 
press in an increasingly rightward direc- 
tion — the metamorphosis of Joe Klein 
from sympathetic Woody Guthrie biogra- 
pher to “family values” harrumpher is the 
paradigmatic case — which, like the path 
of an ocean liner, it will take ages to re- 
verse. 

And then there’s my own pet theory: the 
anti-Hillary media pundits, for the most 
part men, are protecting their turf. (The 
female snipers are just jealous.)

ten they are of the “Why didn’t I see that?’ 
variety.” Indeed, Magaziner’s career con- 
sists mostly of rearranging things that are 
already there. Ever since he organized a 
labor strike at summer camp as a teen, it’s 
been the same: point to the institution and 
he’ll overhaul it. 

Take Brown University, the site of his 
first and perhaps most successful re- 
design. In 1969 Magaziner, then a junior, 
and a friend named Elliot Maxwell decid- 
ed that the school’s curriculum put exces- 
sive emphasis on grades and was over- 
larded with requirements. They drafted 
what was called the Maxwell/Magaziner 
report, and after a year of debate the 
school’s faculty adopted it with virtually 
no modifications. 

What’s still known around campus as 
the “New Curriculum” has proven to be 
wildly popular with students, and over the 
years attempts to alter it even slightly have 
been repulsed with rallies and even death 
threats. In part that’s because the plan 
made classes smaller and experimenting 
with new disciplines easier. But it’s also 
because the Maxwell/Magaziner reforms, 
in their broad outlines, are what you’d ex- 
pect if the guys from Wayne’s World de- 
signed a university. They eliminated virtu- 
ally every requirement, from language to 
mathematics, reduced the number of cred- 
its needed to graduate, and best of all, 
wiped out the D grade and allowed F’s to 
be stricken from transcripts. This system 
has naturally spawned grotesque grade in- 
flation. Since C’s are essentially the 
school’s failing mark, B’s can be had for 
little more than showing up. 

Rethinking college curriculums was all 
the rage back in 1969 (Robert Reich, in 
fact, was tinkering with Dartmouth’s at 

the time), but today Brown students tell 
the story of the school’s adoption of the 
Maxwell/Magaziner plan as if they were 
recounting the story of Exodus. Magazin- 
er, cast as co-Moses, foments an uprising, 
holds massive rallies, and overwhelms an 
incredulous faculty. 

That’s partially true. But the Biblical ac- 
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count airbrushes important details, some 
of which presage Magaziner’s methods in 
future missions. This movement, like oth- 
ers he was to lead, did have some campus 
support but it was very much a top-down 
effort. “It was never any great grass-roots 
cause,” says Gerry Hausman, a classmate 
and friend of Magaziner’s at Brown and 
later at Oxford. “If you had taken a poll in 
May of ’68, I guarantee you would have 
found that reforming the curriculum was 
not among the top three issues in people’s 
minds.” 
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Brown continues to draw in top stu- 
dents and thrive. But with the nationwide 
ascendence of distribution requirements 
and core curriculums, the school’s system 
is starting to look thin and dated. Maga- 
ziner assumed that all students would be 
just like him and would put their freedom 
to responsible use. No doubt many do, but 
among Ivy-bound high-schoolers and in 
colleges across the country, Brown is in- 
formally known as the four-year vacation 
school. And it’s hard to see how Magazin- 
er, who is still proud of his work at Brown,

And though this reform got most of its 
credibility with faculty from the 
Maxwell/Magaziner report, teachers were 
also persuaded by something more primal: 
fear. The faculty found itself voting on the 
issue shortly after the student take-over at 
Columbia and while anti-Vietnam brush- 
fires were starting at colleges around the 
country. The sense, according to Brown 
English professor David Hirsh, was that if 
they passed this plan, more-violent explo- 
sions could be avoided. 

“We met inside this building, and there 
were students outside the building with 
loudspeakers,” says Hirsh, who supported 
the reforms. “Many -of us were intimidat- 
ed.” 

Essential also were a few key allies in 
the administration’s upper echelons. And 
this is the last ingredient of a recipe that 
Magaziner would re-use in the future: dig 
into a problem, imagine a way to fix it, 
hole up with others to write an exhaustive 
report on it, win powerful people to the 
cause, and warn darkly of repercussions if 
the plan isn’t adopted. It’s not a coinci- 
dence that this, roughly, has been the tack 
taken by the Health Care Task Force. 









can square the whatever-you-like spirit of 
the New Curriculum with what has recent- 
ly been among his principal obsessions: 
the lack of standards in US schools. He 
makes a good point when he argues that in 
the American system, “We don’t have any 
quality control, we don’t have a clue what 
we’re getting for all that money that we’re 
spending.” But you can’t help thinking 
that those sound like words you’d expect 
from the parent of a Brown student, find- 
ing out how the school’s grading system 
actually works. 


Rocky IT 


AFTER BROWN, MAGAZINER STUDIED AT 
Oxford on a Rhodes scholarship. He cre- 
ated his own course of independent study, 
never took a degree, and spent a lot of 
time organizing anti-Vietnam War rallies 
with, among other people, Vanessa Red- 
grave. In 1971 he resurfaced in Brockton, 
Massachusetts, the grizzled, decaying Bos- 
ton suburb that was then a foundering 
shoe-factory town best known as the home 
of Rocky Marciano. Magaziner arrived

_ Brockton. “We were young and naive,” he 





with a group of eight Brown graduates and 
devised a full frontal assault on the city’s 
economy. They set up a tenants union and 
a land trust, ran a food co-op, and orga- 
nized consumer rallies, all the time holding 
down day jobs and publishing a muckrak- 
ing weekly newspaper, the Brockton Ex- 
aminer. 

What got the group truly exercised, 
judging by several Examiner issues from 
1972, was development. One hobbyhorse 
was fighting construction of a low-and- 
middle-income apartment building, which, 
the paper argued, would ruin the town’s 
largest park. (The housing was built, the 
park is fine.) The Examiner took a hard 
stand against a proposal to build a Bob’s 
Big Boy. 

Luddite tendencies aside, the group did 
have some positive effects and enjoyed 
community support. But Magaziner 
seemed to lose interest in the project, and 
he and his friends neglected to train any- 
one to continue the work they had started. 
“I saw there was going to be a deplorable 
vacuum behind when they left,” says 
George Papas, a Brockton community ac- 
tivist at the time. “And I asked them to 
make sure that they trained people. But 
they didn’t, and the food co-op and the 
tenants union just withered away when 
they left.” 

By early 1973 Magaziner had left 


would later say of this utopian project. 
Magaziner was in his mid-20s at the time 
and would shortly ditch the sandal-and- 
cloves crowd for the wing-tipped halls of 
the Boston Consulting Group. Though he | 
spent the next decade and a half advising 
the Fortune 500 and a number of coun- 
tries, critics still charge Magaziner with fa- | 
voring the heavy arm of government over 
free enterprise.

The rest of the reason is the Greenhouse |

multi-tentacled program designed to grow 
(or greenhouse) certain industries in the | 
state. Magaziner has been unabashed in | 
calling the plan “industrial policy,” and he 
made no secret of intending it to serve as a |

model for what could be done at the na- 

tional level. 

By then Magaziner was married with 
children and had set up Telesis, his own 

| consulting outfit, in Providence. He put 
| the firm’s resources at the state’s disposal 

for free. True to form, he put together a 
| working group, came up with a densely 
| written 1100-page document — the exec- 

utive summary alone runs 50 pages — 
| and began to court the state’s elites. His 

plan was to use local universities to identi- 
fy which industries should be nurtured and 
which should be lured into the state with 
tax incentives and aid packages. 

By the time the plan was unveiled, virtu- 
ally everyone was on board: labor unions, 
church leaders, state legislators, bankers, 
the chamber of commerce, even the Provi- 
dence Journal-Bulletin, the state’s biggest 
newspaper. The only hold-out, ironically, 

| was the entire economics department at 
| Brown — and as it turned out, 80 percent 
of the state’s population. 

The plan required the state to raise 
| $250 million, which Magaziner insisted on 
| packaging as a one-time tax surcharge and 

putting to a state referendum. But just 
days before the vote, the two leading 

Democrats in the state legislature named 

themselves to the ostensibly nonpartisan 

commission that was to oversee Green- 
| house dispersals. The venture-capital fund 
suddenly looked like a pork barrel. Rhode 
Islanders, who know that, felon for felon, 
they’ve got the most corrupt state govern- 
ment in the country, saw what was coming 
and torpedoed Greenhouse. 

“We understood that these guys 
couldn’t run the government efficiently,” 
says Dan Shedd, president of Taylor Box, 
a manufacturing company in Warren, 
Rhode Island. “So how could they possibly 
direct an economy?” 

Magaziner, who had put manic energy 
into devising the plan and selling it to 
leaders, had forgotten to pitch it to tax- 
payers sufficiently. As important, he had 
failed to insulate Greenhouse from the 
snake pit of Rhode Island politics. “One 
of the arguments used against Ira,” says a 
transition insider, “was what happened in 
Rhode Island. People took it as evidence 
of a lack of political sophistication, that 
he didn’t have a good enough sense of 
the hurly-burly.” Not coincidentally, 
Magaziner has been the Health Care 
Task Force’s ideas coordinator and traf- 
fic cop, but one insider says, “James 
Carville is hovering nearby and [George] 
| Stephanopoulos, [White House press liai- 
/ son Bob] Boorstin, and Hillary are in 
| charge of the public face.” 

Whether Greenhouse could have pro- 
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tected the state from the recession is still a 
matter of debate. There were strong hints 
that biotech and high-tech firms would be 
big winners, but some of what turned out 
to be the state’s cash cows — like Hasbro, 
the toy company — would not have seen 
any Greenhouse funds, and the jewelry in- 
dustry, which was identified as part of the 
problem, is still one of the state’s largest 
employers. 

The perennial rap against industrial pol- 
icy — that elites are no better, and might 
be a lot worse, at picking winners than the 
market — is still the rap against Green- 
house and, indeed, against Magaziner 
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tem of school-to-work programs and 
skills certificates. 

Most of the NCEE report was tren- 
chant, but it ended with a Magazineresque 
flourish, urging that every business, large 
and small, be required to spend one per- 
cent of payroll on training. “All companies, 
organizations and institutions, regardless 
of size or type of business . . . would be re- 
quired to participate,” the reported stated. 

An across-the-board rule has some mer- 
it: if smaller businesses are exempt, they 
can swipe skilled workers, which, in fact, 
is what happens in Germany now. But the 
no-exceptions approach is riddled with

himself. He was, after all, an early and ar- 
dent fan of the ultimate high-tech boon- 
doggle, cold fusion. Before scientists dis- 
credited the findings of two University of 
Utah scientists who claimed in 1989 to 
have created a new source of energy in a 
glass of water, Magaziner was testifying 
before Congress that the government 
should immediately sink $25 million into 
cold-fusion research. (At the time, Maga- 
ziner was on a $20,000-a-month retainer 
from the state of Utah.) 


Train in vain 


MAGAZINER SOLD TELESIS FOR $6 MIL- 
lion in 1988, and has since retired to front 
other civic projects and plump for one of 
his, and now the Clinton administration’s, 
favorite themes: increasing productivity by 
creating a more highly trained workforce. 
In a speech to the Economic Strategy In- 
stitute last May, he argued that the coun- 
try should establish a national system of 
“performance-based assessments” where- 
by children would earn merit badges by 
demonstrating competence in a series of 
skills, leading, ultimately, to a “certificate 
of initial mastery.” 

In 1990 he offered more specifics in a 
study he chaired for the National Center 
on Education and the Economy (NCEE), 
which persuasively argued for the need to 
increase the skills level of the American 
worker. The report recommended a sys- 
tem of federally sponsored employment- 
and-training boards to oversee a new sys- 


problems. It requires a network of watch- 
dogs, since managers who want to duck 
the expense can easily cook the books to 
fake compliance. Sweden’s system, touted 
as a useful model in The Silent War, a 
book Magaziner co-wrote in 1989, is 
spared any additional bureaucracy because 
unions are powerful enough (95 percent 
of the workforce are union members) to 
police skills programs themselves. 

Magaziner’s mandatory training idea, 
which you'll find in Putting People First, is 
also regressive: a big firm’s outlay to train 
50 workers is far more cost-effective than 
a smaller firm’s outlay to train five. Other 
countries that have tried mandatory sys- 
tems found that small companies opt out 
by the thousands and pay a tax rather than 
pony up for schooling they don’t need. 

“In France, small firms punt rather than 
spend money on unnecessary training,” 
says Laurie Bassi, associate professor of 
economics and public policy.at George- 
town University. “They give the money to 
a general pool, which only ends up redis- 
tributing funds from small to large firms.” 

“Mandatory training,” says Dan Ham- 
mermesh, a professor of economics at 
Michigan State, “is a wing and a prayer. 
It’s just the hope that if we shake people 
up, the dust will fly and when it settles the 
results will be more desirable.” 

The one percent training requirement, 
Greenhouse, the “certificate of initial mas- 
tery,” and even, to some extent, the Brock- 
ton project are all vintage Magaziner: 
right-hearted, impressive in scale, but 
tinged with heavy-handedness and imprac- 
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ticalities. Too often his schemes sacrifice 
pragmatism to ambition. 

Because, for instance, Greenhouse was 
intended as a pilot program for a national 
industrial policy, it gave bizarre emphasis 
to Rhode Island’s “balance of trade”: 
goods traded with other states would be 
favored over firms selling within Rhode Is- 
land. The idea was that if Greenhouse 
could improve a state’s export ratio, then 
the concept could be sold to the whole 
country as sound national policy. This, of 
course, is a vast misanalogy. Rhode Island 
can’t use tariffs, doesn’t control the 
amount of its currency, and sends 12 per- 
cent of its workforce across state lines. 
And selling products in state is as good for 
the economy as selling them to Nebraska. 

Though Magaziner’s love of the vast has 
doomed past projects, it may be precisely 
what is necessary for a morass like national | 
health care.

[Lloyd] Bentsen is completely signed on,” 
says an official at the Treasury Depart- 
ment. “There may be a subsidy arrange- 
ment for small business and individuals 
who need government help. There may be 
taxes on benefit values above a threshold. If 
so, Treasury needs to be in on the design.” 

In the long term, what Magaziner’s | 
presence in the White House will mean is | 
not yet clear. The uncharitable will think 
that he’ll nudge the Clinton administration 
to adventures in what George Bush called | 
“social engineering.” The charitable will | 
say that Magaziner’s instincts are in the | 
best tradition of FDR’s impulse to try | 
something. | 

No doubt there’s something to both no- | 
tions, but Magaziner’s intellectual pedi- 
gree, youth (he’s now 45), and faith in the | 
sheer wattage of his brain recall another | 
place and time: the roundtable of | 
Kennedy’s best and brightest. Indeed, if | 
the health-care crisis in this country is, as 
some have predicted, the next Vietnam, 
Magaziner seems fated to be its McNama- | 
ra. Both men were touted early on as bril- | 
liant thinkers, both enjoyed lucrative stints | 
in the corporate world, both slid into pub- | 
lic life as protégés of a new, young presi- | 
dent, and both were unleashed on the 
day’s most byzantine problem. 

An administration of big ideas needs a 
big-ideas person, but you can’t help notic- | 
ing that Magaziner the social experi- 
menter’s Petri dish just got a lot bigger. | 
First it was Brown University, then it was | 
Brockton, then it was the state of Rhode 
Island. Now, finally, it is all of us. QO

he inspiration for Zhang Yimou’s The Story 

e of Qiu Ju was born in the ashes of Mao Ze- 

dong’s deadly Cultural Revolution. In 1966, 

one of the most turbulent years in modern Chinese his- 

tory, the Communist government sent the 16-year-old 

Zhang to live with rural peasants, and to shake off his 

bourgeois ideas. The son of a former anti-Communist 

army officer, the boy was a perfect target for Maoist 

hardliners, and he would remain in the countryside for 
three years. 

“For the first time.” Zhang explains, “we city kids 
came to the countryside and befriended the people 
who lived in the village. We ate, we slept, we did cvery- 
thing together. The arca we were in was poor, and like 
the peasants, we didn't have enough to eat. We had to 
grow our own food,.aad what we grew, we ate.,For the 


car-nominated director of such elegant 
historical dramas as Ju Dou, Red Sorghum, and Raise 
the Red Lantern. But he has never forgotten his time 
among the peasants, and the experience left him with a 
deep and abiding respect for peasant culture. “China is 
a peasant country. It has 800 million peasants. Only if 
you understand the peasants can you understand Chi- 
na.” 

He revisits rural China in Qiu Ju, the story of a sim- 
ple peasant woman who seeks reparation for her hus- 
band’s injuries at the hands of the village head, and 
who has to learn the intricacies of the Chinese judicial 
bureaucracy. The film was shot in a real village, with 
many peasants in the cast, and it’s full of humor, local 
flavor, and a palpable fondness for country living. 

In the title role, Gong Li, the beautiful actress who 
has starred in all of Zhang’s films, abandoned her 
glamorous image in favor of baggy clothes and a less 
sophisticated, more rustic performance, Zhang has 
been reluctant to discuss his romance with Geng, fear.

a bitter, unflattering book about him, and speculation 
ran rampant in Hong Kong gossip columns. 

But he’s had more than that to worry about. Until 
recently, China’s rulers banned Zhang’s work, appar- 
ently fearing that his historical detail masked subtle al- 
legorical attacks on their leadership; but they admire 
this latest film.

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Anatomy lesson 


Spalding Gray tells us about a guy 
who’s a lot like Spalding Gray

palding Gray and a mime 
— there’s an unlikely 
pairing. The chronically 
garrulous_ storyteller, 
who’s been gabbing 
ceaselessly from his days at Emerson Col- 
| lege through his one-man films Swimming 
to Cambodia and Monster in a Box to his 
work-in-progress, Gray’s Anatomy (an ex- 
cerpt from which he’ll be doing June 5 at 
an arts benefit in Providence), doesn’t 
| generally like white-faced invisible-wall 
makers. 

But in the course of his 1992 quasi-au- 





of three mimes he did like. He even invited 
two Dutch mimes to stay with him in New 
York; later, he stayed with them in Ams- 
terdam. See, nothing’s cut-and-dried with 
Gray, even when it comes to his polar op- 
posite in the entertainment world. In fact, 
on one occasion the obsessive extrovert 
was willing to go mute himself, in front of 
millions, no less. 

“I'll tell you about it,” Gray says, speak- 
ing from a phone booth outside a phone- 
less mountain retreat in California, “It was 
an ad for the Gap. They wanted to have 
me do something, anything, for 30 sec- 
onds. Anything. And I said no. It was for 
television. All I had to do was wear a Gap 
| T-shirt. And I said no. And they called 
back four times, and said, ‘We must have 
you; William Styron’s doing 30 seconds 
on censorship.’ So I said, ‘Oh, William 
Styron’s doing something. I'll give it a try. 
I’ll think up something.’ 

“So I spent 30 seconds thinking about 
it, and I proposed it to them: ‘Here’s what 
I would do. I would sit at my table with my 
| glass of water, with the Gap T-shirt on, 
and not say anything for 27 seconds. And 
| then say, “Take your time.” ’ 

“Well, I proposed it, and, well, they 
didn’t jump up and down. It was an anti- 
| TV thing. Also, ‘Take your time’ is the 
Gap; it’s the gap in time. And they had the 
photographer call me and say, ‘Oh, we 
want to make it busy behind you.’ He said, 
“We want to make water going behind you 
and flowers blooming fast.’ I said, “You 
missed the point. I want the people in the 
audience to see their own minds. You 
know, be a mirror.’ Anyway, they never 
called me back.” 

So much for Spalding Gray’s being 
| silent. But if not on stage, he is able to find 
some peace and quiet at places like the 
“kind of New Age” retreat he’s calling 
from, to complement his career as travel- 
ing talker. Everything about Gray is bal- 
anced, or, if you’d rather, contradictory. 
He speaks with cynical tones — arching 
his arch eyebrows — but looks for mo- 
ments of nirvana with idealistic zest. He 
sets out his art as ephemeral in the oral 
tradition of classical societies, because he 
believes the future is not a given; but now 
it’s on film and in books forever. He di- 
vulges the juiciest details of his life yet 
maintains a buffer of irony to temper emo- 
tional revelations. 

He has achieved a balance between fame 
and anonymity, and within that balance, 
there’s even a balance between what the 
| fame is built on. Some will know of him as 

a storyteller, others for his small roles in 

Hollywood movies (this summer he's in 

The Pickle and King of the Hill). Naturally, 

he's got a story exemplifying this. 

“I was checking into a hotel in Atlanta 
to perform. And I didn’t have my credit 
card. I had locked it in the trunk of my car 

in upstate New York. And they told me 
they couldn't check me in without the card 
for incidentals; | wasn't even paying for 





tobiography Impossible Vacation, he tells 


the room. I said, ‘Oh, I thought you’d rec- 
ognize me.’ And they said, ‘From what?’ 
And I just took a stab, you know, with At- 
lanta, this hotel, I said, ‘Beaches!’ And they 
just went, ‘Wowww! It’s so great to have 
someone who’s someone in our hotel. My 
name’s Joan, you just call down if you 
need anything, Mr. Gray.” And off I go! 
You know, Beaches! Bull’s-eye!” 

Beaches, by the way, was a 1988 Bette 
Midler-Barbara Hershey weeper. Okay, 
back to the story. 

“Now, just the opposite: I was out on 
Santa Catalina island, and there’s a beauti- 
ful movie theater out there. And I wanted 
to see it. And the woman in the box office 
said, “You’ve missed the tour.’ I said, “Well 
let me just go in and take a peek.’ And she 
said, ‘I can’t do it. You’ll have come back 
for the tour.’ I said, ‘Oh, I thought you’d 
recognize me.’ And she goes, from what? 
And I said, ‘Beaches!’ She goes, ‘That 
grade-B movie that just ran for a few 
weeks?! And I left, I walked away, and 
then I turned, just like a gunfighter, and 
swung, and said, ‘You didn’t happen to 
see Swimming to Cambodia, did you?’ She 
said, ‘Oh my God, you’re Spalding Gray! 
Come on in!’ She gave me a tour.” 

When things like that happen to Spald- 
ing Gray, he not only remembers them, he 
makes money recounting them. So it’s in 
his interest to make such stories as excit- 
ing as possible, which brings us to another 
balance, the one between truth and fiction. 
In his work, these are playmates teetering 
on hyperbole. 

“I take the actual fact and then throw it 
beyond itself,” he explains. “It’s part of the 
crafting. It’s not really lying; it’s playing. 
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And that’s something I had to learn that’s 
so non-New England. I had to get past, 
when I got to New York, my New England 
literalness, the need to tell the truth, like 
Robert Lowell — I was influenced by him. 
And my thought now is to play with truth 
and to comment on it. Oh God, I do it all 
the time now, embellished exaggerations. 
They grow through performance. Of 
course I do it to make it humorous, as 
well, because I see myself as a humorist.” 

Ah, so he’s a humorist. Beyond calling 
him simply a storyteller, it’s frustrating to 
try to define Spalding Gray. Let’s try a 
metaphor. How about a hippie in white 
Anglo-Saxon clothing who never stops 
walking a tightrope through life but knows 
that below him always spreads a shrewdly 
constructed safety net, where all his falls 
become grist for his storymaking mill? Or 
is he a sponge who sops up every experi- 
ence and personality he encounters, then 
squeezes them out on stage? He often 
calls himself a “poetic journalist” who re- 
ports through the stage persona “Spalding 
Gray.” And he readily admits that as much 
as “Spalding Gray” has told us about him, 
we don’t really know Spalding Gray. 

Once he tried to give an all-natural, un- 
calculated performance and failed. “I 
learned a lesson about that. I learned it in 
New York City when I did a piece called 
My God Is Dead, My Radio. And I only did 
that one night. The idea being that since I 
no longer believed in God, that everything 
was chance, I’d turn the radio on and off 
on a chance word and then free-associate. 

“I realized immediately that I was not 
free-associating in front of the audience. 
There was no way I would do it. It would 
be like throwing yourself to the lions. In 
other words, I had a private life. And I was 
acting like I was free-associating, and they 
believed it. It was an act. So I canceled it 
the next night and did Interviewing the Au- 
dience, instead. I really censor, and I’m 
very careful, and I’m really a writer. And 
I’m watching my material all the time.” 

“I wouldn’t want the audience to have 
the illusion that they know me. I’m a char- 
acter of myself when I’m out there. You 
see, I’m not a performance artist. I’m an 
actor. People don’t understand that. I was 
trained in acting. And I’m playing myself. 
And I make a study of myself and I play 
aspects of myself the way an actor would 
take on a character.” 

In his 14th work, Gray’s Anatomy, that 
character travels the world of medicine in 
search of a remedy for a condition that 
blinds him in his left eye. With the the help 
of his wife/director/producer, Renée 
Shafransky, Gray’s Anatomy is coming 
along nicely, he says. Area audiences got a 
chance to see him do it at the Hasty Pud- 


ding Theater last fall; this October, he’ll 
perform it in a Poets’ Theatre production 
in Cambridge. He’s done Gray’s Anatomy 
about 15 times now, and it matures as he 
and Shafransky adjust it from show to 
show. He guesses that it will be “finished” 
around its 50th performance. 

The blind-spot focal point developed 
just by chance, like the focal points of all 
his works. “It is always serendipitous. I al- 
ways come upon things by getting lost. I 
find k by aiming for x. I’m just kind of liv- 
ing my life in between the cracks of per- 
formances. I’m spending a lot of energy 
looking at Gray’s Anatomy. But I also pay 
attention to what’s happening in the back- 
ground, which is my life, in which I keep a 
journal, and then I trust that eventually, at 
the end of Gray’s Anatomy, that I will see 
the next gestalt rise up. Like in a dark 
room when you’re developing a photo- 
graph, that thing will rise up out of my life; 
it will be there. 

A final contradictory point to make 
about Gray is that his one-man shows are 
not monologues. He considers the audi- 
ence to be performing and creating with 


him (should that bring admission charges | 
into question?). Which reminds him of a | 


recent show. : 

“I played in Santa Cruz. I came out. I 
sat down at a table. It was a full house, 
623 people. When I came out, they 
clapped; I sat down, they laughed; I 


reached for my water, they laughed; | lift- | 


ed it to my mouth, they clapped; I put the 
water down, they laughed; I sat back in my 
seat, they clapped. I say, ‘Well, I guess I 
don’t have to do much work tonight.’ 

“When I started, it was riding racehors- 
es out of a pen. They just broke and I rode 
the audience like a wave the whole night. I 
mean, it was phenomenal. They were so 
ready to go with me that they led me. 

“I was very high. And it was creative. 
You see, I create with the audience and the 
tape recorder, I don’t work in a room 
alone. So it’s their energy that’s pushing 
me on and making me smart. I’m smarter 
in front of an audience; I’ve got a better 
edge; I think better. That’s how I work. I 
work in front of an audience. I’m a writer, 
an oral writer, that creates in front and 
with an audience. So I have to tell you, it’s 
a dialogue from the beginning. We’re 
dancing together.” gO

ere’s a sample from the 
debut album of one of the 
nation’s hottest new 
duos. These “lyrics” are 
part of an exchange be- 
tween an innocent crank-call victim and 
the abrasive, growling Johnny B., one of 
the Jerky Boys, whose debut has been in 
Billboard's Top 200 for six weeks and is 
number five on Billboard’s “Heatseekers” 
charts, a few slots ahead of Kathie Lee 
| Gifford’s Sentimental. 

“May I help you?” 

“Yeah, Ict me speak to Brett Weir!” 
“Who's calling?” 

“Is he in!?” 

“Yeah. Who's calling?” 

“Listen, jerky, | don't need to talk to

The popularity of vitriolic conversations 
like that has made the Jerky Boys crank-call 
compilation album an industry coup for At- 
lantic’s Select Records. Its success and the 
story behind it are vicarious victories for 
everyone who’s ever called someone to ask 
whether his refrigerator was running, and 
for everyone who’s ever simmered through 
| an antagonistic phone conversation but 
never had the guts to boil over. 

Because this pop-culture happening is 
steeped in a heavy soup of hype, mystery, 
and rumor, it’s hard to tell fact from fic- 
tion, but the Jerky Boy story goes some- 
thing like this. Johnny B. and his partner 
in crank-call crime, Kamal (their ages, real 
names, and day jobs are secrets, and they 
wear disguises during personal appear- 
ances), had some fun at the expense of 
various phone-answerers about six years 
ago, and they passed recordings of their 
Candid Telephone calls around to friends. 
Dub upon dub was made by hooked lis- 
teners who wanted copies for themselves, 
and a remarkable volcanic, process began 
its underground bubbling. In the course of 
a couple years, copies blanketed the East- 
ern seaboard, spewed into the rest of the 
US, and, the Boys claim, spread ash as far 
as Israel. No official records are kept in 
this category, but Jerkyheads may well 
have set bootlegging standards that put 
Deadheads to shame. 

About two years ago, still anonymous, 
the Jerky Boys set up a 1-900-AU-JERKY 
line (which is still operating) that offers 
samples and fan-club info (in fact, such a 
fan club is still in its formative stage). Ra- 
dioman Howard Stern became the most fa- 
mous Jerkyhead, claiming he laughed so 
hard snots came out his nose. At this stage, 
though, the volcano had yet to erupt. In the 
Boston area, at least, Jerky aficionados re- 
mained insulated in small groups of friends 
or co-workers until late last fall. That’s 
when WBCN’s Mark Parenteau began play- 
ing calls on the air. Suddenly, everyone who 
thought he (or, in rare cases, she) was the 
Jerky Boy connection — that he could 
quote calls better than anyone — realized 
that there were thousands like him just 
within the area code. 

What Parenteau was playing was a pre- 
view copy of the first official cassette of 
original, remastered calls, with the same 
title and cover design as the Select version, 
released by Detonator Records, an inde- 
pendent Florida label: As far as he knows, 
he was the first in the nation, other than 
Stern, to broadcast the Boys. ‘BCN was 
Nooded with curious calls for weeks on 
end. Parenteau continues to play a string 
of six or seven calls once every few weeks 
during “BCN’s 3 p.m. comedy segment. 

Back to the national picture: as Detona- 
tor handled thousands of mail orders for 
The Jerky Boys,it-sunultangously arranged a 
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Can we talk? 


The Jerky Boys elevate the 
crank call to the status of profit 
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partnership with Atlantic, which then re-re- 
leased the album in April. It debuted on the 
charts on April 17, at No. 179; it’s currently 
at No. 148. By virtue of its domination over 
the Northeast and Middle Atlantic regions, 
it’s been a mainstay on the Heatseekers 
chart that tracks new artists. A second com- 
pilation of Jerky calls will be released at the 
end of the year and should make a lovely 
stocking stuffer: “Turn off ‘White Christ- 
mas,’ Grandma; let’s listen to my new CD!” 

“It all started out in a dingy room out in 
Queens,” says Johnny B., whose real voice 
is similar to that of actor Ray Liotta in, for 
example, GoodFellas. “The idea of taping 
this was done for my family and shit. The 
rainy-day story: nothing to do, you know, 
just to make myself laugh, ’cause I had the 
whole day at home doing nothing. The 
boom box is right there by the speaker- 
phone, so | just had fun with a 
couple of ads in the paper. But 
that’s the first time I ever 
made crank calls. I mean, 
I had no interest, even 
when I was a kid, I had 
no interest in making 
fucking crank calls.” 

Despite this professed 
lack of experience, on The 
Jerky Boys compilation of 
21 calls, Johnny B. per- 
forms with the skill of a 
professional. As “Frank 
Rizzo,” who’s calling in 
the “Super Across the 
Way” track ex- 
cerpted above, 
he lashes out 
with a confi- 
dence and 
speed _ that 
somehow in- 
duces the poor 
sap on the other 
end to stay on the 
line. On other 
tracks, Frank, 
or a closely re- 
lated cousin, 
complains 
about a ship- 
ment of bro- 
ken ceramic 
tiles, demands 
a job with a car-repair 
shop, and boasts of his 
ability to pop wheelies 
when driving a moving 
truck. 

Johnny B. also has 
an absurdly pitiful and 
confused persona, “Sol 
Rosenberg.” With a 
whiny, sadsack voice, he 
calls an optician to com- 
plain that his “eyes is going 
crazy” because of a new pair of 
glasses. Or he’ll call a personal-injury 
lawyer to say he was deeply hurt when his 
boss said “bad, awful things” to him. 

Because he sounds hapless, Sol gets 
away with even more outrageous lines 
than Frank does. Anyone who’s ever 
worked taking calls from the public knows 
that the customer gets the benefit of the 
doubt at the expense of common sense. So 
when Sol inexplicably tells the optician 
that when he comes for an eye exam, “I'll 
bring all my shoes and all my glasses with 
me, so I have them,” the doctor just ac- 
cepts it. He should spit, “Listen up, fruit- 
cake, I got work to do here,” as Frank 
Rizzo would. But Sol calling Frank 
wouldn’t work for the hilarious effect 
these calls do. Each needs a straight man. 

Kamal’s personas work on a cheaper and 
less enduring level. For example, as the hot- 
coal eating “Egyptian Magician,” his over- 
the-phone claims, spoken with an over-the- 
top accent, are too bizarre to suspend the 
disbelief of the other party. Johnny’s calls 
may sink to the sophomorics of a college 
kid, but Kamal's are still in high school. 

But cnough crank-call criticism, already. 
The art of the crank call crics out for exe- 
gesis about as much as the art of pornog- 
raphy. And it doesn't take an esteemed so- 
ciologist to figure out why so many people 
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one who hasn’t stifled his lower brow, it’s 
distracting fun to hear the Boys be rude 
with style, to hear befuddled victims re- 
spond to the bile, and then to repeat to 
friends the Jerky Boy catch phrases: “This 
is tearing the ass out of me!” “Open your 
fucking ears, jackass!” “Should I bring my 
fuckin’ tools?” Or the phrase that adorns 
Jerky Boys T-shirts: “I'll rap your fuckin’ 
head in with a ratchet!” Parenteau at- 
tributes the appeal to the same aspect of 
human nature that attracts people to fires 
and car crashes, and to the pleasure of vi- 
carious naughtiness. 

The $1.98 Question is, where do the 
Jerky Boys go from here? Detonator hon- 
cho “Crazy Joe” Renda says there are 
enough unreleased original calls to fill at 
least one more “great” album. Subsequent 
releases (their contract has options for as 
many as seven, according to Renda) will 
have to include calls made after they be- 
came infamous. 

Renda says 
that, 






































shortly, 
the Boys 
will escape the publicity hubbub of New 
York for an extended stay in Florida, mak- 
ing calls from Detonator’s studios. Will 
the thorns be off the rose? Will they be 
able to achieve some sort of deliberate 
spontaneity? Can they maintain that cer- 
tain je ne sais quoi that makes the originals 
so addictive? Plus, there’s there’s the 
recognition factor. In one instance a few 
months ago, Kamal got caught in the act 
when a woman at a loan service identified 
him as a Jerky Boy. 

Meanwhile, there’s the question of 
copy cats. Bootleg editions usually con- 
tain a couple calls that are not the real 
JerkCoy. The tape that made the rounds 
at the Phoenix office here about a year 
ago includes calls made by a “John 
Musaccia.” Two of them are similar to 
Frank Rizzo calls, and just as funny. A 
couple others involve a guy simultaneous- 
ly applying for a glass-blowing job and 
beating his wife — more distasteful than 
funny. 

The Jerky Boys vehemently deny associ- 
ation with such imitators, noting that 
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in the past, they’re not proud of them and | 
hope they’re not in circulation (sorry, | 
Boys, they are). Renda says he’s been re- 
ceiving a lot of cassettes, but none that he’s 
really liked. Finally, there’s scuttlebutt: that 
Kamal and Johnny B. are not the original 
Jerky Boys; that the calls could have been 
set up; and, in our favorite frivolous rumor, 
that the Jerky Boys are the Beastie Boys. 
Anything’s possible, but the bottom line is | 
the final product is hilarious. | 

The Jerky Boys eruption has also rejuve- 
nated the notorious Red Tapes, which in- 
volve guys repeatedly calling quick-to- | 
anger bartender Red and getting him to 
ask for people like Al Coholic. The animat- 
ed version can be seen when Bart calls up | 
Moe-the-bartender on The Simpsons. And | 
rude-recordings historians are recalling 
legendary underground tapes such as | 
those of Buddy Rich cursing his band. 

Then there are those crank callers who 
have been encouraged indirectly by 
Howard Stern to make calls and play the 
recordings for his show. The most no- 
torious is Captain Janks. His pri- 
mary MO is to call nationally tele- 
vised talk shows, get on the air, 
and mention Howard as much as 
he can before they cut him off. 
The fascinating thing is that this 
is now a nightclub act. At New 
York City comedy clubs, 
he’ll take the stage, |

cue up a call, give a little introduction, 
then play the call! That’s entertainment? 

The guess here is that because they | 
made the big time first, the Jerky Boys will | 
reign over the crank-call kingdom as short | 
as it lasts. To ensure their right to the 
throne, they’re taking full advantage of all 
the free publicity coming their way. They'll 
be on the Connie Chung news magazine, 
Eye to Eye, that debuts in June on CBS. 
Spin magazine has a feature coming out. 
And a video has been shot featuring the 
Boys themselves, albeit in disguise, acting 
out call excerpts. Plus, there’s the hot new 
album, Pablo Honey, by English rockers 
Radiohead. It takes its title from a Kamal 
call that will be released on the Jerky Boys 
second album. 

How are the Boys handling it all? 
“We're just like kids lost in a fuckin’ carni- 
val or some shit,” Johnny B. says. “This 
was so new to us; it’s still really new to us. 
It’s a fuckin’ new business. We just have 
to be on our toes as much as possible, and 
let’s just fuckin’ ride the wave.” 

Nicely put. Now wash your mouth out 
with: soap; jerky. eu. = 
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PINKETT AND CAINE: a cycle of inner-city. vielenee and 
dehumanization that is passed down in succeeding generations. 
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The Hughes brothers aren’t 
just the new boyz ’n the hood

t takes talent to shock an audience 

jaded by countless on-screen 

killings. The opening minutes of 

Allen and Albert Hughes’s astound- 

ing debut feature Menace II Society 
contains some of the most lacerating im- 
ages of unglamorized violence since Clint 
Eastwood’s Unforgiven. 

Two black teenagers, O-Dog (Larenz 
Tate) and Caine (Tyrin Turner), buy beers 
at a convenience store. The Korean store- 
keeper says, “I feel sorry for your mother.” 
O-Dog pulls a gun and seconds later the 
storekeeper and his wife are dead. With 
furious efficiency, O-Dog strips the dead 
man of his money, grabs the videotape 
from the security camera, and flees with a 
stunned Caine. “I went into the store for a 
beer and I walked out an accomplice to 
| armed robbery and an accessory to mur- 
der,” Caine notes in a deadpan voiceover. 
“It’s funny like that in the ’hood.” 

Funny may not be the best word for it, 
though this and the scenes of horror to 
follow unfold with the cruel logic of an ob- 
scene joke. It’s this sense of inevitability 
and spontaneous nightmare that makes the 
| tale the Hughes tell seem urgent and new. 


In fact, the story is all too familiar, a cycle 
of inner-city violence and dehumanization 
that begins in infancy and is passed down 
in succeeding generations. 

For Caine it begins when he’s a toddler 
raised by a heroin-addicted mother (Khan- 
di Alexander) and a brutal dope-dealing 
father (Samuel L. Jackson in a cameo 
demonstrating that he’s one of the most 
arresting presences in movies today) in the 
chaotic aftermath of the Watts riots of 
1965. Scenes from his childhood include 
his father gunning down someone who 
owes him money during a friendly card 
game and his mother clutching desperately 
for a needle with which to shoot up. Later 
he’s given a shot of brandy and the feel of 
a handgun by Pernell (Glenn Plummer), 
who initiates him into the streets when his 
parents die of their vices. 

Years later, Pernell’s in jail, and Caine 
finds himself torn between the common- 
sense nurturing and pseudo-family offered 
by his mentor’s girlfriend Ronnie (Jada 
Pinkett) and her son Anthony, on the one 
hand, and the mindless anarchy of his 
gangbanging homeboys O-Dog and A- 
Wax (MC Eiht). But the odds — and the 
plot devices — are stacked against him. As 
Caine himself observes, “I’ve gone too far 
to go back, I’ve gone too far to go on.” In 
one of their few miscalculations, the 
Hughes brothers load on too many sub- 
plots for the dénouement to unravel; de- 
spite the overkill the ending is as wrench- 
ing as the beginning is terrifying. 

Although Caine’s origins are of Dicken- 
sian hopelessness, Menace does not over- 
state its Oliver Twist-ed hero’s victimiza- 
tion, and neither does it diminish his vic- 
timization of others. His crimes range 
from a ‘carjacking (he has the driver buy 


him a double cheeseburger at a fast-food 
drive-in) to murder. In one scene, he com- 
plains that the police are hassling him 
when he wasn’t doing anything wrong — 
it might be the only time he isn’t in the 
whole film. Also not very endearing is his 
pal O-Dog’s habit of showing the conve- 
nience-store video over and over again to 
his hooting friends. 

These aren’t nice people; that they are 
made tragic figures fit for our sympathy is 
part of the Hughes brothers’ accomplish- 
ment. Although the filmmakers lapse at 
times into caricature (Caine’s Bible- 
thumping grandparents are one of the 
film’s weakest elements, and the Muslim 
convert Sharif seems like a refugee from a 
Spike Lee movie), they neither judge nor 
sentimentalize their characters, and they 
don’t fulminate against the society that 
made these people menaces. 

Instead they show with the cold, kinetic 
eye of a Scorsese the environment of vio- 
lence and its consequences. It’s an ugly 
and fascinating world, without rules, 
apologies, or moral judgment; you'll find it 
as hard to turn away as those condemned 
to live there find it to escape.

Allen and Albert Hughes, the 21-year-old 
twin directors who made Menace II Society, 
readily admit their debt to Public Enemy. 
Not the rap group, but the classic 1931 
gangster movie with James Cagney. They 
bristle when it’s suggested that their story of 
teenage gangsters growing up in modern- 
day Watts is just another “ *hood movie.” If 
their film is a genre picture, it’s a genre 
that’s been around for more than 60 years. 

“Back then they reflected more on the 
mob lifestyle,” explains Albert. “Now we’re 
the new minority group, or the new minor- 
ity group with access to film, and there’s 
still a lot to be explored. They explored it 
and are still doing so with films like Good- 
Fellas and The Godfather, but they’re not 
being tagged with lines like, oh, you 
shouldn’t stay in the *hood.” 

The Hugheses are also not happy to be 
lumped together with fellow black film- 
makers like John Singleton and Spike Lee. 
“Not to say their films aren’t good,” Allen 
points out, “but it’s saying that we can 
only be.compared to black filmmakers, 
and not,to, filmmakers in general. Anybody 
who sees ‘this film. knows it’s not Boyz N 
the.Hood. Knows it has nothing to do with 
the lifestyle ie porttayed i in,that film,” 

“No, the Hugheses feel’ more a ‘part’ of 
the neW’ generation of filmmakers like 
Quentin” Pacantino, Abel Ferrara, and John 
McNaughton, descendants of Scorsese 
and De Palma, whose subject matter is vi- 
olence and male aggressive behavior. 
“That comparison is more of a compli- 
ment,” Allen agrees. “Then you’re looking 
at us like filmmakers in the genre we’re 
working in, which is violence.” 

As distinct an influence on Menace IT 
Society as Boyz N the Hood is John Mc- 
Naughton’s Henry: Portrait of a Serial 
Killer. Especially unsettling are several se- 
quences involving a videotape taken dur- 
ing a convenience-store robbery — a di- 
rect allusion to Henry. 

“We saw that film once a long time 
ago,” says Allen. “We really liked it. We 
were influenced by the fact that he could 
show violence psychologically and not re- 
ally physically. He could make you feel vi- 
olence by the sound. If you notice, in the 
first scene in Menace you never really see 
anyone get shot at all. We think it’s effec- 
tive. You don’t need to show everything 
hanging out.” 

Despite the Hugheses’ aesthetic princi- 
ples and the moral tone of the film, New 
Line fears it may spark the same kind of 
violence that followed the release of New 
Jack City and Boyz N the Hood. “Given the 
nature of the film,” Allen acknowledges, 
“seeing it wasn’t Home Alone, New Line 
figured they would open it on a Wednes- 
day because that would decrease the 
chances of violence. I don’t think there is 
going to be any. People underestimate the 
black audience.” 

The Hugheses admit that test screenings 
did show some audience enthusiasm for the 
violence. “We had a test audience of about 
500 that was 90 percent black people,” 
Allen remembers. “They cheered through 
all the first scene. They cheered the retalia- 
tion scenes. They laughed. But then by the 
end, they seemed to regret it. They regret- 
ted their celebration of the violence.” 

“I would say that 90 percent of film- 
makers today are irresponsible,” Albert 
concludes. “No one should point a finger 
at us when this film comes out about how 
violent it is. Those are the same people 
who are seeing Arnold Schwarzenegger 
films. I think we’re at least making some 
progress in being responsible.” QO 
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ERASERHEAD 

Eraserhead began germinating in David 
Lynch’s mind while, as a young husband 
with a small child, he was living in a dan- 
gerous, grubby section of Pittsburgh 
(around the corner from a funeral parlor). 
Watching the movie 16 years after it first 
slithered into moviegoers’ consciousness 
makes its origin seem as inseparable from 
it as the way it was made. Lynch shot 
Eraserhead (mostly at night and partly in 
an attic) over five years while scrambling 
for funds and fussing to get it right. (Ap- 
parently he was never satisfied. The new 
prints prepared for the film’s re-release 
have cleaned up the soundtrack by the 
wizardly Alan Splet.) 

Although it’s easy to spot Lynch’s influ- 
ences — German expressionism (especially 
evident in the rich, eerie black and white of 
Frederick Elmes’s photography) and the 
early Surrealists — seeing the film for the 
first time is like stumbling on a fully realized 
private vision. Like the monstrous, oddly 
endearing infant, Eraserhead is its own 
spiky critter. When Lynch’s everynerd hero, 
Henry (Jack Nance), wanders through in- 
dustrial ghostscapes, it’s as if some forgot- 
ten silent-film comedian had been trans- 
planted to T.S. Eliot’s “Preludes.” 

So much has been made about the 
movie’s strangeness that I want to point out 
how emotionally accessible and unnervingly 
funny and erotic it is. Essentially a halluci- 
nation on the isolation of urban living and 
the anxieties of fatherhood, Eraserhead has 
the texture of a bad dream, even though, as 
in all his films, Lynch can’t resist providing 
some salve at the end for Henry’s travails. 
Just as the Elephant Man receives a dying 
vision of his beloved mother, and Laura 
Palmer, in Twin Peaks: Fire Walk -with Me, 
is sent an angel, Henry is welcomed to 
heaven by the lady in his radiator. The 
American optimist inside .this surrealist vi-, 
sionary is either Lynch’s most endearing 
quality or his sickest joke. At the Brattle, 


SLIVER” : 
Sliver dresses up an old premise in n fancy 
high-tech gadgetry. This thriller about.a 
Néw York editor (Sharon Stone) who 
moves. into a swanky high-rise and gets 
caught up in the mysterious owner’s | 
voyeurism (he’s put hidden cameras in | 
each apartment) is basically Rear Window 
for the video age. The idea of peeping in | 
on your neighbors’ most private moments | 
is ripe for a luscious, funny piece of pop 
pornography that connects the thrill Stone | 
gets from watching with the reason we’re 
in the theater. 

But director Phillip Noyce and screen- 
writer Joe Eszterhas have a loftier mission 
in mind. Working loosely from Ira Levin’s 
trashy novel (so loosely that the ending, 
reportedly one of four filmed, changes the 
identity of Levin’s killer, thus converting | 
several unexplained deaths into red her- 
rings), they’ve fashioned Sliver into an ad- 
monitory little lesson on the dangers of 
voyeurism. This stark, chilly movie is too 
moralistic to turn the story into a mean, 
dirty joke. An example: when Stone mas- | 
turbates in the tub, the scene, set to classi- 
cal music, is shot not as a turn-on but to 
express her frustrated sexual longing. | 
(When she and the music climaxed togeth- 
er, a lone wag in the audience applauded, 
and the theater fell apart laughing.) 

Poor Stone. She’s not very good, but | 
since most of what she’s called on to do is | 
either implausible or out of character, she 
really can’t be blamed. I don’t mean she, 
should be typecast in her Basic Instinct | 
persona, but she’s too confident, too self- | 
possessed, to be believable when she frets 
about being hurt by getting involved with a | 
younger man. Especially when he’s played 
by William Baldwin (acting with his hang- 
ing lip and forelock), with a thickness that 
borders on the repugnant. 

Stone looks great in her chokers and 
hippie-chick pageboy, but she gets only 
fleeting chances to use her wit, her sexi- 
ness. It’s no loss that Sliver is a bad movie, 
but to see Stone so defeated right after her 
breakthrough is dispiriting. It’s too soon to 
judge her as an actress, but she’s an hon- 
est-to-God movie star, and with movies so 
dismal right now, that’s too rare a bird to 
squander. At the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and 
the Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

Lagi 
Swoon and The Living End, two Gi 
disturbing milestones of a New Queens 
ema that is slowly expanding beyond’ 
houses, were both praised for their &@ 
spirit and reviled: Swoon for its reaftife- 
thrill-seeking child-killers, The Living ie 
for its nihilistic outlaw couple on the ¥ 
(The same debate was played out in mg 
stream films, as viewers argued whethe 
Sharon Stone was the heroine or the villain 
of Basic Instinct.) 

This year, one of the best movies is 
Canadian director Jean Beaudin’s Being at 
Home with Claude (June 11 and 12), an 
accomplished narrative of Dostoyevskian 
guilt that begins with a Basic Instinct-like 
sequence in which a hot gay love scene cli- 
maxes with one man slitting the other’s 
throat with a carving knife. The festival also 
offers portraits of gay men and lesbians 
who are killers, cross-dressers, incestuous 
lovers, pedophiles, gay-baiters, fearful clos- 
et cases, misogynists, hustlers, and porn 
fans. Not to mention cowgirls, authors, en- 
trepreneurs, loving partners, dutiful chil- 
dren, kung fu warriors, soldiers, Hollywood 





icons, community activists, and of course, 
dogged and persevering filmmakers. 
Some viewers may complain that many 


| of the characterizations impede the struggle 
| for acceptance by presenting negative im- 
| ages or airing the gay community’s dirty 








laundry in public. Others will find portraits 
that are not radical or separatist enough. 
Straight viewers may balk at films that, for 
the most part, have no interest in appeasing 
them. 

In short, the festival’s greatest strength is 
that it has something to offend everybody 
— and make us all challenge our assump- 
tions. The New Queer Cinema has taken 
the premise of earlier gay-themed works, 
that Gays Are People Too, to its logical 
conclusion, that Gays Are Only Human, 
with all the foibles, emotions, painful se- 
crets, and social conditioning that come 
with the territory. As these works prove, no 
one film or video can or should be expected 
to capture the gay and lesbian experience. 
Instead, the festival tries to place side by 
side a variety of characters, each flawed,

complex, and unique, in order to assemble 
an image of a community. Let these differ- 
ent voices argue openly; as with individuals, 
bringing the debate itself out of the closet 
can be risky but perhaps ultimately healthy. 

Besides Claude, the most controversial 
works will likely be the videos written and 
directed by the Kinney twins, Robert and 
Donald, who play incestuous twin brothers 
divided by jealousy and AIDS in Stephen 
(June 4 through 9). Their most fully real- 
ized work is Agora (June 11 and 12), 
which depicts gay life in the Midwest as a 

estry of paralyzing fear, repression, and

The title refers to the open spaces that ago- 
raphobics (and closeted gays) fear, yet the 
video suggests that the closet can be an 
gn more dangerous place, since no refuge 
##$afe from violent misogyny or homopho- 
bia. To the Kinneys, the unwillingness of 
gays and lesbians to broach their own illu- 
sions about such uncomfortable issues is a 
kind of closet. 

Also sure to raise eyebrows are the lesbian 
films and videos. Monika (My Father Is 
Coming) Treut’s documentary Female Mis- 
behavior (June 7, 9, 11, and 12) profiles 
four sexual outlaws, including Camille 
Paglia and Annie Sprinkle, whose tactics 
provoke universal outrage. Pioneer film- 
maker Barbara Hammer is featured in an 
evening of short avant-garde “Dyke Films” 
(June 8) from the past 20 years as well as 
her new feature, Nitrate Kisses (June 4 and 
7), a collage presenting the unvarnished 
erotic history of four couples. Cheryl Dunye 
looks at the racial politics of lesbianism in an 
evening of lesbian shorts (June 10 at the 
Museum of Fine Arts), including last year’s 
hit “She Don’t Fade.” Other lesbian film- 
makers try to reclaim honest images of les- 
bianism in two evenings of avant-garde 
shorts, “Beyond Imagining” (June 5 and 6) 
and “Revamping Lesbian Images” (June 
13). The highlight of the latter is Melanie 
Nelson and Catherine Saalfield’s “A Bird in 
the Hand,” in which two African-American 
lesbians try to help a third, who is stuck in 
an abusive relationship. 

The heart of the festival is in films of per- 
sonal testimony. Most striking is Silverlake 
Life: The View from Here (June 8 and 9), 
Tom Joslin’s unflinching video diary of his 
own demise from AIDS and the effect it has 
on his parents and his lover, Mark Massi, 
who completed the film with Peter Fried- 
man. It’s a harrowing, painful film, made 
with anger and love (Massi notes that it 
takes his deathbed vigil to convince his 
lover’s parents that he’s a caring human be- 
ing worthy of inclusion in their family). 
Also strong are the shorts in “Homophobic 














Politics” (June 6 and 7), which examine 
the effects of homophobia today in the for- 
mer USSR, liberated Berlin, and American 
high schools. 

Perhaps more uplifting are triumphant 
tales like Rosa von Praunheim’s I Am My 
Own Woman (June 6, MFA), his follow-up 
to Affengeil, in which he profiles Charlotte 
(a/k/a Lothar) von Mahlsdorf, who has 
lived his long life as an open transvestite. 
Richard Schmiechen’s Oscar-nominated 
Changing Our. Minds: The Story of Dr. 
Evelyn Hooker. June 2, MFA) is about the 
psychologist whe, proved that homosexuali- 
ty is not a tal iliness.

traces her travel§'across the gay South, in- 
terviewing p riders, “riot-grrrl” rock- 
ers, “radical. fgimies,” writers, and ministers 
who’ve hadthé:eourage to lead gay lives 
without big-cit¥ support systems. English 
filmmaker TFeresice Davies’s The Long Day 


Closes (June 13), his long-awaited follow- 
up to Distant Voices, Still Lives, is an auto- 
biographical reminiscence of pre-adolescent 
self-discovery. 

On the conventional-romance side are 
two World War II love stories, Roeland 
Kerbosch’s For a Lost Soldier (June 3, 
MFA), in which a 12-year-old boy falls for 
a Canadian soldier, and Alexandra von 
Grote’s Novembermoon (June 10, MFA), 
about a French lesbian trying to save her 
Jewish lover. Other foreign tales include 
Takehiro Nakajima’s Okoge (June 4), a 
comedy-drama about a woman who pays 
dearly for letting two gay male lovers tryst 
in her apartment. This film is still preoccu- 
pied with proving that Gays Are People 
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Too, people who may try but can’t change 
their orientation, so it’s filled with stereo- 
types and self-loathing gay men (lesbians 
are not in the picture) who may appall 
Americans but represent a step forward for 
Japanese filmmakers, much as the awkward 
The Boys in the Band did in America two 
decades ago. 

More sophisticated is Taiwanese film- 
maker Ang Lee’s The Wedding Banquet 
(June 2, MFA), in which an assimilated 
Taiwanese man in New York arranges a 
marriage of convenience with a Chinese 
artist in need of a green card, in order to 
fool his traditional parents and hide from 
them his white lover. Comic confusion 
common to all families ensues when the 
parents come to town to turn what would 
have been a city-hall formality into a lavish 
event. In the process, the reluctant groom 
discovers something that shocks many gay 
people to the core: his parents are more | 
progressive than he imagined. 

This year’s camp rediscovery is exploita- 
tion-movie master Larry Cohen’s 1978 | 
docudrama The Private Files of J. Edgar | 
Hoover (June 4, 5, 11, and 12), suddenly 
rendered relevant again in light of recent 
revelations. A drunken Broderick Crawford 
(you can see him passed out on a couch in 
one scene) plays the FBI director with per- 
fect deadpan, as does Dan Dailey as 
Hoover’s reputed lover and constant com- 
panion, Clyde Tolson. Despite its coyness 
about Hoover’s own sex life (wouldn’t you 
love to see Crawford in an evening gown?), 
the film doesn’t hesitate to portray him as a 
paranoid manipulator who trampled on the 
Constitution. The hilariously unlikely sup- 
porting cast includes José Ferrer, Rip Torn, 
June Havoc, Ronee Blaklee, Howard da Sil- 
va, and Celeste Holm. Best line: Hoover 
grumbles that nemesis RFK, as a child, 
“used to sit on my lap and ask if I was 
packing a rod.” 

Another chapter of reclaimed celluloid 
history is Mark Rappaport’s Rock Hud- 
son’s Home Movies (June 4 through 9), in 
which Rappaport deconstructs carefully se- 
lected clips from the actor’s Hollywood 
films to find latent gay content, as if Hud- 
son were deliberately encoding double-en- 
tendres about his real-life sexuality into his 
dialogue and gestures. Viewers saw what 
they wanted to see in the ’50s, and it could 
be argued that so does Rappaport. Still, this 
video destroys for all time any possibility of 
watching Hudson’s movies with a, um, 
straight face. 

The campiest film in the festival may be 
the jaw-dropping Hong Kong action pic 
The East Is Red (June 11 and 13). The 
plot, with its clashing kung fu cultists, 
Spanish sailors, and Japanese ninjas, is im- 
possible to follow, especially if you haven’t 
seen the prequel, Swordsman II. Just sit 
back and enjoy the outrageously acrobatic 
fight sequences, featuring the exploits of 
Asia the Invincible, billed as “the first trans- 
sexual lesbian superhero.” 

And then there’s The White Room (June 
12), Patricia (I’ve Heard the Mermaids 
Singing) Rozema’s recent film starring Kate 
Nelligan as the voice behind a singing star, 
whose life is shattered when her secret is 
betrayed to the media. It’s a departure for 
the festival in that the film’s only homosex- 
ual element is the director’s own orienta- 
tion. She’s interested in telling a human 
story. Which renders the positive-image de- 
bate utterly academic. Q

Not dead yet 





Sean Curran and Groundwerx 


are very much alive

ean Curran dances as if 
his life depended on it. 
How else to explain the 
way movement shoots 
through his limbs, snap- 
ping an arm into a half-nelson, then in- 
stantaneously whipping two ankles into a 
| beat? He’s a master of gestural idiosyn- 
crasy, a talent that matches breakneck 
speed with astonishing articulation to pro- 
| duce shapes that both resonate and dazzle. 
Curran, a standout member of the Bill 
| T. Jones/Arnie Zane Dance Company, was 
in town last weekend headlining a concert 
of seven works presented by the Provi- 
dence-based Groundwerx Dance Theatre 
at BU’s Sargent Dance Theatre. The link 
between the two is choreographer Kelli 
Wicke Davis, with whom Curran studied 
| after attending high school in Belmont and 
| who founded the dance-major program at 
| Roger Williams University, where a num- 
| ber of the Groundwerx people are affiliat- 
| ed. Davis’s movement shone in the hands 
| of Curran (in 103%) but dragged inter- 
| minably in Which Way the Rose Garden, a 
spare duet about disappointment in rela- 
| tionships danced by Peter Bramante and 
the vibrant Kathy Smith. Which makes 
| you wonder: where does the choreography 
end and a dancer’s contribution begin? 
From the looks of Davis’s 103%, at 
birth. Danced by Curran and set to music 
by Glen Velez, this compelling but over- 
long paean to endurance both astonished 
and exhausted. At the point where it 
seemed no human could continue, Curran 
would bounce skyward on all fours as if 
the floor were sprung, explode from a 
squat to a starburst jump, sustain a jolt 
from his gut that sucked his clasped hands 
to his belly, or break into the mad-dog in- 
place run that spiked one section of Bill T. 
Jones’s Last Supper at Uncle Toim’s Cab- 
in/The Promised Land. 
That ability never to fudge or throw away 
a movement regardless of pace character- 
ized the best piece of the show, Jones's 
1984 Dances with Brahins, to, of course, 
music by the master. A nonstop tour de 
force of criss-crossing [ect and signing 
arms for Curran and a plaster bust that 
lived in a trunk, Dances simultancously 
winked at classicism and honored its tencts. 





Lasciviously undulating hips resolved in 
sprightly pas de chat or whirlwind pirou- 
ettes. Tiny, buzzing back-kicks skimmed 
upstage on a diagonal and dissolved into 
rip-roaring chainé turns. And a roll erupted 
into a Russian squat-kick before loose fists 
piled up at a crotch in a facsimile of.a penis. 
The confluence of elements made the dance 
at once sexy and pure — not to mention 
exhilaratingly entertaining.

Eating (1990). Henry Jaglom (Always) 
turns away from his own navel to gaze at 
others’ navels, in a story that has several 
women discussing their painful dealings 
with food. 

Simple Men (1992). Another anomie 
fest from Hal Hartley (Trust), about two 
brothers seeking their estranged dad. 

The Freddie Mercury Tribute Concert 
(1992). Last year’s campy benefit in honor 
of the late Queen singer, with rhapsodizing 
bohemians Guns N’ Roses, Elton John, An- 
nie Lennox, David Bowie, and Liza Minnelli. 

A Brief History of Time (1992). If you 
bought the book for your coffee table but 
found it impenetrable reading, you can 
grasp its basics in Errol (The Thin Blue 
Line) Morris’s fascinating film, which 
serves as both biography of Stephen 
Hawking and crash course in astrophysics. 

Enchanted April (1992). Mike Newell’s 
gentle, generous adaptation of Elizabeth von 
Arnim’s novel is a great travelogue and a de- 
lightful tale of recreation and reconciliation 


| in the green world of an Italian villa. En- 


chanted is also the word for the perfor- 
mances by Miranda Richardson, Joan 
Plowright, Josie Lawrence, and Polly Walker.

(and executor) were the three dances by 
Curran: the loose and loving but ultimately 
meandering Sean and Kathy in Grand 
Canyon (with Jeff and Arnie), a Quartet 
(which was choreographed and danced 
with Kathy Wildberger); a provocative but 
not fully realized solo, Am I Dead Yet?; 
and the material-rich group work More 
Than a Lot. 

The last would have benefitted from 
both a proscenium stage and careful edit- 
ing. Sargent’s flat space and close quarters 
partly obscured the piece’s clever configu- 
rations. And the tricky partnering — a 
man holding a woman horizontally against 
his waist as she shakes her head no; two 
women leaning 120 degrees into one an- 
other as they walk; a front roll that cata- 
pults a woman into straddling her upright 
lover’s hips — lost some of its punch be- 
cause of repetition. 

But it was the duet Aim I Dead Yet, with 
its mix of innocence and heart, that hit the 
strongest chord. A meditation on the mo- 
ment when life ends, the piece combined 
Marie Gallagher’s a cappella singing of 
traditional Irish folk songs with soft, loopy 
movement and Curran’s telling of three 
stories about people on the brink of death 
(a boy scuba diver; choreographer Arnie 
Zane, whose company members sat with 
him as he was dying from AIDS; and Cur- 
ran’s grandfather). 

At the start, Curran inched toward Gal- 
lagher on his back, intermittently rolling 
his head forward to peer at her, as if 
checking that she (and he) was still there. 
In his travels he mimed taking pills, pal- 
pating swollen glands, vomiting while on 
his hands and knees. As Gallagher sang, 
he bent and turned in a near-dark upstage 
corner before slipping away into the 
wings. Together, his absence and her lin- 
gering voice captured that smoky place be- 
tween being and not-being. =)

It's no cakewalk 





Stritch and Slattery on playing 
Lillian Hellman and her Boswell

hat becomes a legend 
most? “Another leg- 
end” would seem to be 
the American Reperto- 
ry Theatre’s answer to 
the Blackglama question. Thus the casting 
of the indomitable Elaine Stritch as the in- 
domitable Lill’yun Hellman in Peter 
Feibleman’s play about his elder inamora- 
ta, Cakewalk (which plays in repertory 
through July 17). One sings, the other 
didn’t, but who in the world else to play 
the bawdy, iconic Hellman, with her pecu- 
liar mix of girlishness and gargoyle-ish-

ness, that fearsome Mount Rushmore al- 


lure? Even Stritch — the woman who first 
brought Broadway the strains of “Bongo, 
Bongo, Bongo, I don’t want to leave the 
Congo” (not to mention “The Ladies Who 
Lunch”) and who, like a human bellows, 
singlehandedly pumped life into Woody 
Allen’s wan September — seems wiped out 
by the task. Sharing a meal, and an inter- 
view, with her Cakewalk co-star John Slat- 
tery, she sounds as if what she could use 
for dessert is a transfusion. 

Asked the meaning of the play’s title, 
Stritch shovels another bite of Caesar sal- 


| ad and growls into her anchovies, “Well, 


| they |Hellman and Feibleman] are both 
| from New Orleans, and that's a dance 
| from New Orleans. And there's some sig- 
| nificance to the kind of dance it is. But 


lemme tcll you something, this play is so

Adds the more sanitary-mouthed Slattery, 
who plays the character based on Feible- 
man, “Cakewalk should be the last title for 
it.” 

The facts: this Cakewalk that is not a 
cakewalk is based on novelist Feibleman’s 
1988 book, Lilly: Reminiscences of Lillian 
Hellman, a frank, tender, oft-revelatory 
memoir of the author’s 45-year relation- 
ship with Dashiell Hammett’s main moll, 
the creator of well-made plays including 
The Children’s Hour and The Little Foxes 
and of bristly, exquisitely wrought mem- 
oirs including An Unfinished Woman and 
Pentimento (of which the most famous 
chapter, “Julia,” was made into a movie 
and was probably a big whopper). 

The alliance began when Feibleman was 
10 and Hellman 35 (asked his age, he 
replied that he was “only 10” and she told 
him that wasn’t so young). They proceed- 
ed to become friends, then lovers, then 
friends again, with variously incestuous 
dynamics. But, according to Stritch, “I'll 
tell you what this play is about. This is 
about a woman 60 years old having a rela- 
tionship with a man 28. That is what the 
play is about, PERIOD. And I think that’s 
enough for one woman to take on. Those 
are my problems, the things I have to deal 
with as an actress, and it’s a heavy load. I 
think any actress’d tell you that.” 

Stritch dives into her Cornish game hen 
(no way Slattery can stand up to skinny- 
minnie Stritch in the eating department) 
and thinks that over. “No, I don’t. I think 
a lot of actresses would be just thrilled to 
death. But I think it’s a big problem, to 
make it |the relationship] attractive, to 
make that acceptable. I'll tell you some- 
thing John Slattery said when he-came to 





New York to see about the play. I was re- 
ally pleased because, well, everybody 
thinks I’m going to be just terrific, but I’ve 
got a lot of doubts about myself, I’ve got a 
lot of hang-ups.

Whereupon she allows that, 
though the grande-dame mystique is in her 
view a thing of the theatrical past, “I will 
say that when you work with someone 
who’s been in the theater for as long as I 
have, you have to respect their opinions on 
a few things.” “A few things? A few 
things? Put ‘few’ in italics,” an incredulous 
Slattery informs the interviewer. Where- 
upon Stritch rumbles up like Vesuvius: “I 
want you to explain yourself. What do you 
mean by that?” 

Uh oh, tonight’s rehearsal isn’t going to 
be a — uh — cakewalk. Nonetheless the 
two are determined to flog their daunting 
task with all they’re worth. “I'll tell you 
something,” concludes the never less than 
candid Stritch, “and I think we both agree 
on this. There are some scenes in this play 
that are really dynamite and that we do 
very well. There are some scenes in this 
play that we are so bad in that it’s scary to 
go to rehearsal. So I’m not promising any- 
thing. But if anybody wants to come and 


check it out, they’re welcome to come in if | 


they’ve got the money.” Q 


fearful of Sue Jack’s homecoming, take the

Half-empty Glass 


The ART’s Orphée gets stuck in the underworld

f there’s any reason to sit through 
Philip Glass’s latest opera, it’s the 
libretto, which is very closely adapt- 
ed from Jean Cocteau’s own 
screenplay for his legendary 1949 
film — a contemporary version of the Or-

(French heartthrob Jean Marais) is a poet 
as idolized as any rock star. He’s married 
to a former habituée of a women’s club, 
the Bacchantes, run by a left-bank feminist 
(Juliette Greco) who, contemptuous of 
mere popularity, prefers the verse of an 


| 18-year-old proto-beatnik, Cégeste. 


The younger poet is kept by a wealthy 


_ and mysterious Princess. A volume she’s 





published contains only blank pages. “It’s 


| absurd,” exclaims Orpheus, hearing about 


this literary “Nudism.” “It’s less absurd 


| than writing absurd things,” an Older Poet 


responds. “The public loves me,” Orpheus 
argues. “The public is alone,” the Poet 
replies. “Should I fight you?” Orpheus 


| asks the Poet, trying to figure out how to 


regain the respect of the poetry world. 
“Astonish us,” the Poet advises. 

When Cégeste is killed by some bikers, 
the Princess and her chauffeur, Heurte- 
bise, drive off with the body, and they take 
Orpheus along as a material witness. Or- 
pheus and the Princess — who is really 
Death — fall in love. Eurydice, expectant 
-— and expecting — is worried about the 
whereabouts of her handsome hubbie. He 
returns in the Princess’s limousine, which 
has a radio that broadcasts cryptic mes- 
sages to him (“The bird sings with its fin- 
gers”). Orpheus has begun to feel stale 
and sold-out to fame. To Eurydice’s dis- 
may, he can’t tear himself away from that 
car radio in the garage. Heurtebise falls in 
love with Eurvdice, but the Princess de- 
cides to do her in, too, disobeying her or- 
ders from the Underworld. 

Heurtebise takes Orpheus through the 
looking-glass into the Underworld to re- 
tricve Eurydice from the dead (which 
makes him even more famous). He is, of 
course, not allowed to look at her, and a 


situation comedy emerges worthy of I Love 
Lucy (he finally sees her face in the rear- 
view mirror). In the end, to make him im- 
mortal, Death sacrifices her love for him. 
Orpheus returns to Eurydice oblivious of 
their nightmare. The Princess and Heurte- 
bise are led away by the Underworld bikers 
to suffer a fate that “is not amusing.” 

I hope this plot synopsis suggests how 
deliciously mercurial Cocteau’s script is: 
comic and terrifying, seriously philosophi- 
cal and satiric, all in quicksilver succes- 
sion. In the film, there’s a charged and 
wonderfully atmospheric score by Georges 
Auric. On Death’s radio, Orpheus hears 
the famous “Dance of the Blessed Spirits” 
from Gluck’s Orfeo. 

This might have been a good libretto for 
Francis Poulenc, who slipped so easily 
back and forth between’ Gallic wit and high 
ceremony. But it’s an odd one for Philip 
Glass, whose all-American music chugs 
pleasantly along for long intervals with lit- 
tle change of coloration, only subtle or 
abrupt changes in speed and volume. 
Cocteau’s script is a fantastic emotional 
lacework; Glass’s relentless eighth-notes 
are musical wallpaper, background music, 
hardly suited for the inflections of dia- 
logue, let alone Cocteau’s rapid and subtle 
repartee — or for French! 

Maybe the most bizarre aspect of this 
opera is that the libretto is in Cocteau’s 
original French. Now I happen to be a 
holdout for operas performed in the origi- 
nal language — not because I don’t like to 
understand the words, but because I want 
the notes to fit the actual sounds they were 
written for. But why would anyone choose 
to set words that an audience doesn’t un- 
derstand and that the singers themselves 
can barely pronounce? Out of what motive 
would an American want to make an opera 
called Orphée? Don’t ask moi. 

One pleasure of the film (some say its 
raison d’étre) is all the detail of the post- 
war stylistic landscape: the coffeehouse, 
moderne furniture, women’s long straight 
hair, men’s pompadours, leather jackets, 
three-quarter-length strapless cocktail 
dresses. Most of Catherine Zuber’s black 
and white costumes capture this style, but 
stage director Francesca Zembello and set 
designer Robert Israel have designed a 
production as blank as the music. Un- 
painted canvas flats are slid around the 
stage on casters. There are few props and 
hardly any furniture — and no car. It’s 
very peculiar when Heurtebise lugs a 
floor-model console radio into Orpheus’s 
apartment. 

In the film, Cocteau uses cinematic de- 
vices like montage and fade-ins-and-outs 
to parallel what he has to say about the 
creation of art. Zambello and Israel trans- 


late this into backstage terms, but they 
have no resonance here, they don’t con- 
nect to anything. We see the wooden 
bracework behind the canvas, but it just 
looks chintzy. Pat Collins’s complicated 
lighting plan seems too fancy for its own 
good. Haven’t we outgrown spotlights 
shining directly into our eyes? 

The score has one semi-pretty tune, the 
music behind the love duet between Or- 
pheus and Death: up the scale then down 
the scale, a little like Nilsson’s theme from 
Midnight Cowboy. Glass does avoid the 
disco-gone-harem vulgarity of his last 
opera, The Voyage (his Columbus opera, 
which premiered at the Met last October 
12). A lovely flute passage alludes to Gluck 
as Death watches Orpheus and Eurydice 
asleep (though it’s not as witty as Auric’s 
more literal reference). The music for the 
Café de Poétes is an odd mix of ragtime 
and square dance. Few passages respond 
directly to words or events (Cégeste comes 
back to life yet the music keeps on chug- 
ging). It gets louder and faster toward the 
end. Mainly, you either listen around it or 
tune it out. 

It’s also music that’s hard to move to, 
which makes blocking itself almost impossi- 
ble for the stage director. Here are all these 
talented singers, most of them good actors, 
too, just shifting listlessly from pose to 
pose. The Café brawl looks so amateurish 
at least partly because the music isn’t help- 
ing. Many operagoers dislike supertitles be- 
cause they take one’s eye away from the ac- 
tion; here they function as a deliberate dis- 
traction from the emptiness on stage. 

The excellent 12-piece band — strings, 
winds, brasses, keyboard, and percussion 
— has some familiar and distinguished 
players (John Grimes, percussion; Alan 
Weiss, flute; Diane Heffner, clarinet; 
Thomas Stephenson, bassoon; Eric Ka- 
men, keyboard). Martin Goldray keeps 
them together and keeps up a lively pace. 
Baritone Eugene Perry (Peter Sellars’s 
Don Giovanni) is a glamorously white- 
suited and resonant Orpheus, soprano 
Lynn Torgove a touching and wide-eyed 
Eurydice. Soprano Wendy Hill is an ap- 
propriately chic and sinister Princess (to- 
ward 10 p.m., the top of her voice was 
showing serious signs of strain — she’s 
singing this strenuous role at every perfor- 
mance, without an alternate) and tenor 
Richard Fracker a clear-voiced and 
poignant Heurtebise. The expressive Jan- 
ice Felty (Aglaonice) and Paul Kirby 
(Cégestce) have their moments. 

In a way, no matter how good the cast 
are, they’re merely cogs in Glass’s grind- 
ing machine. Is it ironic or inevitable that 
the hero of his latest opera is a celebrity 


who is worried about the price of fame? Q

hat has two silent- 
movie stars, one blow- 
hard producer, an in- 
genue, a gangster, and 
a newspaper man, plus 
a handful of secondary characters who 
might populate a 1928 movie studio in 
Chicago? If you guessed a Kaufman-and- 
Hart comedy, you’d not only be right, 
you’d be onto the inspiration for — and 
the mold from which is struck — The Sil- 
ver Coast, Charlie Mitchell’s knockabout 
new comedy having its premiere at the 
Boston Playwrights’ Theatre. Indeed, with- 
out looking over his shoulder at such re- 
cent biting takes on Hollywood as Arthur 
Kopit’s The Road to Nirvana or Robert Alt- 
man’s The Player (not to mention at the 60 
years that have passed since Once in a 
Lifetime), Mitchell has done what few play- 
wrights have cared to: The Silver Coast is 
proof positive that it’s possible to revive a 
1930s play that didn’t exist before. 

Given the deft staging by director Russ 
Lees, the average postmodern theatergoer 
has got to wonder what to make of Mitchell’s 
straightforward shenanigans. I won’t bother 
to rehash the plot, since you can take the list 
of characters and come up with the once- 
zany, now-hackneyed story revolutions 
yourself. (But perhaps you should know that 
the appealing Jonathan Niles doubles as the 
hometown sweetheart of Hilda, a/k/a Miss 
Cornhusk, and a look-alike gangster named 
Louie, and that the fate of the studio hinges 
on the ability of Wolfgang, a vampiric-look- 
ing European director, to make a picture 
called The Jungle Man.) |s it actually possi- 
ble to discover some irony deep within The 
Silver Coast’s familiar universe, which 
stretches from the potted palms standing in 
for desert scenery on the studio’s cheesy 
movie set to the casting couch in the pro- 
ducer’s office? Or are we supposed to pre- 
tend that we don’t anticipate every punch 
line minutes before it arrives? 

Saddled with a story in which there are 
few surprises, the production finds its best 
moments in its affectionate indulgence of 
the clichés. Although he’s crammed the 
show into an unwieldy three-prong set in 
the BPT’s shoebox space, Lees dreams up 
flourishes that include silent-movie titles 
pertly projected over each scene and an 
amusing pair of pantomimes that let us see 
what kind of fare this studio produces 
(though, at two and a half hours, the play 





could easily lose one of these.) It helps | 
that Alisha Jansky, who plays Hilda, has | 


found a way to embrace the stereotype of 
the ingenue and parody it at the same 
time. And as Delila, the hilarious Sheila 
Stasak squeezes her about-to-be-upstaged 
actress role and comes up with blood. 
Some characters — Jon G. Blackstone’s 
Benny and David lan’s Horace — disap- 


pear inside their caricatures. Charlie Brod- | 


erick’s silent actor Roland (who mimes his 
entire dialogue) is a funny idea that needs 








to be reined in. And Bob Levitt’s Wolfgang, | 
who is as overbearing as his character, vir- |

RHYTHM AND THE BLUES: A LIFE 
IN AMERICAN MUSIC, by Jerry 
Wexler. Alfred A. Knopf, 334 pages, 
$25. 


ven if you think you’ve nev- 
er heard of Jerry Wexler, 
you probably know his 
stamp. It’s all over the 
records he produced or su- 
pervised for Atlantic Records from the ear- 
ly 50s through the mid ’70s. 

But it’s a virtually invisible, impercepti- 
ble stamp, and that’s why it’s great. 
Wexler, now 76 and inarguably one of the 
finest producers in the relatively short his- 
tory of pop music, had a knack for finding 
the most outrageously talented artists 
(Aretha Franklin, Ray Charles, Otis Red- 
ding, Wilson Pickett), coaxing the best out 
of them, and stepping out of the way. He 
saw himself, as he says in his new autobi- 
ography, as the “servant of the project,” 
whose “job is to enhance: meaning find 
the right song, the right arranger, the right 
band, the right studio — in short, do 
whatever it takes to get the best out of the 
artist.” 

Rhythm and the Blues (written with 
David Ritz) could establish Wexler as a 
national treasure — sort of a manic, in- 
your-face treasure, but a treasure nonethe- 
less. You have to respect the man who 
shocked a roomful of music-biz executives 
by screaming at a younger David Geffen 
(whom he calls “the original Sammy 
Glick”), “You agent! You’d jump into a 
pool of pus to come up with a nickel be- 
tween your teeth.” 

Wexler is a dyed-in-the-wool hipster. 
Coming up in the Washington Heights 
section of New York in the ’30s, he fell in 
love with jazz and blues; in the late ’40s, 
| | working as a reporter for Billboard, he 
‘| coined the term “rhythm and blues” for 
what was then called “race” music. His 
language in the book continually reflects 
hipster roots. He seems to get a charge 
out of quoting one of his own Billboard 
pieces about gospel singer Sister Rosetta 
Tharpe’s financial success: “There’s heavy 
sugar in gospel singing. For a solo per- 
former whose only luggage is a guitar, Sis-

ter Tharpe is folding lettuce at a remark- 
able rate.” 

And he has a heap of stories to tell. He 
recounts his early days at Atlantic in the 
’50s, when he and legendary partner Ah- 
met Ertegun (the two of them later joined 
by yet another partner with equally superb 
taste, Ahmet’s brother Nesuhi) would have 
to stack the desks and push the furniture 
into the halls in order to make room to 
record, since the office was the studio. He 
is refreshingly unapologetic about wanting 
to make money off the music he loved: “If 
‘commercial’ meant a song with a strong 
hook, an inviting refrain, melodic variety, 
and a rhythm pattern with a walloping 
bass line — well, give me commercial and 
lots of it.” 

Wexler also has a knack for brief, nicely 
wrought anecdotes, and Rhythm and the 
Blues is full of them. Otis Redding delighted 
in calling Ahmet Ertegun “Omelet,” always 
with a straight face. Every Christmas, Ivory 
Joe Hunter, whom Wexler describes as “a 
love,” would mail him a haunch of venison 
that would arrive “dripping blood, unrefrig- 
erated and stinking.” Ahmet once had a 
quiet lunch with singer Lotte Lenya, the 
widow of Kurt Weill. When he told her he 
had a small record company, she said, “I’d 
be most pleased if you would record one of 
Kurt’s songs.” Shortly thereafter, Bobby 
Darin cut “Mack the Knife” for Atlantic. 

Then there’s Wexler’s keen powers of 
observation — and his sensitivity — in 
writing about Aretha Franklin, with whom 
he made 14 albums in eight years. He 
thinks of her, he writes, as “Our Lady of 
Mysterious Sorrows”: “Her eyes are in- 
credible, luminous eyes covering inexplica- 
ble pain. Her depressions could be as deep 
as the dark sea. I don’t pretend to know 
the sources of her anguish, but anguish 
surrounds Aretha as surely as the glory of 
her musical aura.” 

Even now, years after the two stopped 
working together, he lavishes praise on 
Franklin: “Her judgment was impeccable, 
her execution miraculous, and all I could 
do was provide the right setting or offer 
the occasional suggestion.” He describes 

how she would keep a roomful of musi- 
cians waiting all day and then walk

Magic was about to be made. Aretha was 
about to sing.” 

For all his good taste, it’s clear Wexler 
could be a mountainous pain in the ass. 
To his credit, he’d be the first to admit it; 
and the comments of people he’s known 
over the years — artists he’s worked with, 
former spouses, former colleagues, com- 
petitors — are interspersed generously 
through the book. Not all the comments 
are kind, but nearly every one ends up be- 
ing at least grudgingly complimentary. 
“While Jerry was a pal,” says Lorraine 
Rebennack, Dr. John’s wife, “he was also 
something of a rogue. He cracked us up 
because when we got him pot, the joints 
had to be rolled. He never learned to roll a 
J. But he had learned business, and I also 
felt that for all his friendship, we also got 
screwed. Unlike other record guys, 
though, when Jerry screws you, he’s kiss- 
ing you at the same time.” 

Wexler seems well aware of his own 
shortcomings: he acknowledges that his 
family often took a backseat to his work, 
and he shows traces of wistfulness when 
he writes about people with whom he’s 
had a falling out (Dr. John; Wexler’s col- 
league Bert Berns). For a hipster, he’s not 
bad at showing his feelings: he’s open 


| 


about the mixture of grief and rage he felt 
over the untimely deaths of his friends 
Otis Redding, Duane Allman, and King 
Curtis. And in a short, trenchant chapter, 
he tells how his oldest daughter died of 
AIDS in 1989. 

In the end, he comes off as smart, fun- 
ny, and generous — in an ornery, cantan- 
kerous kind of way. His mind is always 
working so fast, it’s little wonder he some- 
times forgets his manners. There’s evi- 
dence of that in the CD booklet for Etta 
James’s superb (and overlooked) 1992 
record The Right Time, which he pro- 
duced. In his acknowledgments, Wexler 
rattles off a seemingly endless list of peo- 
ple he’d like to thank, and James isn’t 
among them. At the end of her own ac- 
knowledgments, James writes, “Even 
though he forgot to thank me, I will thank 
him for his true love of music . . . there’s 
no one like Jerry Wexler.” 

He may have forgotten to say “thank 
you.” But then, his “thank you” is all over 
the sound of the record, in the countless 
small details — the choice of a sideman, 
the suggestion of song — that make Etta 
James sound like Etta James at her very 
best. The Right Time bears Wexler’s stamp 
— so subtle you hardly know its there, but 
so elemental that you can’t imagine what 
the record would sound like without it. QO 




















He’s got rhythm 


Wexler speaks out about his career 


hythm and the Blues: A Life in American Music 
ee covers the career of Jerry Wexler — one of the 

architects of Atlantic Records and producer of 
artists like Aretha Franklin and Ray Charles — right up 
through his 1992 project with singer Etta James. Here 
are a few thoughts about his career that he expressed 
from his home in East Hampton, New York. 

Q: The common perception about the music industry 
is that artists. musicians, see their talent as a gift and 
that people on the business side see it as a commodity. 

A: | can't go with that, because what you're suggest- 
ing is that record-company executives or producers or 
whatever have some contempt for the artist. Almost ev- 
erybody I've known who has had anything to do with 
studio work has had respect for the artists’ ability. My 
respect for people like Bob Dylan, Arctha Franklin, Ray 
Charles — it’s beyond respect, it's awe. My partners,

Ahmet Ertegun, Nesuhi, and myself, we came into this 
as fans. We were record collectors, we weren’t song- 
writers or engineers. Now I don’t want to comment on 
the attitudes of other people. I can only speak for myself 
and my partners. 

Q: What's the best record you've produced that was ei- 
ther never released or slipped through the cracks? 

A: I made an album with Donovan that was never re- 
leased. I loved it to death. This was within the past 10 
years — it doesn’t go back to the early days. But I 
found out that Donovan is a great musician and a great 
songwriter. The classic, cliché’d view of Donovan is the 
wilted daisy, you know? | didn’t find that to be true at 
all. 

And Etta James — I made an album with her last 
year. That was a terrific album, which got lost in the 
shuffle. It was a Grammy nominee, the reviews were 
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great. And it died on the vine. And you know, I think it 
may have been the best record I ever made. | feel so 
strongly about it. It’s probably had its run. It'll probably 
linger somewhere in the dreamy subconscious some- 
place. It'll be a cult record. But the cult record doesn’t 
put any grease on your grits. 

Q: Rhythm and the Blues isn’t at all about self-protec- 
tion. It’s clear you've tried to paint a true picture of how 
people have felt about you over the years, and how you 
might have sometimes behaved in a way that was less 
than exemplary. 

A: Let me put it this way: I think I have too much 
self-respect to put out a little sugar-coated confection, a 
little candy apple. What would the point be? I wanted to 
really lay it down. I’ve never been to the shrink, so 
maybe this was my way, my road to catharsis. 

It was my idea to have other people chip in, people 
with whom I’d related — wives, partners, artists, associ- 
ates — to let them put in their side of it. Somebody 
asked me, do you feel assaulted or offended, are you go- 
ing to be sensitive when people read the book and see 
these things? I really don’t give a hoot. I’m 76 years old. 
I’m still full of juice, I love life. I've got my pursuits and 
my hobbies and I do my gig occasionally. As far as how 
people see me, I’m beyond all harm. What do I need to 
prove? I just hope the damn book sells! But if it doesn’t 
sell, I’m not going to be traumatized, because I dig the 
process, I dig what we did. I dig the doing of it.

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LUISE VOSGERCHIAN: 
TITANIC SCHUMANN 
AND SCHUBERT 


Luise Vosgerchian retired in 1991 af- 
ter 31 legendary years in the Harvard 
Music Department, part of the time 
serving as chairperson. Yo-Yo Ma 


| was probably her most celebrated 
| student, and she still functions as a 


conscience to the entire musical com- 
munity. She’s also a pianist whose 
vivid playing brings to life her ideas 
about musical form and emotional 
content. Her occasional perfor- 
mances of articulate Bach, impas- 
sioned Schubert, rhythmically 
charged Stravinsky, and lucid, ener- 
gized Schoenberg (she’s also a par- 
ticular champion of Czech composer 
Karel Husa) are always special 
events. Her few records are out of 
print, but Titanic Records has just 
brought her out of the recording 
closet with a wonderful new Schu- 
mann/Schubert disc. 

The first piece, Kreisleriana, may 
be the least often performed of Schu- 
mann’s major piano pieces of the 
1830s, his great decade. In eight sep- 


I want to praise the straightforward- 
ness that is never square but an ob- 
servant and full-hearted exposition of 
what is in the score, the kind of 
forthright honesty that understands 
— and embraces — the jokes as well 
as the pain. No question about it, this 
is a great recording.

WARREN ZEVON: 
NOT ONLY IN DREAMS 


It’s taken 30 years, but Warren 
Zevon has found his calling. And how 
does he feel? “It’s not a good idea to 
ask questions when you get your 
dream job. It’s much better to say, 
‘How much?’, not ‘Why me?’ And if 
you can bring yourself to say it, say, 
“Well, I’m actually kind of busy.” 
Scoring the music for the remake 
of the ’60s television series Route 66 
(which will air starting June 8 on 
NBC), might not at first seem like a 
dream job. But for Zevon, whose ca- 
reer has spanned four decades, who 
once played piano for the Everly 
Brothers, and who has written such 
cult classics as “Lawyers, Guns and 
Money” and “Werewolves of Lon- 





arate but inseparable “fantasies” 
(the second is nearly nine min- 
utes, the others are barely half 
that length), Schumann cap- 
tures the eccentric kapellmeister 
created by the writer E.T.A. 
Hoffmann (now best remem- 
bered for the Nutcracker story). 
Manic and_ withdrawn, 
“Kreisler” also exhibits the ex- 
tremes of Schumann’s own per- 
sonality (alter egos which in 
other works of this period he 
identifies as Florestan and Eu- 
sebius). 

As Vosgerchian points out in 
her teacherly liner notes (ex- 
tensive musical examples are 
printed and exact timings are 
given where to find them on 
the CD), Schumann reverses 
all expectations. Beats fall in 
the “wrong” place; movements 
are in the “wrong” keys (fast 
movements in the unsettling 
minor — mostly G minor — 
and slow movements in the 
surprisingly poignant major); 
cadences are suspended where 
you think they’ll resolve. Dedi- 
cated to Chopin, Kreisleriana 
demonstrates equally Schu- 
mann’s devotion to Bach. Vos- 
gerchian charges into Schu- 
mann’s personal turmoil al- 
most before the music starts. 
She brings to the quiet pas- 
sages an exquisite lyric voice 
— a singing voice — that 
turns thematic phrases into 
aching melodies. The last 
movement has the creepy chill 
of walking through cobwebs. 

If Vosgerchian finds the Ari- 
adne thread in the labyrinth of 
Schumann’s strange and hyp- 
notically compelling fragments, 
she’s also at home in the large- 
scale architecture — the 
largest — of Schubert’s B-flat 
Sonata (composed just two 
months before he died). She guides 
you expertly through the spacious 
rooms and corridors yet never fails 
to point her flashlight into the dark 
corners and secret passageways. 
This is one of the supreme piano 
masterpieces written for the piano, 
and Vosgerchian reveals its universal 
profundity as she acknowledges its 
eccentricity. The first movement is a 
constellation of worldly wisdom and 
heavenly innocence, calm accep- 
tance and quaking terror. The slow 
movement is unutterably poignant in 





| its stoicism. The Scherzo is a comic 


dance on the edge of a cliff. A tolling 


' bell (“It tolls for thee”) is always 


lurking behind the Finale’s almost 
desperate gaiety. 
Everywhere, Vosgerchian plays out 


| the overwhelming force of her full 


and enlightened conviction with ‘crys- 


don,” this is the call he has been 
waiting for. 

“It’s a dream-come-true job be- 
cause I have to compose 24 hours a 
day,” he says in his burry baritone. “I 
have instruments around, and I 
sometimes program things, some- 
times write stuff down, sometimes we 
set up microphones and I watch the 
show and I play guitar along with it, 
and it has every kind of musical as- 
pect of anything I do or aspire to do, 
and it has to be done yesterday. 
There’s no time to be afraid, there’s 
no time to doubt oneself, you just 
have to do it.” 

Until now, Zevon’s songs have 
been miniature stories of their own, 
mixing irony with pathos, getting 
filled with misled characters who in- 
variably find themselves in trouble 
(e.g., the mini-opus “Roland the

Learning To Flinch (Giant/Reprise), 
his most recent release, is a collection 
of acoustic versions of 17 of his 
songs, recorded around the globe 
during his 1992 “Piano Fighter” tour 
(trivia buffs note: “Lawyers, Guns 
and Money” was recorded at Bos- 
ton’s Paradise). “It’s been about 12 
years since I made a live album. I 
think it’s a good idea to have a live 
document of yourself every decade or 
so.” 

But, he hastens to add, this is no 
“unplugged” album, riding the cur- 
rent trend for bands who want to be 
taken seriously. “In Australia, I said, 
don’t put the word ‘unplugged’ on 





the poster, and I also said don’t put | 
the word ‘acoustic’ on the poster, be- | 
cause it implies that the show is much | 
softer than it actually is. Why not the | 


word solo?” 


Vastly different from his 1980 live | 


album, Stand in the Fire, Flinch is 
thick with music, the expansive ar- 
rangements stretching the limits of 
each song despite the spare instru- 
mentation. Dividing himself between 
piano and guitar (and occasional syn- 
thesizer), Zevon is a consuming one- 
man show. He twists the slide-guitar- 
dominated “Worrier King” into’a deft 
display of fretboard skill. But the best 
songs find him at the piano: “Ex- 
citable Boy” and “Splendid Isolation” 
make the best use of the solo presen- 
tation, the stark, bleak, blackly sunny 
stories they tell fitting neatly with his 
often complex keyboard wizardry. 

If Route 66 is a success, however,

it may mark a turning point for 
Zevon the songwriter; Learning To 
Flinch could be the last album of 
songs he will have time for in the next 
few years. (The title, he says, has to 
do with “deli trays. The flinching rit- 
ual begins on the road, when you see 
the rainbow on the meat of the deli 
tray.”) Or he may wait until he wants 
to hear some of his own favorite mu- 
sic. “I write songs because I want to 
hear them. I try to write my own hit 
parade. I’ve always said, no one else 
wrote ‘Lawyers, Guns and Money,’ 
so I did. 

“My job is to write the songs I 
want to hear, and record them in a 


way that whatever I’ve heard seems | 


the most entertaining recording, and 
work on it until I’m so sick of it I 
can’t listen to it any more. There’s no 
other reason to write songs.” 
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Mike Scott goes New Age and 


disappears into his navel

t’s a real shame about what hap- 

pened to Waterboys leader Mike 

Scott. It seems he was hanging 

around at Stonehenge one day when 

some druids from another planet 
swooped down from the heavens and 
zapped him off to parts unknown. In his 
place they sent down a Scott clone, who 
sings like the real one and knows the band’s 
back catalogue by heart. Like the real Scott, 
this new guy is a gifted pop craftsman, with 
an optimistic streak a mile wide. Unlike the 
real one, this guy is an airhead. 

That’s one possible explanation for 
Dream Harder (Geffen), the first new al- 
bum by Scott (who records with a chang- 
ing line-up of side players under the Wa- 
terboys name) in three years. Another is 
that he’s simply gotten lost in his latest at- 
tempt to reinvent the band. With a new 
record contract under his belt, he’s 
ditched the acoustic/Celtic sound of the 
last two Waterboys albums (the brilliant 
Fisherman’s Blues and the spottier but still 
rewarding Room To Roam) in favor of a 
big-guitar sound with psychedelic over- 
tones. Unfortunately, the new songs he’s 
written —- warmhearted but often dippy 
odes to positivism and spirituality — 
aren’t well suited to the louder rock for- 
mat. Although on the surface it’s his 
toughest album, what we’ve really got here 
is watered-down Waterboys. 

The opener, “The New Life,” shows old 
fans what they’re in for: an attractive pop 
gloss with little substance. Once the appeal 
of the stacked guitars wears off, you start 
noticing that Scott’s playing up his Scot- 


tish accent as he never has before. It used 
to be offhand and charming; now it’s a 
self-conscious mark of authenticity. 

You also notice that his vocal sounds 
strangely out-of-synch with the instrumen- 
tal track, as if the two had been recorded 
at different times and places (which is en- 
tirely possible, since many of the lyrics are 
still Celtic-inspired, but these tracks were 
largely recorded in Scott’s newly adopted 
home of New York). Nobody else returns 
from the previous albums, but instead of 
forming a new group of Waterboys, he 
made this album with all-pro session play- 
ers whose various résumés include Mc- 
Cartney, Zappa and Mellencamp. They 
play with the faceless precision that one 
might expect. 

It’s also hard not to notice how Scott’s 

missing the mark as a lyricist these days. 
There was plenty of optimism on the last 
two Waterboys records, but it sounded 
hard-won and convincing. On the title 
track from Fisherman’s Blues, Scott’s 
whoops of joy were those of a long-frus- 
trated dreamer who finally finds peace of 
mind within reach. On the same album, “ 
. And a Bang on the Ear” found the singer 
so elated by a new love affair that he makes 
peace with a dozen ex-girlfriends, mention- 
ing them all by name and taking the blame 
for whatever went wrong. And Room To 
Roam’s opener, “In Search of a Rose,” was 
a quietly poetic salute to the quest for in- 
spiration and the risks that come with it. 

Compare that to the New Age noodlings 
on the new album, where Scott’s word- 
smithing gets reduced to sing-song rhymes 
such as this (from “The New Life”): “The 
day is wide open/The sky is blue/The 
world is a miracle/And so are you.” The 
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WHAT HAPPENED TO HIS LYRICS? “the day is wide 
open/The sky is blue/The world is a miracle/And so are you.” 


same song goes on to offer this political 
statement: “Generals, presidents, how do 
you do?/I can make it with or without 
you.” The blissed-out “Corn Circles” and 
“Good News” make unconvincing cases 
for his newfound spirituality, and “Spiritu- 
al City” marks his all-time lyrical nadir: 
“Spiritual thought, spiritual life, spiritual 
city, spiritual wife/Spiritual work, spiritual 
war, spiritual city, spiritual law/Spiritual 
city gonna watch you grow/Hey, ho, ske- 
doodle-addle-o.” Take it as proof that be- 
ing Celtic and finding God doesn’t auto- 
matically make you Van Morrison. 

In most cases, Scott’s knack for hooks 
is enough to make the album listenable. 
But even that fails on “The Return of Jimi 
Hendrix,” which pictures the master com- 
ing back to life and setting New York 
ablaze with his guitar. Nice idea, but the 
execution is a mess, with Scott reciting 


purple prose against a backdrop of over- 
done synth effects and overplayed guitar. 
Sounds as if that wasn’t really Hendrix he 
spotted; it was only Lenny Kravitz. 

The Kravitz resemblance doesn’t end 
there: Scott too seems to have the notion 
that you can recapture the magic of a 
great 60s album simply by replicating the 
sounds. So Dream Harder is filled with 
sonic throwbacks: “I Am the Walrus” key- 
boards on “Glastonbury Song”; a phased 
vocal 4 la Pink Floyd on “Preparing To 
Fly”; a sitar on “Spiritual City.” There’s 
even a ripoff of the old Waterboys on the 
single “The Return of Pan,” where a clar- 
inet does a good imitation of the departed 
Steve Wickham’s fiddle lines. Consider 
this album the modernized, slicked-up ver- 
sion of the real Waterboys — which is, of 
course, just another way of calling it a sell- 
out. Q

mere 100 or so people 
came to the concert by 
Maldita Vecindad y los Hi- 
jos del 52 Patio (“Damn 
Neighborhood and the 
Sons of the Fifth Tenement”) and Caifanes 
last week at Nightstage. For bands so pop- 
ular back home that they regularly draw

must have been a shock to play for so few, 
but the joky punkish Maldita, the opening 
act, didn’t show the slightest disappoint- 
ment. They riffed fast, drummed even 
faster, and jumped around on stage like a 
hardcore band slam-dancing. 

Rocco, the group’s singer, laughed 
through “Un gran circo” and yowled the 
funky “Un poco de sangre” and “Tojo” 
(all from El Circo, on BMG). The band’s 
anything- “goes rhythm section bounced 


from ska to rai to merengue to bebop 
beats. During the percussion break of 
“Kumbala,” a sultry cumbia, Pacho, the 
group’s drummer, stepped to the front row 
of mikes and invited girls from the audi- 
ence up on stage to dance with him. Since 
almost the entire audience was dancing 
vigorously already, he had his pick. 

Boston has had scant chance to discover 
how free of cliché Mexican rock is. Our 
large Spanish-speaking population comes 
almost entirely from other Latin countries. 
We know Puerto Rico’s bomba and Cuba’s 
salsa and mambo, but unless you’ve been 
to Mexico City lately, you’re not likely to 
be familiar with the liberating, rule-break- 
ing hybridizations that make Mexican pop 
such an exciting gamble. 

What’s more, the music’s closest sources 
are as unfamiliar as the groups doing the 
sourcing. Maldita’s “Pata de perro” mixes 
calypso rhythm with the sing-songy teenage 
rock of France’s Indochine — a group who 
draw bigger concert crowds in Latin coun- 
tries than the Beatles did. “Crudelia” com-

bines bar-band blues, prog-rock guitar 
licks, disco drumming, and tribal chants — 
an exciting oddity without much precedent 
on MTV, though it comes up occasionally 
in the hot world of club-dance DJ] mixing. 
Their catchiest song, “Mare,” joins West 
African mbalax to a bomba beat, Rocco’s 
speechmaking, and a long, smoky-voiced 
rap that sounds a whole lot like the music 
of Paris’s great Senegalese rap star, M.C. 
Solaar — again, a name unknown to US 
ears but very much at home in the neigh- 
borhood of Mexico City (“52 patio”) that 
Maldita use as part of their band name. 

But it’s Caifanes’ music, not that of 
Maldita, that really shocks Boston listeners. 
Mexico’s most popular rock band play in a 
style that sounds approximately like main- 
stream radio rock — Guns N’ Roses, Rush, 
Van Halen, Led Zep. Their complex art-rock 
orchestrations splay through nasty melodies 
that zap across two guitars and an electric 
bass; the whole structure is capped by the 
screamy stuttering and adenoidal whimpers 
of lead voice Saul Hernandez. The band love

to play sweetly operatic synth and guitar 
overtures like those that make “Piedra” and 
“Tortuga” feel (at first!) a lot like softie ex- 
tensions of Zep’s “Stairway to Heaven.” 

The details of Caifanes’ sound pattern, 
however, undo every expectation about 
where their songs will end up. As the band 
move from intensely melancholy rhythm 
riffs to Hernandez’s plaintive wailing to 
one of master guitarist Alejandro Mar- 
covich’s noise-and-flutter solos, the rhythm 
changes from tight to loose to downright 
sloppy, as if the band were searching out a 
sound they hadn’t yet nailed down. At 
Nightstage they played so loosely they 
seemed to be rehearsing, trying out new 
harmonies and licks, but that’s also pretty 
much how they play in El Silencio (BMG), 
their current (and million-selling) album. 

Caifanes waltz and sway from a sweet- 
throated music of symphonic sighs and 
baleful sorrows to foot-stomp breakdowns, 
and they limp and lurch from swirling 
chorales to repetitive riffs, changing a 
song’s stroke, sense, and even its beat, and 
too bad if their sudden shifts bump a lis- 
tener off balance. They bounce up from 
cumbia to art rock and keep a dangerously 
slogging tempo — the half-speed tempo 
that causes the music of journeymen art- 
rock bands to drag horribly — without 
losing their options: a band with a guitarist 
as resourcefully thrashy as Marcovich (he 
makes noise music sing) will rarely find 
themselves dead-ended. 

On El Silencio, Marcovich lays down 
unforgettable solos (and fills) with notes 
that change shape, texture, and mass as he 
drifts from the hurtfully ticklish details of a 
close-up like those in “Miércoles de 
ceniza” and “Debajo de tu piel” to the 
loud slash-and-scrape fiestas that give “El 
comunicador” and “Para que no digas que 
no pienso en ti” their uniquely grave sultri- 
ness. His playing ensures that Caifanes 
hold their own with the world’s great 
noise-and-roll bands — Voivod, France’s 
Noir Desir, Germany’s Einstiirzende 
Neubauten, and the Fall. Hardly the des- 
tiny you’d expect of a band with a sound 
base as mainstream as Caifanes’. Mar- 
covich does it- without once retreating to 
blues clichés, and at Nightstage he seemed 
happy to let fans stand at the edge of the 
stage, as close to his magic fingers as 
lovers ready to move into a kiss. Q

Out of the Bags and the Zulus, 
the United States of Boston

f this year’s Rumble proved any- 
thing, it was that loud, hard rock 
has come back with a vengeance. It 
also showed that there’s still a need 
for bands who can make those 
noises with a little humor, a little sophisti- 
cation, maybe even some non-wimpy pop 
smarts. One of the best new bands filling 
that need didn’t make it to the Rumble 
(though the members have either placed or 
won in the past), and they’ve played only a 
handful of gigs so far: United States, who 
| are now making the transition from “new 
| project by local heroes” into “potentially 
| huge band in their own right.” 
| The best and worst thing about the band 
is that they’re a local supergroup, including 
| two-thirds of the Bags (singer/guitarist 
| Crispin Wood and drummer Jim Janota) 
| and one of this town’s most-admired rock- 
| ers, ex-Zulus/current Concussion Ensem- 
| ble member Rich Gilbert on guitar (with an 
| unknown bassist, Chris Blue, thrown in for 
| good measure). And supergroups always 
| bring with them a built-in audience and 
| built-in skepticism. But what this one deliv- 
| ers is pretty much what you’d hope for: a 


meeting of the Bags’ out-for-kicks rock 
with Gilbert’s six-string fireworks. It’s pro- 
gressive and, well, bitchin’ at the same time. 

Cornered at their practice space this 
week, Wood and Gilbert chewed over the 
current hard-rock revival. “A lot of this 
new movement is just as corporate as the 
worst things from the ’70s, though it’s de- 
scribed as alternative grunge,” Wood of- 
fers. Both admit to being impressed by Nir- 
vana and skeptical about Pearl Jam, liken- 
ing the scene to the Beatles/Stones wars a 
long time ago. “You can take any era of 
music, and there’s always innovators and 
imitators,” adds Gilbert. “When you are 
your own personality, you stand out.” “I'd 
like to think our songs are written and ar- 
ranged with less regard to fashion, or any 
of the currently appropriate things that 
make bands perform,” Wood continues. 
“But of course, every band says that.” 

The band got formed casually; the Zulus 
and Bags were sharing a practice space 
when both bands were falling apart. On 
stage and off, the two guitarists seem an 
odd but appropriate match: Wood the 
eternal rocker, Gilbert the musical explor- 
er. On stage Wood tends to get into a 
head-shakin’ frenzy, shouting out the 
lyrics (“This stuff is powerfully pure ! It

tastes just like ma-nure !” — yes, there’s a 
tongue-in-cheek element here) while 
Gilbert throws bone-crunching solos 
wherever a space opens up.

So far United States are still in the launch- 
ing stages, with Wood writing more songs 
and Gilbert jumping among other projects 
(including intensive rehearsals for next 
week’s Zulus reunion).

Wood 
adds, “If you've been in a band for a number 
of years, there’s a tendency to take it for 
granted. There’s been times in the past 
where you’d just go on stage and slough it 
off. We can’t afford that now.”

BOSTON GETS STONED. After a cou- 
ple years’ delay and bad luck, local pro- 
moters Mickey O’Halloran and A. J. 
Wachtel have gotten their collection of lo- 
cal bands’ Rolling Stones covers, Boston 
Gets Stoned, into the stores. The album 
follows similar comps of Beatles and Mo- 
town covers, and it was launched last week 
with a well-attended, multi-band blowout - 
at the Middle East. 

As usual with comps of this nature, not 
every track is a gem. You’re going to get 
some standard, bar-band retreads of 
Stones tunes (Release, Digger) and weird 
rearrangements (the Count’s and Lou Mi- 
ami’s techno-cabaret versions of “Brown 
Sugar” and “Play with Fire,” respectively) 
along with some fresh-and-fun covers. 
Fortunately, at least half these 19 tracks 
fall into the latter category. 

Many of the best moments come from 
well-known local bands, but not exclusive- 
ly. Snidely Whiplash, whoever they are, 
have a blast with “Star Star,” and the 
thrown-together band Torn & Frayed do 
fine with Exile on Main Street ’s wasted fi- 
nale, “Soul Survivor.” As for the better- 
known bands, the Swinging Steaks rock 
righteously on “Live with Me” (the only 
track actually produced by ex-Stones pro- 
ducer Jimmy Miller, who gets cover credit 
for doing the whole thing; he helped with 
mastering on the rest); and Robin Lane 
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does a lovely “Salt of the Earth” without 
sweetening the nitty-gritty lyric. 

There are also strong turns from Laurie 
Geltman, the Lyres (repeated from their 
own album), and John Lincoln Wright; and 
Slaves leader Dick Tate throws a funny 
Jagger imitation into their “Street Fighting 
Man.” And Miss Xanna Don’t certainly 
finds a new angle in “Dead Flowers” by 
ad-libbing the line “I'll be in my basement 
room/With k.d. lang on our honeymoon.”

BLUES ON CD. Local writer Frank John

*m in heaven. I’ve just come from 

one of the most sublime and mov- 

ing concerts I’ve ever heard. An ad 

hoc trio made up of the cream of 

the younger generation of musi- 
cians — pianist Peter Serkin, violinist 
Pamela Frank, and cellist Yo-Yo Ma — 
played two supreme piano trios: 
Beethoven’s penultimate trio, Opus 70 No. 
2, in E-flat, and Schubert’s second and 
last trio, Opus 100, also in E-flat. 

This was a special event at Sanders The- 

atre — a benefit performance for Young 
Audiences of Massachusetts, an affiliate of 
a 33-chapter national non-profit network 
that devotes itself to making sure there will 
be a future audience for concert music. 
Mariagements, record contracts, and other 
alliances keep these three long- 
time friends from playing more 
frequently together. Last year, 
Serkin and Ma gave an extraor- 
dinary Bach and Beethoven 
recital for YAM that wound up 
second on my 1992 10-best 
list. This one may prove hard to 
beat for the top spot in ’93. 

Both Serkin and Frank come 
from famous musical families. 
Perhaps the best thing Peter’s 
father, the late Rudolf Serkin, 
ever did was the piano part on 
two of the three greatest 
recordings of the Schubert E- 
flat Trio, both with Adolf (his 
father-in-law) and Herman 
Busch (both are currently 
available: the 1935 on EMI, 


most himself. Serkin/Frank/Ma aston- 
ished the audience with its startling juxta- 
positions of tempo and volume, and the 
deep melancholy underlying its sweetness. 

The first movement begins with a slow 
canon, Poco sostenuto, that explodes into 
a vigorous Allegro, ma non troppo — a 
pattern that recurs over and over through- 
out the movement, as if Beethoven kept 
looking back sadly, tenderly to Bach, then 
resolving to take his future in a different 
direction. (Shame on the co-ordinators of 
the 30-page program for not giving us any 
musical information — not even a list of 
the individual movements — beyond the 
title, opus number, and key, and not even 
those were completely correct.) 

In the second movement, the contrast 
is between a gracious minuet and a wilder 
(Hungarian?) folk dance. The violin 
leads off the third movement with one of

These three players led the audi- 
ence through every surprising hairpin 
turn yet never lost the thread, the heart- 
beat, the human pulse of the entire 
work. 

The uncanny Schubert gives each player 
plenty of opportunities to shine. Serkin’s 
rippling upward runs, trills, and tremolos 
were like messages from another world. 
Frank’s legato had the lilting warmth of a 
dance of love. And Ma’s reticence in the 
great soulful cello theme of the funeral 
march (which chillingly reappears in the | 
last movement), so private it’s almost a | 
whisper, is one of the wonders of contem- 
porary musicmaking. But the most im- 
pressive quality of this performance was

(Geffen). As popular as piano trios 
are, and as adventuresome as 
some of the best have been (e.g., 
Bill Evans, Paul Bley), the ensem- 
ble's inherent tonal limitations can 
easily drag the music down into a 
mire of boring sameness — unless 
you've got a pianist with intense 
original vision and, most impor- 
tant, a lot of drive. Longtime Pat 
Metheny Group keyboardist Lyle 
Mays has plenty of original ideas, 
but he tends to play more from his 
brain than his gut, and though he 
tries, he doesn't always coax 
breath out of the format, even with 
the solid creative support of 
bassist Marc Johnson and drum- 
mer Jack DeJohnette. 

The thin line between quiet 
introspection and utter lifelessness 
is nearly crossed here; a couple of 
tunes are just this side of soporific. 
Mays's cerebral approach works 
best with more-complex pieces 
like “Lincoln Reviews His Notes,” 
the two free improvs, “Trio #1” and 
“Trio #2,” and the title track. But 
the best all-around performance is 
“Hard Eights”: Mays’s excellent 
solo establishes a few simple 
lines, then gradually builds them 
up until they're surrounded by a 
whirlpool of notes.

| **1/2 Donald Brown, CAUSE 


AND EFFECT (Muse). Another 
fine Joe Henderson album. 


| Unfortunately, the tenor of the 
| hour is just a sideman, so you 


have to wait a bit between appear- 
ances. But he never disappoints. 
Even on such radio fodder as 
“Theme for Mandela” he plays as 
if he'd been handed a choice 
piece of music to explore; he's sly 
and thoughtful, building to one of 
his trademark cry-of-the-heart cli- 
maxes. And he plays his own old 
chestnut “Black Narcissus” as if he 
had just written the thing and were 
still reveling in the first flush of dis- 
covery. 

Meanwhile leader Brown, a 
pianist and Blakey grad, has 
devised a smart program that 
sounds like a slightly left-of-center 
mid-'60s Blue Note date — Brown 
recalling Herbie Hancock, vibist 
Steve Nelson recalling Bobby 
Hutcherson, and flutist James 
Spaulding adding firsthand 
authenticity. Brown is an interest- 
ing composer — his “Daddy's Girl 
Cynthia,” a ballad, sounds like a 
cross between a Monk song and 
“Holiday for Strings” — and this 
would be a more solid effort if it 
weren't for the occasional well- 
meaning but hoky spoken-word 
interlude (one such recitation con- 
tains a reference to English 
philosopher John Locke, certainly 
a first in the annals of uplift). 
Henderson fans, though, should 
definitely check it out.

had any doubts that Barrence 


Whitfield is an honestly gifted 
singer and not just a screamin’ 
demon, this relaxed and rootsy 
session should set them aside. 
Collaborating with Texan songwrit- 
er Russell (who contributes four 
songs, arrangements, and occa- 
sional vocals), Whitfield does 
everything he can't comfortably do 
with the Savages — both musical- 
ly (jump blues, backporch acous- 
tics, hard country rock, reggae) 
and lyrically (Southern imagery 
and black consciousness). And 
they throw on a pair of left-field 
tracks, one that works (Jimmy 
Driftwood's “What Is the Color of a 
Soul of a Man,” where Whitfield 
turns into Tom Waits) and one that 
doesn't (“Chocolate Cigarettes,” 
where his Edith Piaf is just too big 
a stretch). 

Camaraderie between the two 
singers is a definite plus. Whit- 
field's off-stage comments enliven 
Russell's novelty tune “Cuban 
Sandwich"; and their closing dia- 
logue on “Cleaning Windows” 
catches the spirit of one of Van 
Morrison's most warmhearted 
songs. High point: Bob Dylan's 
“Blind Willie McTell,” an over- 
looked mid-'80s gem that was cry- 
ing out for this kind of tough, 
swampy treatment.

**x%* POND (Sub Pop). Beneath 
a dark, murky surface of distorted 
guitars, fuzzy bass, and pounding 
drums, Pond’s debut harbors invit- 
ing hypnotic melodies and strong 
undercurrents of '60s pop psyche- 
delia. The Portland (Oregon) trio 
settle in Screaming Trees territory 
with the churning, Eastern-tinged 
drone of the disc's foreboding 
opener, “Young Splendor.” But the 
snappy bass/drum groove and 
slashing power chords of “Perfect 
Four” and the undulating vocal 
harmonies that weave through 
“Foamy” suggest something more

Singer/guitarist Charlie Camp- 
bell wrings all the melodic possibil- 
ities from the driving one-chord 
verse of “Agatha,” and he stum- 
bles onto a simple, memorable 
hook by stuttering the song's title 
in a noisy chorus. “Wheel” and 
“Filler” get lost in generic metallic 
confusion, but bassist Chris Brady 
and drummer Dave Triebwasser 
find the right dynamic with the 
pounding mid-tempo groove of 
“Tree.” They provide a sturdy foun- 
dation for Campbell's distinctive 
layers of warm, mesmerizing 
vocals and swirling, circular guitar 


riffing.

It's disappointing that Ford, the 
rigorous leaping diva who made 
Snap’s “The Power” soar and dive 
like a 500-foot bungee jump, 
chooses to wear so many rhyth- 
mic hand-me-downs on her first 
solo album since 1982. Why, 
when she's proven that her over- 
the-top soprano can dominate 
dancers, does she knock her 
voice down to semi-funky new 
jacks and obsolete hip-hop, or 
submit “I'll Be There,” “Power 
Abdve.” dnd *Whefevert U*Are 
Tonight” to Whitney Houston's

** Posies, FROSTING ON THE 
BEATER (DGC). These Seattle 
popsters, from their 1989 debut as 
the duo of Jon Auer and Ken 
Stringfellow, have always turned 
out tuneful and well-crafted work, 
and this recording is no exception. 
Don Fleming's production is high- 
er-gloss than previous Posies 
stuff, but it isn’t slick, and it's not 
the problem. The problem is that 
too many of the songs lack snap 
and real personality. You spot a bit 
of dB's here, a touch of Sgt. 
Pepper there, but the elements 
don't always jell. And though gui- 
tarists/singers Auer and String- 
fellow, with drummer Mike Mus- 
berger and new bassist Dave Fox, 
get off a pretty good grunge jam 
on the aptly named “Burn & 
Shine,” | suspect their hearts 
aren't in it. 

The first side maintains a rea- 
sonably good mid-level pop buzz, 
particularly on “Dream All Day” 
and the dry satire of rock-band 
hype, “Flavor of the Month.” Side 
two runs out of steam on slower, 
‘60s-folk-influenced melodies 
showcasing vocals and har- 
monies. At the end, “Coming Right 
Along” crawls right along, inter- 
minably, for its entire 6:18.

***1/2 Paula Robison, BRA- 
SILEIRINHO: CHOROS, CHOR- 
INHOS, BOSSAS, & BACH. 
Classical flutist Paula Robison 
applies virtuosity and verve to 
quirky but beautiful classics from 
old Brazil. Choro, which means 
“weep,” emerged in 1870s Rio de 
Janeiro, when local musicians 
began interpreting European 
dances using improvisation and 
Afro-Brazilian rhythms. By the 
1920s, choros and their faster 
cousins, chorinhos, ruled in Rio, 
influencing even Brazil's great 
composer Heitor Villa Lobos. 
Against rhythmic, jangly plucked 
and strummed string accompani- 
ment, a flute typically plays choro's 
circuitous melodies. 

Hence Robison’s attraction to 
the material. She's assembled a 
dazzling quintet of Brazilians for 
this recording, so while her impec- 
cable technique lends the music 
stately dignity, they provide the 
ear-tickling rhythmic drive. “Andre 
de Sapato Novo,” by Andre Victor 
Correa, exemplifies the tugging, 
inside-out rhythms of a burning 
chorinho. Choro great Pixinguin- 
ha's “Carinhoso” displays the 
music's sensuous, lyrical side. The 
two bossas (including Jobim's 
“Manha da Carnaval.” from Black 
Orpheus) and two Bach snippets 
(including “Air on the G String”) 
seem calculated for mass appeal, 
but they take nothing from the 
knotty melodies and succinct

*** Middle Earth, WELCOME 
TO MIDDLE EARTH (Earth 
Tune). Music like this tends to 
stump categorizers. The melodies 
are pop-friendly and instantly 
memorable, the solos are jazzy, 
and the whole package gives off a 
faint scent of New Age. But it’s not 
pop: there are no vocals, and the 
only guitars are acoustic. It's not 
New Age: there's hardly a key- 
board in sight. And it's not really 
jazz: the front line consists of flute, 
oboe, and cello. The closest 
cross-references that spring to 
mind are the folk experimentation 
of Pentangle and especially the 
medieval and Renaissance lean- 
ings of Gryphon. 

But let's forget comparisons — 
this is too fine an album to weigh 
down in such a manner. Mathias 
Sylbert's writing and arranging 
skills make great use of all the 
lead instruments; a simple tune 
quickly becomes a study in harmo- 
ny and counterpoint. Prime exam- 
ples are “Faith,” the lovely flute- | 
and-oboe duet on “The Celestial 
Prairie,” and “The Enchanted 
Voyage of the Beloved Lady 
Vortex,” a slow-building epic. 
Occasionally the music becomes a 
bit too pretty, and the band could 
stand to be less laid-back, but 
overall this is a refreshing change 
from what most groups are offer- | 
ing these days.

Mercury). This brilliant concept 
album was a huge fall '91 hit in 
England, and for good reason. 
Combining early '70s soul, gospel- 
influenced vocals, hip-hop, and 
hard-bop jazz, the YDs are part of 
England's late-'80s/early-'90s 
“Rare Grooves” movement, which 
gave us the Brand New Heavies. 
But where the BNHs are the 
groovy 1970s of bell-bottoms and 
wah-wah guitar, the YDs are the 
‘70s of Stevie Wonder's /nner- 
visions or Marvin Gaye's What's 
Goin’ On. Featuring the capable 
vocals and impressive songwriting 
of former Soul Ii Soul vocalist 
Carleen Anderson, songs like 
“Apparently Nothin,’ ” “Move On” 
and “All | Have” project the sexy 
sass of early Rufus. 

The three-part, 15-minutes-plus 
“Freedom Suite” is a contempo- 
rary reworking of Sonny Rollins’s | 
1957 political jazz masterpiece | 
that is worthy of the invocation. | 
Part one, “Freedom,” is a dark, 
cynical take on racial stereotypes; | 
part two, “Wanting,” is a sermon- | 
like declaration of “I just want to be 
free/Enough to do my thing.” Part 
three, “To Be Free,” is a bass-and- 
vibes-heavy instrumental with the 
refrain, “A right to live/A right to 
love/A right to choose/For me, not 
you” that brings parts one and two 
full circle. The distracting, 
lightweight rappers Master Ace 
and M.C. Mell “O” are the album's | 
only down side.

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Cruel reality 


Alice K. ruminates over the return of her ex

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
writhing with anxiety and disbelief. 

He is back, she thinks. Mr. Cruel is 
back. 

Alice K. is astonished. 

Mr. Cruel was Alice K.’s moody and complex 
boyfriend for four long and excruciatingly difficult years. 
She met him the year after she graduated from college, 
and she has always considered him one of her first adult 
relationships — or, at least, one of the first relationships 
that taught her anything about being an adult and being 
in a relationship at the same time. 

“Mr. Cruel was about anger and power and control,” 
Alice K. has often said to Dr. Y. “Mr. Cruel was about 
being in a relationship where you don’t get what you 
need, and where you refuse to accept that, and you 
refuse to give up, and you refuse to do anything but re- 
live the same drama, over and over and over.” 

When she talks about the moody and complex Mr. 
Cruel to Dr. Y., her heart still races. 

Oh, the memories. The trauma. Alice K. stares at the 
ceiling and thinks back. 

At one point, toward the end of 
their relationship and for close to 
a year afterward, Mr. Cruel domi- 
nated virtually every aspect of 
Alice K.’s life.

That’s why she called him Mr. 
Cruel (his real name is Johnny D.; 
real pseudonym, fake initial). 
Alice K. felt like she lived in the 
palm of his hand, and at any 
moment Mr. Cruel could smash 
his hands together and crush her 
like a bug. 

It has taken Alice K. years to ‘ 
piece that part of her past togeth- 
er, to understand why she was so 
drawn to Mr. Cruel and to figure 
out what went wrong. 

She met him at a dinner party thrown by mutual 
friends. She didn’t like him at first. Alice K. thought Mr. 
Cruel was good looking and rather charismatic but also 
opinionated and arrogant; she remembers thinking he 
was an insecure man, someone who overcompensated by 
showing off how much he knew. But Mr. Cruel pursued 
Alice K., and he pursued her intensely, with a vigor and 
a level of sophistication that made Alice K. feel special 
and valued in a way she’d never felt before. Mr. Cruel 
wooed her, seduced her, pushed all the right buttons. 

Most of those buttons, Alice K. realizes in retrospect, 
were marked with words like CONFIDENCE and VALIDA- 
TION and SECURITY. At that time in her life, fresh out of 
college and terribly uncertain about who she was and 
where she was going, Alice K. was searching desperately 
for solutions, for something (or someone) to help make 
her feel adequate and mature and sophisticated and safe 
in the world. And Mr. Cruel appeared: a boisterous, live- 
ly artist, a few years older than Alice K. and possessed of 
a far more fully developed persona. 

In effect, Mr. Cruel presented himself as the solution 
Alice K. needed (or she perceived him that way; she’s 
still not sure if there’s a difference), and within a matter 
of months she had surrendered to him: surrendered her 
ego and her future and every ounce of her self-esteem. 

CREATE ME! INVENT ME! TELL ME WHO | AM! Lying there 
in bed, Alice K. thinks she might as well have been wear- 
ing T-shirts at the time, emblazoned with those words. 
The problem, of course, was that despite her neediness, 
Alice K. understood on some level that no one had the 
power to “invent” a life for her, not even Mr. Cruel. On 
some level, she understood that life was not a board 
game, that she couldn’t just skip over the three-quarters 
of the board marked GROWING uP and land, without so 
much as a flinch, in the square marked ADULT. 

So even as Alice K. invested Mr. Cruel with power 
over her life and feelings and future, she knew that it was 
false; the tactic was. bound to backfire. 

And backfire it did. 

Mr. Cruel, you see, was exciting and decisive and full

would stand in Mr. Cruel’s apartment and scream this 
sometimes. “So what if I don’t exercise! So what if I 
have friends you don’t like! What difference does it 
make!” 

Of course, Mr. Cruel couldn’t accept Alice K. the way 
she was, in part because Alice K. herself could not, and 
in part because (she now suspects) he was incapable of 
that kind of love in the first place. 

Dr. Y. often encourages Alice K. to look at relation- 
ships in terms of dances: who leads, who follows, who 
determines the tempo and speed and music. When she 
thinks of her relationship with Elliot M., for example, 
Alice K. thinks about a nice, easy two-step: not too 
passionate, not too hard to master, but comfortable. 
The music is pleasant and no one steps on anybody’s 
toes. 

With Mr. Danger, Alice K. never quite figured out the 
music. 

And with Mr. Cruel? Emotional slam-dancing: Boom! 
His wish to control her slamming up against her wish for 
independence. Crash! Her wish for someone to tell her 
how to lead her life slamming up against his inability to 
accept her. Slam! 

Alice K. has not seen Mr, Cruel for five years. 
Ultimately, he’d moved to New York to pursue his paint- 
ing career, and Alice K., after a tremendous amount of 
agonizing, had chosen not to accompany him. “Best 
decision I ever made,” she has repeatedly said to Ruth E. 
‘A terrible relationship. A disaster.” 

But a part of Alice K. has always wondered: if they had 
met at another time, would things have been different? If 
she’d felt more grounded in her own life and he’d felt 
more secure, could it have worked out? At his best, Mr. 
Cruel seemed to combine Elliot M.’s intelligence and 
sensitivity with Mr. Danger’s elusiveness and allure. She 
had never met anyone, before or since, who had so over- 
whelmed her. 

And now, Alice K. thinks, he’s back. 

She loved Mr. Cruel. She hated him. She is dying to 
see him.

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Esperanto 
Speaking as one 


with the universe 


ou are in an airport in a foreign country when a 
Vis: walks up and says, in a pleading voice, 

“Mi pardonpetas. Kie estas la necesejo?” 
Chances are you stare at him, bewildered — unless you 
happen to be one of the world’s several million speakers 
of Esperanto, the international language, in which case 
you tell the desperate man that the restrooms are near 
the baggage carousel. 

As so-called artifical languages go, Esperanto has 
been a slow, steady performer. Over the past 300 years, 
countless attempts have been made at creating an inter- 
national language — not for general use, but for bridg- 
ing the communication gaps that strain and inhibit rela- 
tions between countries. Few met with much success. 

More recently, the concept of artificial languages has 
been in the news for less ambitious reasons, thanks to 
Star Trek: The Next Generation. Producers of the show 
hired a linguist to develop Klingon, the idiom spoken 
by the program’s bellicose characters of the same 


name. Trekkies now study the language, which has an 
elaborate grammar and vocabulary, and drop Klingon 
words and phrases in conversation. 

Esperantists find Klingon amusing, but dismiss it as 
a passing fad. Esperanto has been around since 1887, 
when it was introduced by Ludwig L. Zamenhof, a 
Polish physician. Though Zamenhof’s dream of a truly 
international language has never fully materialized, 
there are legions of Esperanto speakers around the 
world, including dozens in the Boston area. Enthusiasts 
even commerorate the 
idealistic doctor with an 
annual celebration. 

“I wouldn’t miss a 
Zamenhof birthday for 
anything,” says Donner Lohnes, 47, a business consul- 
tant from Cambridge. 

As one of the unofficial leaders of an MIT Esperanto 
group, graduate student Jens Karlsson, 27, helps run 
regularly scheduled meetings. Some are for conversa- 
tion, but others are simply organized to play word 
games, like Scrabble, using Esperanto words. “It’s a 
way to pick up the vocabulary in a fun kind of way,” 
says Karlsson. 

Although English is often called the universal lan- 
guage, Esperantists think change is overdue. “On a 
practical level, English is a hard language to learn,” says 
Karlsson, a native of Sweden. “Esperanto you can pick 
up easily.” A stew of Latin, Greek, Romance, and 
Germanic languages, Esperanto is a quick study 
because of its stripped-down rules: all letters in the 
alphabet have only one sound, for example, and the var- 
ious parts of speech are formed simply by adding a dif- 
ferent ending to a root word (all nouns, for instance, 
end in o). There are virtually no exceptions to the rules. 

Karlsson adds there’s an ever-growing resentment 
toward reliance on English in international relations 
because of disagreement with the politics of English- 
speaking countries. Further, as communication via elec- 
tronic bulletin boards on computer networks becomes 
more popular, there’ll be an increasing need for a com- 
mon language. Politically neutral Esperanto, he says, is 
the ideal compromise. 
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Man 
ESPERANTO’S got a flag, but no TV show,

Critics argue that for an international language 
Esperanto is too Eurocentric. Karlsson says this issue 
nags at some Esperantists too, but points out that it 
doesn’t seem to bother residents of non-European 
countries. The Chinese government, for example, is one 
of the language’s biggest boosters, sponsoring 
Esperanto-education programs. In addition, he says, the 
language is evolving. As it “gains strength in Africa,” he 
predicts, “we should see see some influx of new words.” 

Interest in Esperanto, at least at MIT, may be grow- 
ing: when a seminar on Esperanto was scheduled to 
meet at the same time as a similar class on Klingon, 
many students were torn over which to attend. “Now,” 
says John Devlin, an MIT Esperantist, “if only we could 
get our own television show.”

A study in scene

hat makes a “scene”? 
Well, you sort of have to be there. Lansdowne Street on a Thursday night, 
for instance, is a study in scene. 
Avalon goes Euro. It's where Boston's bronzed, multi-cultural elite gathers, 
their striped Oxfords (top two buttons undone, third optional) tucked into 
baggy Riccardi jeans. One Panamanian regular, browsing a buffet of mousses, skin 
lotions, and hair spray displayed on the men’s-room sink, offers a quick census of the 
scene: “We're about 70 percent international and 30 percent American,’ he says. 
“And one hundred percent beautiful.” 
Next door, at Axis, a Berlin-like wall away from the Euro-Disney spectacle, the 
weekly Psychedelic Soul Shack party is pulsing to the hard rhythms of ‘70s-vintage 
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dance songs like Heatwave's “Boogie Nights.” 


Over on Boylston, the normally gay Quest becomes a magnet for the habit- 
ually aimless twentysomething crowd. On Thursdays the club’s called Genera- 
tion X, an anti-theme place “for people who have nowhere else to go,” says 
promoter Jonathan Cheriff. Call it a private franchise for the disenfranchised. 
Membership cards cost $30. 

Across town at Stuart Street’s newly opened Europa, the fledgling Asian 
scene is coalescing at the weekly Asian Night; across the river, Cambridge’s 
thriving live-music scene is rocking to its crescendo. In a few hours, the Euros 
will start winding down at a weekly after-hours party at the Loft. And this is 
only Thursday. 

Tomorrow night, it will all be different. 

So it goes within the ever-spinning kaleidoscope of the local club scene. 
Change is constant. Let’s see. Come September, Euro-scene impresario Seth 
Greenberg says, he might dismantle the Paradise to accommodate a major ex- 
pansion of M-80, on Comm Ave. Meanwhile, Boston club kingpin Patrick 
Lyons (CEO of the Lyons Group) will reportedly add Bunratty’s to a collec- 
tion that already includes most of the major clubs in the city. 

Quest just went straight on Thursdays, the Roxy just went Euro on Fridays, 
M-80 is Ground Euro on Saturdays, the Loft goes gay after hours on Satur- 
days, and so do Lansdowne’s Avalon and Axis on Sunday and Venus on 
Wednesdays. Or something like that. 

By definition, a “scene” is something that’s expressed in intangibles; factors 
like atmosphere, attitude, and style project an identifiable personality. Scenes 
reinvent themselves from night to night, from club to club; they represent the 
philosophical currency of the city’s style-brokers. 

Taken as a whole, Boston’s clubs comprise a mix of often short-lived and 
fast-changing scenes. It’s a far cry from a decade ago, when scenes were cate- 
gorized broadly. You had “rock clubs” like Spit, and “dance clubs” like the 
Metro. Subcultures like the gay community and the foreign-student popula- 
tion existed at the margins of local night life. 

But today, as clubs wage a kind of conceptual guerrilla warfare for the 
freshest, most lucrative niches, they provide a vibrant smorgasbord from 
which to sample the city’s sundry energies. 


Summer clubbin’ 

As the weather warms, Boston’s scenes evolve with the changing lifestyle 
and populations. Club-going college students are replaced by summer stu- 
dents, and by locals who attend school elsewhere. Urban dwellers tend to leave 
on weekends, and gear their club-going schedules to Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days; weekends become the preserve of the “bridge-and-tunnelers,” a New 
York term referring to the stylistically challenged suburban set. Outdoor lo- 
cales, like the roof decks at Quest and the Loft, become target venues. 

Sometimes you need a scorecard to keep track. 

Recently done to death in marketing, advertising, and media circles, the 
Generation X demographic (defined, for our purposes, as childless people in 
their mid- to late 20s) has become the latest darling of Boston’s niche-seeking 
club owners. 

On May 6, Axis launched its Thursday-night “Psychedelic Soul Shack” par- 
ty. The night is geared, says club manager Vinnie Cirincione, to the “deeper, 
more underground, funkier, super-soul, non-disco aspect of the ’70s. This is 
the Barry White ’70s, not the Barry Manilow ’70s.” The room teems with a 
mix of self-conscious hipsters and equally self-conscious anti-hipsters. It’s 
packed by 11:45 p.m., and the energy is decidedly dance-happy. 

“We do dance music, and the people in here like to dance,” Cirincione says. 
WHO LOVES YA BABY is spray-painted on one wall. You see beanbag chairs and 
orange shag carpets, an occasional big ‘fro, a few 1973-vintage sideburns, 
even a break-dancer. But faster than you can say “retro-overload,” it’s time to 
head to Generation X night at Quest. 

“Gen X” (as it’s called), which premiered on April 30, caters to a twen- 
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tysomething strain more inclined to hang- 
ing than grooving. It purports to provide 
drink and shelter for the victimized cohort 
portrayed in Douglas Coupland’s book of 
the same name. “This is a place for people 
who are too old for the college scene, but 
too young to wear a suit and tie,” says long- 
time Boston clubbie Erik Brown. 

Club promoter Jonathan Cheriff offers 
himself as representative of the target mar- 
ket. “There was no place for me to go,” 
says Cheriff, who’s the general manager of 
Venus de Milo and Bill’s the rest of the 
week. “I’m 25 years old, male, single, and 
heterosexual. I grew up in the ’70s and the 
’80s. I liked the Partridge Family and U2. 
All the Baby Boomers have the good jobs, 
and we’re left to wait for them to die. Pat 
Lyons [his boss] is 38 [Lyons says ‘thir- 
tysomething’] and he’s not about to die, so 
our generation needs each other to com- 
miserate with.” 

And, apparently, a place to do it. 

No one will accuse Gen X of being the 
product of original thinking. (Can’t they at 
least come up with a better name?) But for 
a market defined by its lack of definition, 
the place makes a cozy refuge. 
Schizophrenic as the Xers themselves, it of- 
fers roasted weenies and marshmallows at 
nine, different music on every floor, and a 
starry deck on the roof. 

“Everything in here is by Xers, and every- 
one who works here is over 25,” says Cher- 
iff. The place is billed as a 23-plus club. 
You can get in if you’re 21 or 22, “but 
you'll probably feel out of place,” he says. 


Beyond the Xers 

The Baby Busters aren’t the only loose 
hordes in Boston waiting to be absorbed. 
Consider these recent shifts in the existing 
club order: 

* Paradise Lost? 

Seth Greenberg puts the odds of an M- 
80 expansion at about 50-50. “We’re con- 
sidering making the room more accessible 
as a dance club without compromising the 
Paradise as a concert place,” he says. “But 
right now, it’s not clear whether I can do 
this.” 

What is clear is that the market for Euro- 
pean students is huge and ‘growing. Ac- 
cording to some estimates, 20,000 foreign- 
ers attend Boston-area schools. With big 
eyes and fat wallets, they represent a reces- 
sion-proof market in an age of tightened 
purses in America. That market, Greenberg 
says, extends beyond M-80’s sharp but rel- 
atively small digs, whether he expands the 
place or not. 

* Bunratty’s sold 

As for Bunratty’s, Lyons says the new 


management team will be installed in a few ~ 


weeks. “We plan to clean the place up, in- 
ject some professional management, and 
make it an asset in the community,” Lyons 
explains. Although it was thought of as a 
jewel among many local-music enthusiasts, 
Bunratty’s has never been considered a 
model of good club management. Among 
other things, it’s saddled with a somewhat 
checkered public-safety history that in- 
cludes the infamous shooting death of bar- 
tender Abel Harris in 1987. 

Lyons says it’s too soon to know what he 
has in store for the 186 Harvard Avenue 
space. For now, beyond the management 
overhaul, he plans to keep the club’s funda- 
mentals — name, design, attitude-free atti- 
tude — intact. “Nothing will be that visible 
to the clubgoer,” Lyons says. “After a while, 
we'll evaluate things and see where we want 
to go with it.” 

* Death of an institution 

Boston’s dance scene suffered a major 
blow when the beloved Cotton Club (for- 
merly the Gallery) blared its last beats on 
the night of May 1. Club owner Terrell Cal- 
loway cited financial reasons for shutting 
down, and it’s too soon to know if a new 
club will move into the 965 Mass Ave loca- 
tion, near Boston City Hospital. 

Though the Cotton Club attracted a 
range of dance-music connoisseurs on any 
given night, this was primarily a black club, 
and its closing, says former club manager 
Laura Tennyson, throws open a dancing 
market “that’s ripe for the picking in this 
town.” Tennyson says she’s received a slew 
of calls from incredulous former regulars of 
the club. “These people all need somewhere 
to go,” she says. 

* Addition by subtraction 

Narcissus and Celebration, Kenmore 
Square’s twin eyesores and musclehead 
magnets, will close at the end of this month. 
Polyester police beware: these people need 
somewhere to go, too. 

¢ Night and gay 

On June 6, Avalon will mark 15 years of 
gay clubbing. Each Sunday, as Avalon and 
Axis. both ring in the week by going gay, 


the spectacle of hot papts.and, whie,tank , ,- At,ajmpipimu 


tops criss-crossing the Green Monster has 
doubtless become the week’s most dynam- 
ic public celebration of gay nightlife in 
Boston. (Venus has a big gay night on 
Wednesdays.) 

Beyond Lansdowne, the gay scene hap- 
pens somewhere in town on any given 
night. The Loft attracts a homo/hetero mix 
after hours on Saturdays; Chaps (behind 
the Boston Public Library) and Quest are 
gay most nights, except when Quest goes 
Gen X on Thursdays and many homo hard- 
cores head next door to the Ramrod. 

¢ Anti-clubbers seeking scene 

For the club-averse in search of scene, or 
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stretches to include Latin American stu- 
dents, Middle Easterners, and some Asians 
— have parents who can afford to send 
them abroad to college. That’s the low end. 

The high end includes the sons and 
daughters of sheiks, royalty, and the occa- 
sional Third World dictator. And as they 
blow off their undergraduate steam in the 
States, this is a clientele willing to pay for 
the privilege of being treated like the royalty 
they are (or fancy themselves). Together, 
they comprise a club-going cash cow. Great 
theater, too. 

In front of M-80 on Wednesday night, 
for instance, the limos start double-parking

for those who simply don’t like to stay up 
that late (at least more than once a week), a 
gap exists. 

“There’s just a lot of people out there 
who just don’t like nightclubs,” says Sean 
Collins, co-owner of the Other Side Café, 
the self-consciously grunge Newbury 
Street coffee house. He puts forth his es- 
tablishment as an alternative. Though 
grunge might be dead, the Other Side 
isn’t. Since opening a year ago, complete 
with robust coffee mixes, beer, wine, sand- 
wiches, and hard-driving music on tapes 
(at conversation-friendly volumes), the 
place has attracted a steady stream of reg- 
ulars who are either 1) too busy brooding 
to engage in the high frivolity of club life 
or 2) looking for a place to kill a few hours 
before partaking in club life. 

If club life is born at around midnight, it 
gestates from 8 to 11 p.m., mainly on 
Newbury and Boylston Streets. Newbury’s 
Harvard Book Store Café and 29 New- 
bury are time-tested epicenters of the pre- 
club scene. (Both are artsy and Euro- 
heavy, but by no means niched.) Boyl- 
ston’s Mr. Leung and the refreshingly 
earthy Small Planet are, respectively, old 
and new standbys. The bars at Biba, on 
Boylston, and at Olives, in Charlestown, 
remain prime venues for the hipper gray- 
ing-temple set. Other prime haunts are 
Marais, on Boylston, which just celebrated 
its first birthday, and the newly opened 
Emporio Armani Express, on Newbury. 

¢ The People’s Republic of Night Life 

A word about Cambridge, live-music 
capital of the area: it features the incompa- 
rable Middle East, T.T. the Bear’s, Green 
Street Grill (Tuesday’s jazz night is one of 
the best-kept secrets), and the Plough and 
Stars, all within a walking radius of Cen- 
tral Square. Harvard Square has the over- 
hyped (but nonetheless authentic by local 
standards) House of Blues; Porter Square 
has the snug Christopher’s with its folksy 
live acts seven nights a week, and is also 
home to TOAD, a new bar and music club 
that opened next door to Christopher’s on 
May 21. 

It would be simplistic to compartmental- 
ize these Cambridge rooms as “live music 
scenes,” listed next to Kenmore Square’s 
Rat or Beacon Street’s Tam O’ Shanter. 
That would be like describing a single 
restaurant as “a food scene.” No, the ge- 
nius of Cambridge is its clubs’ refreshing 
lack of pretense and self-absorption. They 
provide welcome niche-free zones. 


World party , 

Call it Boston’s Ubertrend. The city’s 
fast-growing and free-spending cadre of in- 
ternational students has, in recent years, 
made the most dramatic splash on the local 
club scene. 


on Comm Ave at midnight. Those who 
deign to drive themselves pull up to the 
valct parking stand in their Mercedeses, 
BMWs, Ferraris, and Porsches. 

A short line forms on the sidewalk, be- 
neath a EUROHAUS banner, outside a gold- 
plated CLUB PRIVE sign hung on the front 
door. Members fork over $750 a year for 
the privilege of eschewing the line. If you’re 
a member, you go to your own private 
table. 

“We service these people because they 
expect to be serviced,” says club manager 
Nando Sostilio. “They expect to be invited 
here personally. They expect to be known at 
the door, and by their bartender. They ex- 
pect the security people and the valets to 
know them by name. Basically, they expect 
to be treated like kings, and we try to ac- 
commodate them.” 

Your eyes start to water from the per- 
fume and cologne. It hits you that some of 
the wardrobes in here cost more than you'll 
ever be worth. 

The Euro elite sip champagne out of 
tiny plastic cups as they cruise through a 
sea of exposed midriffs, pressing flesh, be- 
coming one with their scene. They kiss 
each other, once on each cheek. Sip sip, 
kiss kiss. The dance-pop music throbs, in- 
tensifying gradually. At 12:30 a.m., a few 
scattered people dance alone. By 1:30, the 
kids are wall to wall, dancing on the 
couches. 

Seth Greenberg opened M-80 with 
Patrick Lyons in 1989. Greenberg has 
holdings in a number of local venues, in- 
cluding the Paradise, Quest, and the Uni- 
versal. 

But he’s best known as Boston’s Euro- 
guru. His week consists of a stream of 
multi-cultural romps: Wednesday, Friday, 
and Saturday nights at M-80; Tuesday 
nights at the Universal; Thursday nights at 
Avalon; and Sunday’s at Esmé (at Marais, 
on Boylston Street). Socially and finan- 
cially, he has a stake in all of them. 

Greenberg sits perched in the rarified 
market zone of the high end, recession- 
proof. “M-80 sells more Dom [Perignon] 
and MGet than any other single location in 
New England,” boasts Greenberg, who is 
fluent in French and Hebrew as well as 
business. Bar tabs run well into the hun- 
dreds. Euros keep flowing into town like 
bubbly. Quite often, Sostilio says, all they 
knew of Boston before they arrived was 
what they’d heard of Greenberg’s clubs. 

“Seth has always had a total grasp on the 
Euro scene,” he says of his boss. “He owns 
these people.” 

But not exclusively — at least not any- 
more. 


The insurgents 


When a trio of foreign-born promoters 
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a Greek named Manos Linos, and a 
Colombian named Hossein Shadanlou — 
opened the Europa club on February 11, 
they directly challenged Greenberg’s Euro- 
pean monarchy in Boston. 

The interlopers came well versed in the 
art of filling rooms. They’d been throwing 
parties for years, in locales like the Loading 
Zone, and the just-closed Cotton Club on 
Friday nights. With Europa, a three-floor 
space at 51 Stuart Street, Muller, Linos, 
and Shadanlou hope to make the jump 
from “gypsy promoting” (insider slang) to a 
more permanent venture. 

Europa squares off with Greenberg on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays; on Fridays, the 
trio have consistently drawn more than 
1000 revelers to the Roxy, on Tremont 
Street, since they inaugurated their Roxy 
International parties. 

“Basically, we have an advantage in 
capturing crowds,” says Muller, a former 
promoter at Venus, “because we start 
with a base of friends and acquaintances 
that we’ve had since we came to school 
here.” 

Indeed, most of these friends and ac- 
quaintances are of the international persua- 
sion. And appropriately, the trio’s target 
market has been the world-party set they 
know best. Besides Euro nights on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays (and a private 
after-hours gig at the Loft on Thursdays), 
they’ve held Asian nights on Thursdays and 
are Starting a Sunday Brazilian night on 
June 6. While the Euros rock the Roxy on 
Fridays, Europa stays open for, in Linos’s 
words, “a nice crowd of American young 
professionals.” 

But calling friends only goes so far. Any 
insider will tell you that the genius of a suc- 
cessful club business is in promotion — 
and the lifeblood of promotion is money. 

Printing fliers alone, Shadanlou esti- 
mates, costs about $2500 a week; stamping 
postcards runs another $500 or $600. 
Then there are the requisite tens of thou- 
sands that go into radio and print advertis- 
ing, club renovations, and massive over- 
head. The trio hope to be on solid ground 
by September. But for now, Muller says, 
“We're just starving artists.” 

Still, they’ve made a splash, and not just 
on the Euro circuit. Broadly speaking, they 
threaten the grip Greenberg and Patrick 
Lyons have had on the local club scene in 
recent years. “We have been responding to 
our friends who told us they’re sick of the 
Lyons clubs,” says Shadanlou, reclining 
amid a hurricane of papers, boxes, and 
ringing phones in his cramped office in the 
back of Europa. This is something new. 
This is no Lyon’s den. 

“We’re shaking up the scene,” he says. 
“We're responding to a void.” 

“We respect them [the Lyonses],” says 
Linos. “But we’re the next generation.” 

For his part, Patrick Lyons says, “We 
compete with ourselves. We don’t recog- 
nize them as our competitors.” 

Greenberg sizes up the competition this 
way: “They’re over already. They don’t 
count.” 


A clubber’s market 

What’s clear is that increased competi- 
tion among club owners and scene-makers 
is good news on the demand side. Changes 
keep things vigorous. Boston keeps giving 
good scene. And the season keeps the ener- 
gy pure. 

“I think the club scene gets much more 
exciting in summer,” says Jeff Marshall, a 
promoter and bartender at Bill’s, Venus, 
and Generation X. “There’s less of a rah- 
rah college crowd, more of a normal nine- 
to-five group who just want to relax and 
party.” 

The rapid changes can be confusing. “It 
can sometimes seem like club people are 
speaking a whole different language,” says 
Marshall. 

The sentiment brings to mind a classic 
line from the movie Diner. After being 
subjected to a dismissive line by a woman 
he was hitting on, the Kevin Bacon charac- 
ter (Fenwick) asks the Mickey Rourke 
character (Boogie): “Do you ever get the 
feeling there’s something going on that 
you just don’t know about?” 

And so it goes with the local club scenes. 
To the outsider, the picture can seem a bit 
overwhelming. It can be hard to keep track 
of what club’s doing what on what night, 
who’s promoting what venue to what 
crowd, and who’s cannibalizing whom to 
get a piece of what action. 

But let’s be serious: who cares? This is 
about summer. Sip a margarita. Remember 
to tip your bartenders. Grab a scene and go 
with it. Sample a few in one night if you 
want. And to paraphrase Mark Twain, if 
you don’t like what’s out there, just wait a

Hmm, your check must have gotten lost in the mail. A few weeks ago, my usual sourc¢ 
having come up dry, I persuaded a reporter to post this question in USA Today. Over 
come by wickedness, however, I phrased it, “Who invented the smiley face, and did he d 
time for it?” Not that I actually thought the responsible party should be imprisoned, « 
course; I’d settle for 20 years’ house arrest in a room wallpapered with smileys. Be that 2 
it may, I got a few calls, made a few more, and now can confidently assign credit and/c 
blame. 

The smiley-face craze, if not necessarily the smiley face itself, was the work of tw 
brothers in Philadelphia, Bernard and Murray Spain, who were in the business of makin 
would-be fad items. In September of 1970 (Bernard says it was 1969, but I suspect he’ 
misremembering), they heard destiny calling. Casting about for some peace-symbol-lik 
item with more general appeal, they recalled the smiley faces that had been floatin, 
around for years in the advertising business. “By George,” they cried, or would have crie 
if I’d been around to write the dialogue, “we’re in the midst of a ghastly war, we’re sur 
rounded by protests and hate, and what the country needs is a nickel-size depiction of ;

. . . ee. State Mutual, not very quick on the uptake, didn’t make anything. 
Join hosts Mary Breslauer and Michael Smith But how do we know Harvey wasn’t just copying some still earlier unsung genius? It’s 
not as though nobody had ever drawn a smiley face before. Bernard Spain says he’s heard 
Sunkist oranges used smileys in a 1930s ad campaign, and we find smileys in Munro 
Leaf’s 1936 kids’ book, Manners Can Be Fun. But the Leaf smileys are crude black-and- 
white stick drawings bearing little resemblance to the finished work of art cranked out by 
Harvey Ball. Speaking as the voice of history, we declare Harv the author of this classic 
piece of Americana — and if anybody wants to take the honor away, he’ll have to talk to 
us.

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Small Planet 


The socially conscious bar and grill

mall Planet is the noblest 

food story of our times. 

The hero, Frank Bell, is 

the owner of a French 

restaurant, but he’s 
touched by social conscience. He orga- 
nizes charitable events to fight world 
hunger and poverty. He enlists not only 
his customers, but the whole restaurant 
community. 

Eventually he decides to change the 
name and format of his own restaurant to 
reflect his feelings about humanity and 
ecology. The Back Bay Bistro becomes 
the Small Planet Bar and Grill, with a 
menu that emphasizes the healthful, the 
sustainable, and the multi-cultural. Ten 
percent of the profits are donated to the 
cause, because “service does not begin 
and end at the door.” And the place is 
packed with twentysomethings, a predic- 
tor of success. 

Based on my three visits, this story is 
true, and the only irony is that the food is 
not all that inspirational. 

In fact, it can be as bland 
as they always warned us 
socialism would be. After a 
few meals at Small Planet, 
some people might find 
themselves yearning for a 
hunk of red meat and a 
John Wayne film festival. 

That would be a shame, 
because there are some 
good things here, and some 
that are very close. As one 
might expect from the 
clientele, the successes 
tended to be among the 
fried and pizza-form appe- 
tizers, and the desserts. 

The first bad sign is airy, 
light focaccia, the inevitable 
Wonder Bread-ization of the 
current fad. It’s not the first 
I’ve seen, but it is the worst, 
tasteless and greasy at the 
same time. Countering that 
might be the good conch 
fritters ($6.50), crispy 
brown crumbs on the outside, gluey orange 
conchburger on the inside. Solid aroma 
and taste of conch, with pepper. The may- 
onnaise-like dip tasted both sweet and hot. 

Another fad item, a quesadilla ($5.95 
with your choice of chicken-and-cheese 
or all-cheese), resists most of the 
widespread temptation to de-Mexicanate 
the dish into a two-crust pizza. Small 
Planet has joined the switch from corn to 
wheat tortilla, but has kept the cilantro in 
the salsa and has held to a Mexican-type 
garnishing dab of sour cream. 

Caesar salad ($4.95) returns to its Mex- 
ican-American roots with an ancho (chili) 
cream sauce, but the ancho didn’t come 
through, and neither did the traditional 
garlic or anchovy. There was garlic in the 
croutons, but otherwise it was a clean ro- 
maine salad with a pedestrian dressing. 

Small Planet has a separate menu of 
“small plates,” and serves it exclusively in 
the late afternoon and late at night. 
There’s also an overlapping lunch menu, 
so vegetable risotto ($6.95 as a lunch, 
$7.95 as a small plate) is always available, 
and rather good. The real Arborio rice 
was chewier than I think is quite right, 
but entirely edible and richly flavored with 
cheese, garlic, and some kind of stock, as 
it should be. The mix-ins have a Moose- 
wood feel: sautéed onion, carrot and 
mushroom, raw broccoli, fresh peas. 

Big dinners include things like “Zuni 
vegetable stew with a blue-corn 
dumpling” ($13, $8.95 at lunch), which 
give political correctness a bad name. Ac- 
tually, I think the politically correct pro-

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nunciation and spelling is “Zuni.” But | 
must credit this dish with inspiring the 
funniest server error this year in the de- 
scription: “It’s purely vegetarian, it’s 
made with a chicken stock .. .” 

Our night it was made with so much 
vinegar we couldn’t taste the stock. The 
blue-corn dumplings, both of them, were 
heavy as blue cement. The stew part was 
corn, red cabbage, mushrooms, and under- 
done lima beans. The Zufii deserve better. 

So do the Moldovians, on both the Ro- 
manian and Ukrainian sides. The Molda- 
vian baccala casserole ($9.95), a dish that 
is typical of the way all kinds of fish from 
that region are served, ought to take extra 
flavor from the salt cod, mixed with red 
bell pepper and tomato over a base of 
sliced potatoes. But peasants have their 
arts, and one of these is knowing how to 
soak the salt cod not too little (lest it be 
gross) and not too much (lest it be as 
bland as it was at Small Planet). 

The best of our entrees was Moroccan 
chicken ($13.95), and it was no Mar- 
rakesh express. The portion was a wing, a 
thigh, and two drumsticks quite mildly 
spiced with a few chickpeas 
and carrots. The best of it 
was the accompanying fine- 
grain couscous, which de- 
served a tastier stew. 

Small Planet does have 
the right kind of wines and 
beers for world food. Our 
Joao Pires muscat ($19) 
had the slight sweetness 
and spice to cut through 
real Moroccan food, real 
funky baccala dishes, and 
maybe even real fiery Zuii 
stews. I also noticed Xingu, 
the sweet Brazilian stout. 

Desserts are less world- 
beat, and more successful. 
In particular, the maniac 
brownie with ice cream ($5) 
has chocolate power to burn. 
I’d analyze it as a fudge 
brownie with some kind of 
candyish coating, and hunks 
of bitter chocolate where 
some cowards might put 
nuts. The ice cream is vanil- 
la, and no one will mind. Blueberry-and-ap- 
ple crumble ($5) is for the crunchies 
among us. I would still have to rate it as the 
best dessert I’ve ever had with oats in it, 
possibly for the generous portion of tart ap- 
ple slices, stained homy purple by the 
berries, but not oversweetened. I had some 
fine cappuccino ($2.25) and some burnt 
decaf ($1). This has been happening to me 
a lot lately, mostly in youth-oriented places 
where the decaf sits around. 

Service at Small Planet has a kitchen 
lag even when the place is empty. But the 
servers do quite well. The no-reservations 
policy (we don’t have that on my planet) 
is administered accurately and mercifully. 
The place is a loud bar with inappropriate 
background rock, some from the ’60s. 
Ought to be world beat and new age. 

The postmodern decor is more fun. 
The duplex space has clouds painted on 
the ceiling and wood storks flying up 
there. A culture club of symbols is worked 
in, including the restaurant’s logo, which 
looks like a cross between the flag of 
Brazil and a pound sign wearing four 
dunce caps. Part of the kitchen and one 
of three unisex bathrooms have been built 
into a little shack that breaks up the room 
some more. The shack is topped with a 
sculptured game park. 

The wall art is photos of Third World 
people working on their food supply. I 
think it’s a great idea while you’re eating 
to think about where food comes from, 
and who gets it. But even — especially — 
the world’s poorest people like their food 
with seasoning. Q

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Brink and Byatt, back to the 
bawdy basics, limn difficult loves

CAPE OF STORMS: THE FIRST LIFE OF 
ADAMASTOR, by André Brink. Simon &

n their latest books, South Africa’s An- 

dré Brink and England’s A.S. Byatt sing 

of myth and men, vision and women. 

But these historical fairy tales — amal- 

gamations of fiction and fact, archetype 
and gossip — are filtered through distinctly 
modern sensibilities. Neither writer settles for 
documentary rehash. Both conjure up ironic fa- 
bles, dunking their narratives in enigma without 
losing their rational heads. 

Brink goes back to 1498 in his succinct Cape 
of Storms, a delightfully bawdy novella that 
chronicles the fantastical affair between a black 
chief and the first white woman to hit the coast 
of South Africa. Byatt’s Angels & Insects, set in 
the Victorian era, contains two wry feminist ro- 
mances filled with images of captive princes and 
princesses, of falls from grace and graceful re- 
bounds, of excursions into the spirit world and 
return trips to life. Between them, Brink and 
Byatt serve up three versions of Adam and Eve 
in which the primal couple is sassed, saluted, 

and resuscitated. 


Given their Edenic backdrops, it should 
come as no surprise that Cape of Storms and 
Angels & Insects are concerned with duality, 
juxtaposing ideas about man and woman, 
primitive and civilized, sex and death, memory 
and forgetfulness, good and evil, imagination 
and reality. But instead of keeping these con- 
traries apart, the writers enjoy letting them 
clash. Mingling the past as they perceive it with 
underlying myths, Brink and Byatt fashion sto- 
ries that subvert and/or upend conventional at- 
titudes toward society and the sexes. And even 
myth isn’t sacred. Both writers step along the 
thin line between the primal and the pastiche, 
at their iconoclastic best when injecting fresh 
vigor into very old, and often pernicious, 
stereotypes. 

In Cape of Storms, Brink sees the initial rela- 
tionship between blacks and whites in South 
Africa as a fall triggered by love, a multi-cul- 
tural adventure that goes tragically wrong. A 
smitten African chieftain named T’kama (Big 
Bird) kidnaps a white woman from a Por- 
tuguese ship manned by the first Europeans 
he’s ever seen. 

Forced into leaving the village because of the 
resulting bloodshed, he and his unhappy tribe 
— the Khoikhoi, who feel that the woman is a 
curse — go on a bitter exodus during which 
T’kama continually tries, to no avail, to have in- 
tercourse with his reluctant bride. The problem 
is that T’kama’s schlong is just too damn long. 
The determined Big Bird attempts sex every 
which way but up. “And every time I so vainly 
tried to enter her,” he weeps, “it grew some 
more in size, in girth, in length, until I had the 
feeling that it was no longer I who carried it 
with me but that I had become a mere ap- 
pendage to my bird.” We’re a long way from 
Sesame Street. 

Eventually, T’kama’s member gets so big he 
can wrap it around him like a coat. With the 
help of a hungry crocodile and some magical 
clay, T’kama finally gets the miniaturized (and 
customized) equipment he needs for the job, 
and the woman has a son. Brink has plenty of 
fun sending up sexual, cultural, and narrative 
clichés; the tongue in his cheek is every bit as 
long as his hero’s dong. T’kama’s gigantic 
prick gets the tribe into all kinds of trouble with 
murderous evil spirits, which plague the 
Khoikhoi throughout their circuitous journey 

from chapter to chapter under deadpan 

Brechtian titles such as “On word and flesh, 

and on how once again a woman is left in 

the lurch.” Cape of Storms is folklore 
gone playfully porno. 

But the novella’s far greater ac- 

complishment is T’kama’s lyrical 

narrative voice, a versatile quasi- 

mystical palaver that expresses the 

well-meaning chief’s innocence, 

incredulity, and respectful longing 

for his white mate, whom he names 

Khois (“woman”). Brink’s shaggy- 

African-dog story is told with vigorous 

simplicity that manages to be both charm- 

ing in its elemental recreation of a shattered 

paradise (“. . . in the sound of my own shout 

I walk into the day that breaks open before me 

like an egg from which impossible new words

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are hatched”) and savage in its satire of racism. 
The chief’s acceptance of a brave new world 
wrenches him and his people out of their land 
and their traditions while teaching them to dis- 
trust the opportunistic European invaders. Yet 
T’kama undergoes magical trials and tribula- 
tions to win Khois’s affection, an image of 
racial unity. 

Like most of Brink’s fiction, Cape of Storms 
is about the clash between white privilege and 
black degradation, told from a progressive 
Afrikaner’s point of view. Brink notes in his 
pointed essay collection Writing in a State of 
Siege: “Essentially they [the Afrikaners] were 
torn between different sets of forces: Europe 
(through the existential nature of their experi- 
ence and their self discovery) and Africa 
(through the nature of their language); the lo- 
cal and the universal; the group and the indi- 
vidual.” 

T’kama is an Adam whose taste of love is fol- 
lowed by the tragic experience of prejudice, of 
Europe’s schizophrenic desire and disdain for 
Africa. At the end of the story, Khois leaves, or 
is taken, by whites; T’kama is left heartbroken 
with his son. In his introduction to the book, 
Brink envisions T’kama as an immortal spirit, 
his story an echo of the quandary of a giant in 
Greek mythology, Adamastor, who fights the 
armies of the sea because of his desire for the 
nymph Thetis. Unlike Brink’s lengthier, realis- 
tic tomes, Cape of Storms is a poetic expression 
of T’kama’s anguished discovery of “how dan- 
gerous it is to love.” 

Byatt’s Angels & Insects is also about the de- 
ceptive terrors of amour. In both its novellas, 
affection for abstractions rather than flesh and 
blood turns what looks like heaven into a hell. 
In “Morpho Eugenia,” William Adamson re- 
turns from an expedition hunting butterflies 
along the Amazon to find himself pinned in a 
Gothic marriage with a woman who turns out 
to be less than the idealized beauty she seems. 
He’s rescued by one of their children’s female 
tutors, a resourceful underling who provides 
the ways and means for both of them to escape 
back to South America to do scientific work. 

“The Conjugal Angel” is another tale of 
love obsessively displaced. Two women, So- 
phy Sheekhy and her widowed friend, Mrs. 
Lilias Papagay, have a lust for the spirit world 
that leads them into a fateful encounter with 
horny Swedenborgian chauvinists and the 
ghost of A.H. Hallam, who was engaged to 
Tennyson’s sister Emily. The story takes place 
long after Hallam’s death at an early age, a 
demise that neither Emily nor her brother, 
whose In Memoriam was inspired by Hallam, 
can accept. 

As in her Booker Prize-winning novel Posses- 
sion, Byatt immerses us in the Victorian world 
via the trials and tribulations of repressed, 
bookish lovebirds, filling her dextrous prose 
with dense wads of insect lore and social ritu- 
als, bric-a-brac and ace imitations of late- 19th- 
century prose. Angels & Insects isn’t crammed 
with pages of ersatz Edwardian poetry like Pos- 
session, but it includes a selection from a book 
arguing for the existence of God in a Darwinian 
universe, a fairy tale, an anthropomorphic study 
of ant life, snatches from Swedenborg, and long 
conjectures by an aged Tennyson on the mean- 
ing of life after death. 

It may seem depressingly familiar to those 
who gagged on Possession’s clotted aestheti- 
cism (I was one of them), but Angels & Insects 
is a far more satisfying, if less ambitious, book. 
This time around Byatt doesn’t bury her char- 
acters’ hearts under mountains of scholarship. 

In her impressive essay collection Passions 
of the Mind, Byatt writes of her admiration for 
George Eliot and Iris Murdoch, and you can 
see their influence in her prose’s mix of philo- 
sophical seriousness, modernist irony, and 
old-fashioned realism. But Henry James also 
comes to mind when you read Angels & In- 
sects, what with Adamson, Papagay, and 
Sheekhy having to learn to see what’s real, 
what’s of value, amid the life-denying distrac- 
tions of class prejudice and bogus spiritualism. 
Taking his cue from The Ambassadors, a sea 
captain advises Adamson and his lover on their 
way back to the Amazon “to be alive. As long 
as you are alive, everything is surprising, 
rightly seen.” Angels & Insects offers dramatic, 
rather than pedantic, fables of men and wom- 
en recovering from slips into the underworld 
of lovelessness; of consciousness regaining the 
ability to wonder. Q

uring the mid-1930s, 

Martin Chambi was one of 

the most successful com- 

mercial photographers in 

Cuzco, Peru. One after 
another, local Brahmins presented them- 
selves at his studio, where he stood them in 
a wash of northern sunlight, evoking their 
handsomeness and sadness. On his days 
off, Chambi lugged his cameras through 
Cuzco’s back alleys and out into the most 
remote valleys of the Andes, recording the 
lives of the indigenous Aymara and 
Quechua peasants, the heart-stopping 
views of the mountains where they lived, 
and the ruined cities of their Inca ancestors. 
In 1936, he told an interviewer, “I feel that 
I am a representative of my race; my people 


| speak through my photographs.” 











But. who were Chambi’s people? The 
Aymara, from whom he was descended, or 
the landowners — oppressors of the Ay- 
mara — from whom he made his living? 
This question lingers in almost every im- 
age in this collection. 

For many years, Chambi was known only 
to Andean citizens and to a few European 


| photographers and collectors. This book — 
| the first substantial collection of his work to 


be published in America — should bring 
him the American audience he deserves. 
Beautifully printed, and with two informa- 


| tive introductions, the book gathers about 


100 prints from the approximately 30,000 
negatives Chambi left, mostly uncatalogued 
and without captions, at his death. 

Drawn almost exclusively from the late 
1920s and early 1930s, these images pre- 
sent a mosaic of Cuzco life, inevitably re- 
vealing traces of Chambi’s own intensely 
personal drama. 

Born into a family of farmers, Chambi

received little formal education and, as a 
child, was sent to work in local mines, 
where he is thought to have seen his first 
camera. After an apprenticeship in an Are- 
quipa studio, Chambi moved to Cuzco. 
The change was more than geographical: 
within 10 years the boy who had once 
been destined for a life underground was 
hobnobbing with the owners and man- 
agers of mines. 

His society portraits explain why. 
Chambi infused even the most convention- 
al and stylized sittings with extraordinary 
intimacy. Groups of young women with 
their tennis rackets, families of the 
wealthy, even a preening local magistrate, 
bedecked in plumes and medals — Cham- 
bi endowed them all with subtle warmth 
and stillness. In his photographs, they are 
not simply creatures of power who have 
hired a talented visual chronicler, but men 
and women who are loved. 

This quality sets Chambi apart from many 
of his European and American contempo- 
raries. Like the German photographer Au- 
gust Sander, Chambi hoped to catalogue the 
wide variety of lives within his community. 
Behind his clunky, large-format camera, he 
slipped in and out of every level of Andean 
socicty. But whereas Sander made social 
types out of his subjects, Chambi depicted 
his as unique, noble people, regardless of 
their social station. As a result, Chambi’s 
photographs lack the scientific chilliness that 
infects so much of Sander’s work. 

Nor do they have the romanticizing, pro- 
pagandistic quality of so many Farm Secu- 
rity Administration images. In the 1930s, 
Dorothea Lange, Arthur Rothstein, and 
others set out to acquaint middle-class 
America with the sufferings of the rural 
poor. Even today, their images of a migrant 
mother, her lips pursed and brow fur- 
rowed, or of a father and his son caught 
out in a dust storm, their farm turned to 
sand, tug at our sentimental heartstrings. 
They prompt us to pity and, had we lived 
in the Roosevelt era, they might have led us 
to support the New Deal. 

Chambi’s photographs spawn affection 
and respect instead of pity, though his 
subjects are often infinitely poorer than 
those of the FSA photographers. In one 
image, for instance, a farmer tills his corn- 
field with a primitive adz. His clothes are 
rags tied to his body with bits of string, his 
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unfettered spirit of the servant. 


house is made of mud and straw, and his 
cheek bulges with coca leaves, chewed to 
stave off hunger. But in the midst of his 
horrific poverty, the man’s strength leaves 
the lasting impression. He is beaten down 
but hardly beaten. . 

In his foreword, Mario Vargas Llosa apt- 
ly observes, “the world of Martin Chambi is 
always beautiful . . . even the extremes of 
neglect, discrimination, and vassalage have 
been humanized and dignified by clarity of 
vision and elegance of treatment.” Like Se- 
bastio Salgado, Chambi sees through the 
conditions of servitude and reveals the un- 
fettered spirit of the servant. Yet he does the 
same for the very wealthy, the landowners, 
and mine bosses who help keep peasant 
farmers in rags. Even as he records the de- 
humanization of indigenous Andeans, he 
captures the humanity of their oppressors. 

The irony of his dual roles — docu- 
menter of indigenous life and society por- 
traitist — echoes throughout his pho- 
tographs. In one image, four brothers 
stand in his studio, arms at their sides, 
hats in their hands. Three wear traditional 
peasant costumes and one wears the robes 
of a Catholic friar. In another, a wedding 
procession files out of a church. The 
groom is resplendent in top hat and tails, 
his bride is draped in white lace. In the 
corner of the photograph, just behind the 
groom, a barefoot peasant in a poncho 
and two exhausted women hover, nearly 
invisible. Again and again, the world of the 
peasant farmer, descended from Incas, 





and that of the Spanish or mestizo | 
landowner, though they threaten to come | 


together, remain peripheral to each other. 
For Chambi, this social predicament 


was also a personal one. Perhaps his most | 


well-known single image is a self-portrait. 
In it, he sits, presumably in his darkroom, 
examining a glass-plate negative just lifted 
from a tray of chemicals nearby. He wears 
a coat and tie, and his high, starched collar 
is neatly pinned. But his face, with its 


broad cheekbones, gently receding fore- | 


head, and flared nostrils, is unquestionably 
Aymara. As he looks into the visage on the 
glass plate, a face much like his own, he 
seems to be looking into a mirror and to 
be asking after himself the way a traveler 
asks after a lost companion. Is he the man 
of the indigenous face or is he the man of 
the imported clothes? Chambi’s refusal to 
accept a simple answer to this question ac- 
counts as much as anything for the power 
in his photographs. 

During much of his working life, Cham- 
bi was claimed by Peruvian “indigenists” 
as one of their own. “Martin Chambi,” 


wrote one in 1936, “belongs to the raza de | 


bronce [the bronze, native race], and has 
remained loyal to his origins and class.” 
But Chambi was loyal to no class. What 
makes his work so powerful is his ability to 
navigate across castes and to expose the 
humanity of both oppressor and op- 
pressed. By refusing to take sides in the 
class war Chambi has left a collection of 
photographs that transcend it. x

RACE MATTERS, by Cornel West. Bea- 
con Press, 107 pages, $15. 


t is obvious that the African-Ameri- 

can community is in a state of cri- 

sis, but there is little agreement 

among black intellectuals on how to 

address our problems. Too often, 
discussions on the subject of race turn into 
scholarly boxing matches that offer few 
practical insights to a people desperately 
searching for solutions. 

That is why this reviewer welcomes the 
appearance of Race Matters by Cornel 
West, chairman of the Afro-American 
studies program at Princeton University 
and one of this country’s most insightful 
social commentators. West’s writings 
combine penetrating historical analysis 
with refreshing common sense, and are 
suffused with a humane spirit all too rare 
in academic writing. 

In this collection of essays, West exam- 
ines the hopelessness and rage that grip 
many black Americans, describes the in- 


| ability of traditional political philosophies 


to make sense of our problems, and out- 
lines some strategies for creating black 
leadership that is truly responsive to the 
needs of its people. 

West begins by describing how the 
alienation and anger felt by so many 
African-Americans is rooted in the disinte- 
gration of the social, familial, and religious 


| institutions that have always held black 


communities together: 


We have witnessed the collapse of the 
spiritual communities that in the past 
helped Americans face despair, dis- 
ease, and death and that transmit 
through the generations dignity and 
decency, excellence and elegance. 


Under increasing economic pressures 
from a shrinking economy, surrounded by 


| drugs and violence, and lacking the unify- 


ing, humanizing influences of these tradi- 
tional structures, many African-Americans 
live lives of what West calls “random nows,” 
and have become increasingly materialistic: 


Post-modern culture is more and more 
a market culture dominated by gangster 
mentalities and self-destructive wanton- 
ness. . . . Sexual violence against wom- 
en and homicidal assaults by young 
black men on one another are only the 
most obvious signs of this empty quest 
for pleasure, property, and power.

West describes this “nihilism” in the 
African-American community as “the lived 
experience of coping with a life of horrify- 
ing meaninglessness, hopelessness, and 
lovelessness.” 

Despite universal agreement on the seri- 
ousness of the situation, Americans — 
black and white — seem unable to discuss 
it productively. According to West, one 
reason we have such difficulty talking 
about race in this country is that we do so 
in terms that are inadequate to the task: 


Our truncated public discussions of 
race suppress the best of who and 
what we are as a people because they 
fail to address the complexity of the is- 
sue in a candid and critical manner. 
The predictable pitting of liberals 
against conservatives, Great Society © 
Democrats against self-help Republi- 
cans, reinforces intellectual parochial- 
ism and political paralysis. 


West also faults black leaders who fail to 
challenge racist, patriarchal, and homo- 
phobic attitudes among African-Americans 
— leaders who he claims are more inter- 
ested in “closing ranks” and shielding the 
community from outside criticism than in 
challenging us to begin the often painful 
process of self-examination that is essen- 
tial to growth and change. He urges 
African-Americans to stop seeking a new 
“Head Negro in Charge” and to take it 
upon ourselves to build leadership on the 
local level that values the contributions of 
women, lesbians, and gay men; resists the 
trappings of status; and demonstrates ac- 
countability to the people it serves. 

West offers no “programs” for dealing 
with these issues, nor does he suggest new 
laws or institutions. What he suggests in- 
stead is a return to the type of grass-roots 
activity that fueled the original civil rights 
movement. He calls for a “politics of con- 
version” in which black people learn to af- 
firm their own self-worth without needing 
to “demonize” whites, and form coalitions 
both within and outside of the black com- 
munity. 

Cornel West has produced an impres- 
sive body of work on the subject of race in 
America. In Prophetic Thoughts in Post- 
modern Times, and now, Race Matters, he 
challenges Americans to face our past 
honestly and to work together in building 
a humane future. His message is both a 
plea and a warning: 


Let us hope and pray that the vast in- 
telligence, imagination, humor, and 
courage of Americans will not fail us. 
Either we learn a new language of em- 
pathy and compassion, or the fire this 
time will consume us all. QO

CLOSET CASE, by Robert Rodi. Dut-

f the wide cast of charac- 
ters introduced within the 
first few chapters of 
Robert Rodi’s infectious 
comedy Closet Case, only 


| Donna, the deaf, lesbian art director at 
' Deming, Stark & Williams ad agency, 
| feels neither guilt nor frustration about 
| sex. Unaware she’s referred to by her 


bosses as “the dyke with the hearing aid,” 


| she proudly hangs her Mike Ditka poster 
| by her desk and exercises in a tai chi circle 
_ with her lesbian friends in Chicago’s 
| crowded Illinois Center. But when she 


shows up at a gay bar and waves across 
the room to her co-worker Lionel Frank, 
the thirtyish junior account executive for 
whom this book is named, he first shuns 
her, then lies to her. He wasn't really 
drooling over that hairy male stripper in 
the priest costume, Lionel begs her to be- 


| lieve; gosh, he hadn’t even known he’d 


_ wandered into a gay bar. Honest. He 
| hadn't. 


A sclf-acknowledged “former closet 
case” himself, Rodi shifts his imagination 
into overdrive to create this engagingly un- 


| likable hero. Lionel isn’t just hiding in the 


closet, he’s stuffed himself into a shoebox. 
He wears conservative suits and what his 
hairdresser Toné calls “Dan Quayle ties,” 
drinks Rolling Rock in front of straight 
people (but Amstel Light at gay bars), 
makes “fag” jokes with his two slimy boss- 
es and million-dollar client, and never 
lisps, crosses his legs, or bats an eyelash. 
His idea of a relationship is making eye 
contact with strangers; his idea of excite- 
ment is spying on guys in public bath- 
rooms; his idea of having sex is calling 1- 
900-HOT-GUYZ and jerking off with 
“Father Lance.” 

When Lionel lies to people he feels “an 
illicit thrill,” as when he tells Donna, who 
has just caught him peering through 
binoculars out his office window, that he’s 


| checking out a new billboard, when in fact 


he’s checking out the cutie with the hairy 
chest across the street. And by allowing his 
flirtation with Tracy, an office secretary, to 
blossom into a big date, he sets her up for 


| a fall and trashes his own self worth. If he 


can’t get it up for her, what good is he? 


| Lionel Frank is anything but frank: he is 





‘squirms, but we have fun 


smug, dishonest, cowardly, and resentful, 
a paranoid loner, an out-and-out prick. 

Yet Rodi makes it hard for us not to feel 
sorry for the guy. Someone once spray- 
painted the word QUEER on Lionel’s high- 
school locker. He’s been denied jobs “be- 
cause he wasn’t able to reel off football 
scores in casual post-interview conversa- 
tion.” His father, a retired army colonel 
who spends his days commanding a pla- 
toon of pet chinchillas, bullies Lionel on 
his visits home; Pop’s conversation con- 
sists of phrases like “you didn’t bring a 
date, | see” and “proud of you, boy.” 

But “proud of you, boy” is what Lionel 
craves to hear most, which explains why 
he pushes himself to succeed at work, why 
he tries to fit in with the straight people he 
surrounds himself with, and why he fears 
Donna will divulge his black secret and 
perhaps cost him that promotion. He tries, 
oh, how he tries. But his efforts end only 
in mishap, providing the quirky (yet seri- 
ous) plot twists in this joyride of a book. 

A galaxy of supporting characters swirls 
around Lioncl, who sees them at first in the 
most shallow terms he can. Only as his self- 
awareness grows do they reveal any depth. 
When he falls in love with Emil Apostal, the 
Romanian medical student who marches in 
AIDS rallies, he assumes (incorrectly) that 
Emil is gay; Lionel’s best friend Yolanda 
Reynoso keeps a number of shocking se- 
crets from him; his sister Greta, who plays 
in the Christian metal-thrash band Swift 
Terrible Sword, shows her vulnerable side 
when she begs Lionel to see her perform; 
even his pet cockatoo, Spencer, has good 
reason for his categoric spite. But, regret- 
tably, many characters come across as 
crude, almost unbelievable stereotypes — 
particularly the straight men, who are de- 
picted as swearing, ogling, horny louts. 
Once Lionel’s bosses make their 50th sexist 
remark or lewd joke you feel like saying, 
Okay, Rodi, we get the point. 

But Rodi’s genial tone and tortuous plot 
propel this novel forward, making it hard 
to put down. The success of Closet Case is 
in the. way it makes us want to care about 
Lionel despite his gross shortcomings, 
and at the same time leads this confused 
soul to the conclusion we readers have 
known from the start — the guy has to 
come out. And when he does, after stum- 
bling into a situation in which silence 
would literally equal death, it feels as ex- 
hilarating as a leap in the air. With a sigh 
of relief, our only response can be “proud 
of you, boy.” Q

s feminists go, Cynthia Heimel is some- 

where between Backlash author Susan 

Faludi and Camille Paglia. She shops, but 

passive-aggressively. She skewers men but 

never lets you forget she wants one — if 

| only to remind herself that men are a waste of time in the 
first place. 

Heimel makes her living writing for the Village Voice and, 
| oxymoronically, for Playboy, where her columns rail against 

misogyny next to air-brushed pictures of naked women, 
their legs spread. Such a contradiction cuts straight to 
Heimel’s comedic core; at once a champion of feminist 
| doctrine and a hapless victim of prevailing sexist imagery, 
she derives her over-the-top sense of humor from precisely 
this tug of war. She’s the kind of person who works out for 
two hours, then goes home and eats a box of Mallomars to 
make a political statement. And in her latest collection of 
| columns, Get Your Tongue Out of My Mouth, I'm Kissing 
| You Goodbye! we find Heimel pushing middle age, spend- 
ing quality time in the gyms of Los Angeles. 
| The book, her fifth, follows If You Can't Live Without 
| Me, Why Aren't You Dead Yet?, which not only has the fun- 
niest book title ever, but is a pretty accurate and biting 
postscript to the obsessions of the "80s: rain forests, black 
| clothing, co-dependency, bisexuality, and “women who love 
| the Mets too much.” 

In subject matter, there isn’t too much separating this 
| book from her last, which I guess means that we’re still 
| wearing black and rushing to parent-blaming support 
| groups. It also means that a good portion of Get Your 
| Tongue Out of My Mouth is like a carton of milk with a 
| looming expiration date: we’d better drink it now before it 

starts to curdle. Back are the harangues about men, the 
“feminist rants,” as Heimel calls them, in pieces like 
| “Boyfriends: Why?” and “I Wish I Were a Lesbian.” The 
| latter is vintage Heimel, using a humorous conceit to fuel 
her thesis. “If I could be a lesbian,” figures Heimel, “I could 
have chocolate cake for dinner every night and still get 
laid!” 

In Heimel’s world, men — straight men — are like cable 
TV: so many channels, so little on. She wants them to be 
more like her gay friends, or her dogs. And she wants wom- 
en to stop taking all the blame for the chasm between the 
sexes, to stop seeing themselves through the preposterous 
ideals of the mass media. Most of us have heard this before. 
Reading Heimel, you sometimes have to surf over the 

| rhetoric. No surprise that her most effective male-gender 
| slam is contained in a straightforward, poignant essay called 
“Birth Control: The Facts,” which chronicles all the con- 
| traptions Heimel’s had to insert between her legs be- 
| cause her boyfriends didn’t want to wear con- 
| doms. “My gynecologist told me Jewish 
| American Princess jokes as he vac- 
uumed out my insides,” she re- 
| members about her abortion. “It 
didn’t hurt much, just a few ram- 
| pant twinges.” 

Off the subject of men, Heimel 
takes deeper breaths, and her 
prose gets more thoughtful and 
provocative. In the introduction 
she declares that we are “a dys- 
functional country in search of a 
twelve step program,” and in a 
later section of the book 

| called “The Times,” 

| she develops that 
premise. According 

| to Heimel, we’ve 
emerged from the A 
repressive Reagan/- 
Bush/Quayle/Yanni 
era “lacking even a 
soupcan of self-esteem, 
unable to commit to any- 
thing or have a good time, 
ever.” 

Heimel looks around her, 
and doesn’t see much that 
hasn’t been overanalyzed, 
packaged for the masses. 

When it comes to experience, 

she seems to say, we’re all pre- 
mature ejaculators, in a big hurry 
to get the thing over with and talk 
about it, turn it into a self-help book, 


a mini-series vehicle (1 was convinced

that at least one Branch Davidian was typing away during 
the Waco standoff, so he could emerge from the compound 
blaze with a decent first draft). 

In “My Theory of Evolution,” Heimel declares originality 
to be in danger of extinction, offering this frightening para- 
ble of contemporary experience: 


What would happen if Mozart were alive today? After 
composing his first symphony at the age of four, he 
would be Time’s Man of the Year. He and his family 
would move to the Malibu Colony. He'd host Saturday 
Night Live. He'd sign with Michael Ovitz, who'd pack- 
age a sitcom for him. It would fail, as all sitcoms do, 
and little Mozart would go on drinking sprees and end 
up in rehab. At the age of, say, seven, Mozart would be 
a regular on Hollywood Squares. 


Not coincidentally, Heimel is having these apocalyptic vi- 
sions now that she’s living in LA, where image tends to be 
more palatable than flesh and blood, and all the world’s an 
option deal (Heimel moved out there to — gasp! — write 
for sitcoms). Out in LA, she’s a lot like Alvy Singer in Annie 
Hall, nauseated by the glitz, seeing things through the lens 
of her cynical New York soul. Apart from a flat piece about 
going on The Tonight Show with Jay Leno, her LA stories 
are fresh and fun. In “La La Land Under Siege,” Heimel 
goes into a posh supermarket during last year’s riots and 
overhears one woman say to another: “What do you mean, 
Beverly Hills is under curfew? I’m going to a very impor- 
tant dinner there tonight!” The city’s all sun to Heimel — 
sun and face-lifts and no irony. The Manhattan expat roams 
the wide streets in her car, five outfits in the back seat, pick- 
ing up stray dogs. 

But even if Heimel stays out West she will never be able 
to paint LA the way that Chandler and Didion did. If 
Heimel were to write Play It As It Lays, she’d sacrifice iron- 
ic distance for a lot of scenes with people in the midst of 
carphone-cancer anxiety attacks. As a writer, finally, she 
tends to merge with the trendiness of the things she ob- 
serves.

n 1984 we had not yet realized that sex could kill. 

In most metropolises there were still bathhouses for 
adults whose fantasies longed to break free of their 
imaginations. Yet lurking at these bacchanalian 


scenes were dismal, foretelling shadows of the fr 
Se 


kind that haunt Gone Tomorrow, Gary Indiana’s 
fierce, sagacious chronicle of a life and death before 
the full impact of AIDS. 

The novel begins and ends in 1991, on the 

roof of the Chelsea Hotel in Manhattan, 





Sandra Heddon is a freelance writer liv- 
ing in Boston. 
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where two acquaintances (“best friends of the same friend”) 
meet for libations, “lungfuls of dope,” and the construction 
of erotic and macabre stories. Their mutual and “mysteri- 
ously dead” friend, Paul Grosvenor, is “the source of these 
stories, which were . . . invariably confessional, expiatory, 
but also illustrated what Paul called ‘the cosmic irony’ of the 
situation.” That irony is precariously developed as the bat- 
tered memories of both Robert (“the only source of facts 
and rumours”) and the novel’s unnamed narrator waft and 
waver, causing the pieces of a deformed — although in- 
triguing — puzzle to move unsteadily into place. 

As the narrator begins Part One of the story, “Mala Heir- 
ba No Muerte” (“bad seeds never die”), the spectral shapes 
of his past take form at the Hotel Bolivar, the Caribe, and 
the Capilla del Mar (1984, Colombia) — “the asshole of 
the world.” Paul Grosvenor, characterized as “dark, sar- 
donic, and secretive,” has assembled an international film 
cast and crew — an array of misfits, whose tenuous careers 
are fueled by the drugs, sex, and narcissism of the ’80s. 
Paul’s usual “inner circle” is present: Valentina Vogel, Irma 
Irma, Ray, Alex Gavro, the narrator, and Michael Simard, 
whose beauty resembles “some rare, pornographically de- 
tailed jungle orchid.” Each member is selected by Paul for 
his or her malleability. 

The trick and theme here are familiar. Both were perfect- | 
ed in Shakespeare’s Hamlet: a play within a play; appear- 
ance versus reality. In Gone Tomorrow, the trick is a film 
within a novel and appearance manipulating reality. And, as 
with Hamlet’s “state of Denmark,” something is rotten in 
the nation of Colombia: “the road and the passing villages 
were solemn as graves, the only movement that of wander- 
ing livestock, blocky mammalian shapes lumbering through 
vegetal blackness. The passing landscape stank of rotting 
compost, mixed with gusting odors of polluted seawater.” 
There is also a cannibalistic serial killer, the “Vampire of 
Cartegena,” on the loose, slicing people’s heads off, cutting 
up their corpses, and boiling their internal organs. 

Against this backdrop of stench and corruption, Paul 
Grosvenor invents both his film and his players’ realities. By 
reconfiguring an “expendable plot,” he enables those whom 
he chooses to reach a climax that loses its significance im- | 
mediately after it comes into existence — a fuck-fest, which | 
exemplifies both the purity and the defects of fantasy as it 
becomes reality and then illusion. 

In Part Two, “The Space of Death,” the Vampire of 
Cartegena evolves into the object for which it has been a 
metaphor: the AIDS virus. Paul’s prediction that he is “los- 
ing little pieces” of himself is realized in the anguished and 
bizarre death of his lover, Ray. This last section, with its 
myriad of surprises, is pieced together in a “he said”/“she 
said” exchange between the narrator and Irma, with details 
given by Robert. There is confusion and, once again, ap- 
pearance blurs reality. 

Still, within this complex cosmological web of insanity, 
there is truth to be found. It is here, in “the space of death,” 
on the roof of the Chelsea, that co-narrator Robert contem- 
plates the “true awful gut-wrenching terror at what the fu- 
ture was likely to bring to every person . . . either death or 
an endless piling-on of losses until one’s entire context, the 
whole human frame of reference that had made one’s life 
what it was, had been erased line by line, down to a blank 
slate facing nothingness.” 

Hidden within the vast depths of Indiana’s lyrical prose | 
and his layering of harsh realities, delicate fiction, and | 
partial distractions are glimpses of eternal truths that | 





are especially poignant during these times when friends | 
are disappearing in droves, and a cure for AIDS is still 
not given priority by the United States government. 

Gone Tomorrow captures the transition from 
sexual freedom as we once knew it to a new kind 
of sexual bondage — unlike any we experienced 
before AIDS. This transition is exemplified 
when Robert remarks, “The good times race 
. suffering crawls.” With a powerful voice 
for our times, Gary Indiana has created a bril- 

liant work of art.

tanding in a check-out line a couple 
weeks ago, paging through the National 
Enquirer — | read it only for the, uh, 
comics — I bumped into a story head- 
lined Wy IT’S OKAY TO FALL IN LOVE 
WITH YOUR LOCAL NEWSCASTER. 

Here was happy news. Not because I'll ever har- 
bor a secret crush on one of the blonde TV- 
news hardbodies around here. Far from it. But 
my heart does do a double-skip at the 
thought of that sorority of calm, probing, 
humane women who rule the airwaves at Na- 
tional Public Radio — Susan Stamberg, Cokie 
Roberts, Nina Totenberg, Linda Wertheimer, ef al. 
Talk about your hostesses with the mostesses. 

I don’t think I’m alone on this one. In his GQ col- 
umn a few years back, the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
critic Ron Powers got veritably giddy singing the 
praises of NPR’s league of its own. “Those 
dames with moxie,” Powers cried out, “those 
news hens with know-how, those dolls on dead- 
line. .. .” Waiter, | thought, get that man a decaf. 

But I know what he’s talking about. Since it debuted 
on May 3, 1971, National Public Radio’s evening news 
program All Things Considered has been a bright spot on 
the dial, a tall, cool drink of sound amid the rude cacopho- 
ny that makes up 99 percent of commercial radio. Not for 
nothing has All Things Considered — along with its early- 
to-rise relative, Morning Edition — been referred to as the 
New Yorker of the airwaves. Where else are you going to 
get, in the same half-hour, a lead story from Bosnia, an in- 
terview with the gay journalist Randy Shilts, and a finely- 
wrought piece about, say, a Maine canoe-maker, all seem- 
lessly stitched together with snippets of music ranging 
from Stravinsky and Satie to Kurt Weill and Doc Watson? 

Although both programs feature an equal number of 
cool, unflappable male voices, NPR’s commitment to 
women broadcasters has somehow given All Things Con- 
sidered and Morning Edition their flowing and unmistak- 
able tone. It’s a mix listeners seem to like. More than sev- 
en million people a week tune into All Things Considered, 
and its audience is up 60 percent from 1985. 

The two shows are now broadcast on some 450 stations 
nationwide; millions of us have it hooked to our alarm 
clocks and digitalized into our car radios. We cook to it, 
jog to it, maybe even have sex to it. NPR has become the 
sensible soundtrack to a clear-headed, upwardly mobile 
generation. It’s an aural smart drug. 

Who listens? As Washington correspondent Cokie 
Roberts has put it, NPR’s demographics are to die for. 
“When I walk into the Capitol every morning,” she told an 
interviewer, “I’m walking into the smallest town in Ameri- 
ca. And I know that at least 300 of the 535 key residents 
— the congressmen — have heard me 15 minutes before 
I’ve arrived. NPR’s influence is spectacular not just be- 
cause more people are listening to us, but because of 
who’s listening.” 

Of course, not everyone is so smitten. National Public 
Radio’s news shows have fought off attackers from all 
sides. The Washington Post has criticized it for losing its 
“radical” edge and becoming an “institution.” (The Post 
also zinged NPR for its practice of accepting “dedicated” 
funding — money from companies and organizations for 
stories in specific subject areas.) 

The New Republic’s conservative smoothie, Morton 
Kondracke, is piqued for just the opposite reason. Kon- 
dracke, a confessed NPR junkie, wrote recently that he’s 
“constantly in a rage at its unrelieved leftist bias.” He 
added: “Hardly a day goes by when Morning Edition or All 
Things Considered does not include a report centering on 











the victimization of this or that minority group by the dom- 
inant straight white culture.” And the New Yorker's James 
Wolcott was pretty convincing when he noted that NPR's 
announcers all sound like whiffle balls in comparison with 
more vivid, funny, hefty voices on the right. “Liberals walk 
away from a fight, then wonder why they lost,” Wolcott 
admonished. “Lean iniv that microphone if you want to be 
heard.” 


Dwight Garner is an editor at Vermont Times. 
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NPR commentators put 
their show on the page 
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Well, 
maybe. But 
NPR has garnered 
its far-flung audience 
largely because it doesn’t 
browbeat them. What its news 

programs lack in brio, they gain in fi- 
nesse and intimacy. Richard Avedon may have been right 
when he suggested that there’s something about radio that 
gives it an “unearned intimacy.” But NPR seems to earn its 
special connection more than most. 

As their popularity has grown, NPR’s broadcasters have 
begun to capitalize on that connection — they’re branch- 
ing out all over the place. Cokie Roberts can be seen on 
many ABC news programs, including Nightline. Nina 
Totenberg appears regularly on MacNeil/Lehrer, and held 
her own on The Tonight Show — where she looked just a 
bit like Tip O’Neill’s whip-smart younger sister. (Toten- 
berg also has a cameo role in the new Ivan Reitman come- 
dy Dave.) Scott Simon pops up on NBC’s ho-hum Sun- 
day morning news show. The list goes on. 

NPR folks in general, though, tend to be a thoughtful, 
pensive, bookish bunch — the kind of chipmunks who 
squint under the glare of television’s bright lights. Which 
is why most of the branching out going on at All Things 
Considered and Morning Edition has been in the direction 
of the publishing world. Books by NPR regulars have late- 
ly begun to quietly fill up quite a stretch of shelf space. 

Just this year both Susan Stamberg and Noah Adams 
have new books out, as do folksy commentators Andrei 
Codrescu and Bailey White. Morning Edition host Bob Ed- 
wards, too, will have a memoir out next year about his rela- 
tionship with the late sports writer Red Barber. Hey, these 
radio scribes must figure, if the books don’t sell, local pub- 
lic radio stations can always toss them out as premiums 
(who needs another coffee mug?) to new subscribers! 

Which might be a good thing. After sorting through the 
current heap of books by NPR cast members, I’m more 
impressed than ever at the transforming, nearly magical 
quality of radio. There are wonderful moments in each of 
these books, but none of the writers comes off as well in 
print as he or she does on the air. (The women — Stam- 
berg and the Georgia-based commentator Bailey White — 
fare the best.) But it has to be said: our abiding interest in 
the lives of these, to us, disembodied voices adds an ele- 
ment of fascination that isn’t there with books by other 
media worthies. 

“Radio is about as lasting as a butterfly’s cough,” Stam- 
berg writes, quoting Fred Allen. Too bad you could say 
something similar about most of these hurdy-gurdy, flung- 
together books. 


Adams ambles 

Of the two works by “serious” NPR broadcasters, Stam- 
berg and Adams, the latter's book feels particularly hasty. It 
reads less like a serious effort at composing sentences than 
a souvenir for truc believers, a bit like those so-so live LP’s 
the Stones used to crank out after every tour. (Adams gives 
you cause to wonder how much he shaped his book, which 
is subtitled “A Radio Journal,” at all. In his acknowledge-

ment he thanks not only an editor who “made clear panes 
of glass from the sands of my journal notes” but a copy ed- 
itor who “polished them.” Shouldn’t a writer deliver more 
than “notes” to an editor?) 

For readers starved for inside dirt, though, Adams’ 
memoir may provide the most pleasure. Noah Adams on 
“All Things Considered” is littered with radioland Mc- 
Nuggets. Ever wonder how much commentators like Co- 
drescu get paid? ($125 a pop.) Betcha don’t know what 
Cokie Roberts’s full name is. (Mary Martha Corinne Mor- 
rison Claiborn Boggs Roberts.) What are All Things Con- 
sidered Christmas parties like? (“[S]omewhat cold and 
depressing.”) How do careful listeners know that Cokie 
Roberts broadcasts from her home in the morning? (Her 
dog started barking once.) You get the idea. 

To get at these kerncls, though, you need to back your way 
through the dreary outcroppings of quotidian flotsam and jet- 
sam that weigh down the greater part of Adams’s book. As 
noted, the book is written in journal form, and the scene-set- 
ting beginnings of a typical entry read as if Adams had ripped 
them from the AP wire and stapled them onto the page: 


Stories today about efforts in Moscow to stop the inde- 
pendence movements in the Baltic states, peace talks in 
Beirut, Cambodian peace talks collapsing in Paris, the 
first Cuban American wins a seat in the U.S. House of 
Representatives (Ileana Ros-Lehtinen, Florida), Leona 
Helmsley is found guilty of income-tax evasion. . . . 


This gets stale fast; today’s news is tomorrow’s soggy 
saltines. As another kind of filler, Adams mixes in tran- 
scripts of interviews from the day’s show. The reader was 
soon nodding off into his diet A&W root beer. 

There are some illuminating moments. It’s surprising to 
find that Adams doesn’t like to hear his own voice. “Some- 
times in Washington I'll get a taxi after an especially stressful 
day and find that the driver is listening to All Things Consid- 
ered,” he writes. “I have to ride all the way home with my 
hands over my ears when I know my voice is coming on.” 

It’s just as surprising to see this soothing radio presence 
— the whiffle ball’s whiffle ball — show some irritation. 
Adams often seems bitter about how he’s edited; he also 
describes how he stalked away from an interview with 
James Galway that “just wasn’t working.” (That'll show 
him.) Lesser things annoy him as well. Watching Sunday 
morning TV, he gets a furrowed brow: “CBS always 
brings Rather on as an expert and it bothers me that Ku- 
ralt should have to be asking him questions.” Well, who 
said Adams had to be a consistently happy pumpkin? 
Maybe he’s still bugged that his Garrison Keillor-like live 
radio show was a fizzle-out. 

A last question about Adams’s book: why is it just hit- 
ting stores now? The book’s journal entries run from June 
1989 to June 1990. Does it take nearly three years to 
shape up some notes? 


Stamberg scintillates 

Stamberg’s Talk, on the other hand, doesn’t have to fret 
much about timeliness. Her book is exactly what the title 
implies — transcriptions from 20 or so years of her best 
talk and best interviews, with some later analysis tacked 
on. It’s a fun, chatty history lesson. 

As an interviewer, Stamberg is stunningly accomplished 
— she’s sensitive, knowing, and completely in the mo- 
ment. She’s out to catch her subjects off guard, in “real” 
moments, and she very often does. What’s even better, 
she’s always armed to the teeth with vital information and 
killer quotes. Her interviewees don’t get away with any- 
thing, and most of them seem to love her for it. 

Stamberg is a much more aggressive interviewer than |

For $125 an essay, All Things Considered gets a lot for 
its money from regular commentators Andrei Codrescu and 
Bailey White. They’re two of the most idiosyncratic voices 
out there in any medium. You can count on their pieces to 
| come beaming in from far, far from left field. 

Codrescu has collected his NPR essays in several earlier 
books, and my advice is to go seek them out and steer well | 
clear of his latest, Road Scholar. The book is a stone bum- | 
mer from start to close, a bad trip like I haven’t taken since | 
summer camp. 

In Road Scholar, which is subtitled “Coast to Coast Late 
in the Century,” Codrescu straps on his Least Heat Moon- | 
goggles and heads out on the open road. What follows is | 
like a manic-depressive Charles Kuralt travelogue, as Co- 
drescu bumps into old friends and new freaks from New 
York to Detroit to Santa Fe.

The bourgeois Bukowski: 
How he drank his way up

magine listening to the collected 
works of Tom Waits in one sitting. 
After hours of paeans to the attrac- 
tions and repulsions of alcohol, one 
would simultaneously want to send 
the singer to rehab and reach for his or her 
own flask. This is what it feels like to read 
500 pages of the mostly autobiographical 


| poems, short stories, and excerpted novels 
| of Charles Bukowski, the writer who put 
| the pub back in publishing. 


The new anthology Run with the Hunt- 


| ed: A Charles Bukowski Reader captures 





the scope of a life lived on the artist’s own 
uncompromising terms, of single-minded 
(and ultimately well-rewarded) adherence 
to a muse fueled by booze. (This is the ro- 
mantic misfit version of Bukowski that 
Mickey Rourke played in the 1987 Bukow- 
ski-penned film Barfly.) The book also tells 
the story of a life-long drunk who couldn’t 
keep his mind or himself out of the gutter. 
Run with the Hunted contains selections 
from the 45 books Bukowski has published 
over the last 25 years or so, but John Mar- 
tin, Bukowski’s long-time editor, has rear- 
ranged the pieces so that they tell Bukows- 
ki’s life story chronologically. For another 
author, such shifting might destroy a sense 
of stylistic development, but Bukowski’s 
voice remains consistent throughout. Of his 
early, unpublished work, Bukowski versifies: 


It would take decades of 
living and writing 

before I would be able to 
put down

By the time he began publishing books, he 
was well into his forties and had found his 
distinctive voice. 

The arrangement does reveal a coherent 
biographical arc for Bukowski (born in 
Germany in 1920), divisible into discrete 
stages: his youth as a hard case in Depres- 
sion-era Los Angeles; his years spent 
drinking, traveling, whoring, brawling, 
playing the ponies, and trying to write; his 
eventual success as a writer and counter- 
cultural cult hero; his Hollywood apotheo- 


sis; his current befuddlement at finding 
himself transformed into what he feared 
he would become: a comfortably middle- 
class married homeowner. 

His current status aside, Bukowski 
prefers to cultivate the image of himself (or 
Henry Chinaski, his fictional alter ego) as 
the original slacker. Of his teenage years he 
writes, “I was a freak. I’m still a freak.” He 
decides he is “not fit for human society” 
and goes out of his way to shun the bour- 
geois path. “The thought of being some- 
thing didn’t only appall me, it sickened me.” 
He’s an underachiever and proud of it, 
man, with a Nietzschean contempt for the 
vast hordes of humanity that lack the 
courage to follow his example. “People were 
caught in traps. They felt as if their lives 
were being wasted. And they were right. . . . 
He felt as if he was the only person alive in 
the world.” He would find a haven among a 


preterite of similarly unwashed, unsaved | 


souls, yet his contempt extends to them, 
too, for they lack the rarefied artistic sensi- 
bility to analyze their own predicament. He 
treats women shabbily, but his misogyny is 
part of a comprehensive misanthropy. 

Readers who need moral uplift, tran- 
scendence, or deep insights into human 
nature should look elsewhere. The bulk of 
the book is a repetitive, non-judgmental 
catalogue of the besotted years, or “What I 
Did on My Slummer Vacation.” The young 
man drinks in part to emulate alcohol-driv- 
en idols like Faulkner and Hemingway 
(“Sober, I’m just a shipping clerk”), and he 
regards the sordid adventures that result as 
fodder for future books. When he writes, 
“Everything shits until it dies,” he’s being a 
journalist, not a nihilist. His poetry has the 
same dry neutrality as his prose, recount- 
ing his experiences and observations with- 
out rhythm or metaphor. Yet the implica- 
tion is that in a world of suffering, he’s at 
least living by his own code and enjoying 
himself on the way to the next whiskey bar 
or the next little girl. 

Paradoxically, his success at describing 
that life takes him out of it, destroying his 
anonymity and making him respectable. A 
mild bemusement emerges, a willingness 
to poke fun at his youthful rebelliousness 
(“You can’t pay the rent with your soul”), 
his misogyny (“It’s a damned shame that a 
man who writes as well as you do just 
doesn’t know anything about women”) 
and his romanticizing of the drinking life 
(“the ritual of misdirected energy”). Still, 
for Bukowski, spending one’s life wasted 
is a lesser crime than wasting one’s life. A 
summation as sprawling as Run with the 
Hunted seems to vindicate him. Q

ECLIPSE FEVER, by Walter Abish. 
Knopf, 326 pages, $23. 


Ithough not one of our 
most prolific novelists, 
Walter Abish is one of the 
more noticed; he has more 
prizes to his name than he 
has books, and seems to have made almost 
a fetish of minimum output (he’s a mini- 
malist in nothing else, however). Call him 
an ostentatious parsimonist of himself. 

Some have described him as an avant- 
garde writer, mostly on the strength of the 
entertaining Alphabetical Africa, but truth 
told, Abish excels because he is a stylist, 
often executing delirious parabolas above 
the basic bottom line. 

Mixed in a box with specimens of other 
writers, Abish’s prose is readily recogniz- 
able: a touch mincing, but also sardonic 
and austerely fastidious, his is not an 
American style (his rhythms are those of 
British English, or indeed of Chinese), and

‘his fondness for interpolated bits of other 
languages is plain. He is more a cos- 
mopolitan than he is anything, and he 
needs, as some of us do, a purview wider 
and more erudite than that of the frontier 
of the suburban gabfest. 

Something sleek and taunting emerges 
when Abish writes; he is a fondler and a 
juggler, a savorer of surfaces and explicit 
finitudes, one who can see the American in 
the German and the Mexican in the Amer- 
ican. Painting from an ecumenical palate, 
Abish loves ideas as if they were gazelles, 
and this gives him a distinctive flavor. He 
thinks while ogling. 

For instance, in Eclipse Fever — his first 
novel in 11 years — we find numerous ex- 
amples of Abish the man of letters impos- 
ing himself on the American reader, as if 
to say, Well J can figure things out; so 
should my characters, so should the read- 
er. Alejandro the literary critic, tormenting 
himself about his estranged wife Mercedes 
and her behavior in Manhattan, wonders, 
“Would she finally, inveigled by Jurud’s 
desire, relax her guard, that innate rigidity, 
that formidable inflexibility?” With Alejan- 
dro she has been “passionless” and “dia- 
grammatic,” but what is she going to do 
now she’s pelvically in harm’s way? What 
will she do? With whom? In fact, Alejan- 
dro has no proof of anything; he reminds 
you of Bertrand Russell’s phrase, “positive 
opinions in the absence of evidence.” He is 
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ECLIPSE FEVER is a mature, intellectual work hunting intelli-

gent readers who recognize the novel as the pagoda of the mind. 


like the narrator behind the venetian blinds 
in Robbe-Grillet’s novel La Jalousie. 
“Proof? Why, the proof available to any- 
one capable of reading between the lines 
of Cervantes, Proust, Flaubert.” 

There: you know what kind of novelist 
you’re dealing with — one who sedulously 
attends to the guesswork in life, to the 
rampant imagination, implying that, just as 
novelists imagine, so do characters and ac- 
tual people. So few American novelists 
give imagination its due, however, reluc- 
tant to have the minds on show speculate, 
hypothesize, pursue in full the agon of 


jealous or vengeful dubiety. In a sense, 
Abish restores soliloquy to its rightful 
place in the fiction of our time. 

On another page of this miasmal, ratio- 
cinative, silky novel, we find a rather 
startling sentence about Jurud, the Ameri- 
can novelist with whom Mexican Mer- 
cedes is having an affair: “Was it that Ju- 
rud, an outsider, a non-WASP, had the 
temerity to introduce into that indefectible 
WASP existence an element of Verneinung 
and repression?” Here is impenitent Abish 
making no concession to his audience; you 
no sooner reach “indefectible” — a word I 
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have never heard used in speech — than 
you cannon into Verneinung, little heard in 
the subway and the Century Club. Eclipse 
Fever is a mature, intellectual work hunt- 
ing intelligent readers who, though they 
may not have reared themselves on Cer- 
vantes, Proust, and Flaubert, recognize the 
novel as the pagoda of mind, nothing to do 
with Zane Grey, James Jones, or Heming- 
way. 

This is the literature of the salon, the 
fiction of the subtle scrutineer, the voyeur 
with the monocle. Abish has courage, al- 
ways loyal to his sentences, to their march 
and tympany; he goes where their cadence 
takes him, into never-never land, the lost 
archive of bewildered motives, the magnet- 
ic field of contumely. He comes out of 
Henry James through Proust, making him- 
self nervous here and there, using Alejan- 
dro the critic to namedrop as if secreting 
soothing pheromones to quiet the restive 
American reader: Fuentes, Updike, Barth, 
Pynchon... 

But there is more to Alejandro than ca- 
reeristic namedropping. He suffers sexual- 
ly: “I still love Mercedes, Alejandro admit- 
ted to the old critic, | dream of her... . I 
still make love to her in my dreams. Pas- 
sionate love.” Even as he confides such 
things, she begins translating one of Ju- 
rud’s earlier novels, then moves on to his 
most recent one, Intimacy, still preening 
herself in the bedroom, naked in front of a 
man in a suit, who stares “[d]ry-mouthed 
... at her pubic mound.” 

Gioconda-chinganda, Mercedes attracts 
Abish more than his other characters do, 
perhaps because, of them all, Jurud in- 
cluded, she melds the literary and the lust- 
ful, much better than Alejandro ever did. 
And so it is that we hear much about Ale- 
jandro, not only cuckolded but surpassed 
in the literary world, left high and dry, be- 
come a pendant to his wife, a man increas- 
ingly to be thought of as former teacher 
rather than commanding literary figure. 
Abish studies Alejandro’s torment with 
suave meticulousness, presenting, for in- 
stance, his mother’s warning before the 
marriage: 


The problem, his mother concluded, 
was clear-cut: In her opinion, Mer- 
cedes was too striking in appearance, 
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too self-reliant, too self-absorbed, too 
independent, and far too rich for him. 
You ll be at a decided disadvantage — 
she comes from old money. Her “blan- 
co” family will disparage your values, 
your manners, and your mestizo back- 
ground. 


Still, Alejandro plunges ahead and mar- 
ries dangerously, soon to become the tun- 
ing fork of the book’s misery and sadism. 
The epigraph to Part Two comes from 
Kafka, ending with the perhaps unverifi- 
able assertion that “women faint easily, the 
world has no time to notice all their do- 
ings.” What you get here is a psychological 
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woman’s taciturn face in a passing 
bus, the sight of an empty parked car, 
its motor running, a man glancing up 
at a window — a meaning not unre- 
lated to his present quandary. The 
abandoned husband? In a country 
where the transmission of this deadly 
pestilence had been perfected to an 
art, poisonous rumors spawn paranoia 
and ill will. She’s gone. She? Who? 
What precisely was she to him? His 
love? Didn't she also denote his pref- 
erential station as a critic, his dignity, 
his manhood! Each day another 
blemish. Feverishly he scratched until 
he drew blood on his forearm. The

novel inside a picaresque one: Alejandro 
and Mercedes mutually and distantly in- 
volved while all the others rattle around on 
their way to Mexico and an eclipse. Alejan- 
dro is an expert on Mexico, Mercedes on 
copulative positions. Together with 
Anadelle Partridge, a former female Amer- 
ican consul who has donated her pre- 
Columbian collection to Mexico, they 
compose an elitist ghost, making the other 
characters seem coarse and crass: a vulgar 
background out of which now and then 
pops an anonymous face whispering, “She 
left him!” 

And Alejandro quails, drawing from 
Abish his most insightful and disturbing 
passages: 


Suddenly, for no particular reason, 
he'd read into the most innocuous oc- 
currences — a woman’s bare arm 
reaching out to close a window, a

that follows its hero from quiet 
obscurity in Rummidge, En- 
gland, to a lush tropical play- 
ground peopled with tourists, 
honeymooners and women 
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cuckold adapts himself to the vilest 
misrepresentation. 


One can hardly blame Abish for favoring 
the sea-changes involved in jealousy over 
the crass and violent antics of those who 
wish to install a high-speed elevator in a 
ziggurat. He is more interested in wonder- 
ing if Mexican novelists are confined to 
“loathsome celebration of death” or are 
free to write any novel they choose. He 
would rather explore the finer repercus- 
sions of Bufuel’s That Obscure Object of 
Desire, at least as far as it illumines the 
predicament of Alejandro, than ponder the 
biggest shopping mall in Mexico or what 
truly lies behind Preston the American in- 
dustrialist and his shady Eden Enterprises. 

To some extent, in order to create am- 
biance, Abish is a camera, but by prefer- 
ence he is a discriminator of ideas. Cer- 
tainly he will, at least in this novel, contrive 
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to present sperm — “the first of several 
spurts reaching as far as her uncovered 
breasts” — and Mayan reliefs, Aztec pen- 
dants, skulls inlaid with turquoise, poly- 
chrome pottery, and effigy jars. We get the 
full fatuity of Bonny, Jurud’s daughter, a 
runaway to Mexico, observing the eclipse 
in her motel on CNN; but our minds linger 
on Alejandro the emancipated Mexican

Clearly Abish’s violent climax corre- 
sponds to Forster’s own, looming up to- 
ward the end of the narrative like a 
prophetic telos, and twisting a psychologi- 


cal novel into a portrait of two incompati- | 
ble cultures jinxed by proximity into be- | 
lieving they can communicate with each | 
other. The fact that Abish, liberally men- | 
tioning the names of Mexican writers, | 
nowhere mentions Salvador Elizondo, au- | 


thor of Farabeuf, one of the most Abishian 


Mexican novels, just about proves the | 


point. 

I am delighted to welcome this slither- 
ing, ingenious, poignant psychological nov- 
el, for which some of us have been waiting 
so long. Cast within the expectations of the 
reading public, it transcends them all the 
time, showing what an agile mind Abish 
has, giving us Forster when he truly in- 
tends Husserl, and Husserl when his mind 
throughout slides home to Proust. 

Abish made his first trip to Mexico after 
finishing this novel; and that is how stron

“I believe that. People can’t love

She writes doggedly. Her new nov-

| that novel that hasn’t been considered 

at least three times.” 

Iona Moon began as a short story

'| Girls in the Grass) that had its seed in 
| an incident an old friend from Mon- 
| tana told her. Her friend, when he 
| was a teenager, was sexually attacked 
by three girls in a pickup truck 
parked on a riverbank. The boy was 
incensed, fled the truck, and began 
the long walk home. But when he 
heard the truck’s tires spinning, 


| mired in mud, he went back and 


pushed the truck and the girls free. 

“I was fascinated by what kind of 
moral code he must have had, what 
would have made him go back and 
push that truck out after what had 
happened to him,” Thon says. 

Morality — the struggle to live a 
life of compassion and decency — 
impels Iona Moon. Thon’s own up- 
bringing presented her with a mix of 
moral cosmologies. Her father was a 
Calvinist Presbyterian, holding to a 
faith Thon says preached “a code of 
moral behavior — a right and a 
wrong with no questions about it”; 
her mother was raised as a Christian 
Scientist, a religion that places “a real 


“The highway, the river, the 
tracks,” says Iona Moon’s mother, 
“three ways out of town, but people 
only leave here by dying.” 

Iona, raised on a farm with her 
lumpish brothers by a taciturn father 
and a dying mother, at home takes 
care of her mother with exquisite care 
and around town sexually welcomes, 
almost desperately, the local teenage 
boys. 

She tries aggressively to seduce 
Willy, the artless, moral son of the 
town’s police chief; she allows herself 
to be used by the handsome, athletic 
Jay, a cocksure young man until his life 
is ruptured by a freak accident and his 
pain for his rejected, alcoholic mother. 

“Once his mother had shown him a 
tree in the woods that had been 
cleaved and burned by lightning,” 
Thon writes. “There was a wound in 
the trunk, and two trunks after that, 
growing out of the scar, forever 
joined and forever separate. He didn’t 
understand then, but he did now.” 

Mortality, in fact, has broken all of 
the important men in Iona’s life — 
from her father and brothers to her 
lovers. As Iona tenderly tells one lover, 
“Everyone’s pitiful in his own way.” 

Thon’s adept, winsome writing and 
her warm empathy for the lives she 
creates make her a virtuoso of what 
Wordsworth called “the still, sad mu- 
sic of humanity.” Through that sad- 
ness and pain, Thon’s people come to 
understand one another and the lives 
they must own — Thon’s work 
brings her characters, and her read- 
ers, beyond sympathy to compassion 
and humanity. 
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THON creates a town full of people struggling to shape lives 
of decency and fulfillment by intuition, by wit, by work, by faith. 


responsibility on the self,” Thon says. 
“You yourself create goodness and 
evil, you yourself create goodness and 
health.” By high school, Thon had 
become what she describes as a “Je- 
sus freak” — “speaking in tongues, 
laying on of hands, all of that.” 

But that fanaticism faded when 
Thon’s beliefs ran up against the ex- 
ample of her older brother’s life. “He 
doesn’t live by any religion, but he’s al- 
ways been the best person I’ve known 
— kind and decent and moral,” Thon 
says, and her charismatic Christianity 
insisted she believe “the best person I 
knew was going to go to hell and I was 
going to heaven with all these people I 
couldn’t stand. . . . It made me skepti- 
cal and even bitter about religion.” 
Thus began her fascination with “peo- 
ple who ivy to find their own code of 
behavior that’s intuitive and not based 
on any code of laws.” 

In Jona Moon, Thon creates a town 
— White Falls, Idaho — full of peo- 
ple struggling to shape lives of decen- 
cy and fulfillment by intuition, by wit, 
by work, by faith. White Falls (and 
the farm country at its outskirts, the 
Kila Flats) is a place where life breaks 
people and where people break them- 
selves, sometimes slowly, sometimes 
abruptly, sometimes with good inten- 
tions, and sometimes with no inten- 
tion at all. 


Amid the afflictions life metes out, 
Iona comes to understand “the differ- 
ence between grief and self-pity: the 
first makes you sad and strong, the 
second leaves you bitter.” 

Why, Thon is asked, does she 
write? “To understand.” Then why 
publish? “To communicate; to be un- 
derstood.” She laughs. “Like the 
characters in my book, I’m grappling 
for a human connection.” 

“All of my work,” she says, “is 
about redemption, or the quest for 
redemption, and it doesn’t have to be 
in the story. It can be for the reader, 
who can become more compassion- 
ate, more humane, less judgmental, 
less rigid.” 

“What makes decent people do 
cruel things, and how do they regain 
themselves?,” she asks. “That’s the 
struggle for all of us — how to live a 
humane life.” 

In Thon’s world — our world — 
deep distress humanizes the soul. “It is 
the wounded heart,” Thon writes, “that 
makes us human in the end, my love.” 

Thon’s quotation of Wordsworth 
invites another look at the poem. It 
ends: “Not without hope, we suffer 
and we mourn.” Jona Moon may tell 
of suffering and mourning, but the 
novel, like its author and the most 
human among us, lives not without 
hope. QO

PROJECTIONS 2: A FORUM FOR 
FILM-MAKERS, edited by John Boorman 
and Walter Donohue. Faber and Faber, 
388 pages $14.95, paperback. 

Beleaguered by “philistines, hypocrites, 
and phonies,” serious film artists must fall 
back for support on that most marginal of 
media — the printed word. Such is the 

‘ premise behind British director John Boor- 
man and editor Walter Donohue’s Projec- 
tions, an annual intended, in Boorman’s 
words, “to give film-makers a forum to re- 
flect their concerns with as much honesty 
as they can muster and speak directly to 
their fellow practitioners.” 

Such a closed forum invites bitchy shop 
talk, insider esoterica, mutual admiration, 
and peckish carping, and Projections 2, the 
second volume in the series, has more than 
its share of those. But it also offers unique 
insights into the filmmaker’s creative pro- 
cess — its inspirations, frustrations, and 
delusions — as well as a wealth of film gos- 
sip and esoterica ranging from the trivial to 
the poignant. 

It’s also a reminder that those who take 
on the onerous labor of making movies are 
usually equipped with a generous ego. In 
the first paragraph of his introduction 
Boorman compares himself and the other 
filmmakers involved in Projections 2 with 
D.W. Griffith, Orson Welles, and Akira 
Kurosawa. A sense of persecution readily 
follows from this megalomania, and among 
the names most commonly invoked in the 
pieces that follow are Michael Powell, the 
late English director whose career virtually 
ended when he made his critically assailed 
masterpiece Peeping Tom (1960), as well as 
the usual martyr-complex favorites Vincent 
Van Gogh and Jesus Christ. 

A case could be made for some of the 
artists represented here to be included in 
such illustrious ranks. Not so for the likes of 
Jaco van Dormael, the Belgian director 
whose exegesis of his overrated first film, 
Toto the Hero, is almost as pretentious as the 
picture itself. Or George Miller, the origina- 
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tor of Mad Max, whose latest film, Lorenzo’s 
Oil, was as turgid, trite, and overripe as his 
attempts to put it in the context of Joseph 
Campbell’s theories of myth. Or Tim Rob- 
‘bins, whose self-righteous introduction to 
the screenplay of his debut film, Bob Roberts, 
goes a long way to explaining why, for a 
satire, that film was so oddly unfunny. 

Unsurprisingly, the most accomplished 
artists are the most modest and enlighten- 
ing. Robert Altman waxes mellow, wise, 
and candid in an interview. Comparing his 
narrative technique to hanging clothes on a 
line, he summarizes his work thus: “If I 
have a message, it’s this: ‘I am going to ex- 
pose an event to you in such a way that you 
yourself will get a hunch that will tell you 
about other things in your life experience.’ ” 

More infuriating and eloquent is 
Bertrand Tavernier’s filmmaker’s journal 
for 1992, which reveals a polymathic en- 
gaged in so many projects at once — a 
four-and-a-half-hour documentary on the 
Algerian War, a brutally realistic film on the 
French narcotics police called L 627, a his- 
tory of the last 50 years of American film, 
and participation in numerous committees 
engaged in resisting Hollywood’s hegemo- 
ny over the European film industry — that 
he doesn’t have time to spell things proper- 
ly. Entitled “I Wake Up Dreaming,” this di- 
ary is crammed, scattered, impassioned, 
and idiosyncratic — much like the best of 
Tavernier’s films. 

In general, though, the pieces in Projec- 
tions 2 confirm the suspicion that if you 
want to know what a work of art means or 
how it operates, the last person to ask is 
the artist himself or herself. Willem Dafoe 
is less than articulate on his acting process. 
“Keep off specifics!” he says. “Because, 
you know, this stuff is pretty theoretical. I 
can think of a direct contradiction to every- 
thing | say about performing.” And Gus 
Van Sant, perhaps the least forthcoming of 
interviewees himself, doesn’t fare any bet- 
ter when the roles are reversed. A sample 
exchange in his interview of British film- 
maker Derek Jarman: “GVS: Do you know 
where Portland is? DJ: I’ve been through it 
— I came hitchhiking down the coast in 
1964. GVS: Wow...” 

Those expecting some insights into 
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these two leading lights of the New Queer 
Cinema will have to search elsewhere. Per- 
haps the most incisive comment made in 
this forum for filmmakers comes from 
Hungarian director Istvan Szabé in a sur- 
vey titled, portentously enough, “The 
Burning Question: Cinema after the Mil- 
lennium?” Says Szabé: “In the next centu- 
ry, the only problem to be overcome will 
be the fact that many filmmakers will 
speak without saying anything.”

RANTERS AND CROWD PLEASERS: 
PUNK IN POP MUSIC, 1977-’92, by 
Greil Marcus. Doubleday, 438 pages, $22. 

Safely tucked away in Berkeley, Califor- 
nia — the womb of the American Cultural 
Revolution — is Greil Marcus, a social his- 
torian operating in the guise of a rock crit- 
ic. When he’s good, he’s very, very good; 
when he’s not, he rants — which is why 
his well-known and much-praised book 
Lipstick Traces: A Secret History of the 20th 
Century is an untamed bore. Between 
navel-gazing and constructing labyrinthine 
ideological rationalizations that follow the 
roots of punk rock back into the first wave 
of European anarchist bohemians (this 
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isn’t as hard to do as Lipstick Traces makes 
it seem) there’s a lot of blather. 

But in Ranters and Crowd Pleasers, he’s 
as focused and raw as the music he fell in 
love with the night he witnessed the Sex Pis- 
tols self-destruct at San Francisco’s Winter- 
land. This collection of pieces first published 
in LA Weekly, New West, Rolling Stone, and 
other periodicals chronicles the rise and fall 
of punk rock and the vitality of its mindset. 
As usual, Marcus is at his best at the inter- 
section of art and commerce, or where 
brawling guitars and human drama collide. 
Here he’s a new-journalism-style observer, 
always taking sides and fighting for what’s 
right in the music and in the politics of 
bands like the Gang of Four and Essential 
Logic, or defiantly cursing the death of rock 
radio and the flaccidity of late-’70s/’80s Big 
Events like the No Nukes concert and film 
(which I recall sleeping through). 

Like the best punk-rock songs, these 
short-form pieces are punchy and to the 
point. Punk relied on the three-minute 
pop aesthetic for its cogency; Marcus is 
limited by the constraints of commis- 
sioned periodical writing, and this keeps 
him hard-focused and highly readable.
